The  President  made  the  following  address: 

Gentlemen  of  Common  Council : 

In  assuming  the  honorable  position  of  President  of  Com- 
mon Council,  I  am  fully  conscious  of  the  important  duties 
and  great  responsibility  it  devolves  upon  me.  The  wisdom, 
integrity,  and  judgment  which  has  characterized  the  ad- 
ministration   of  many    of   my   predecessors,    leads    me    to 
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approach  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  with  a 
distrust  of  my  own  abilities,  yet  with  a  firm  reliance  upon 
your  active  and  effective  co-operation  and  assistance,  it 
shall  be  my  study  and  labor,  everywhere,  at  all  times,  and 
by  every  proper  means,  to  advance  the  interest  and  pro- 
mote the  prosperity  of  the  whole  people  of  our  great  City. 

To  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  by  the  Act  oi  Consoli- 
dation, and  the  supplements  thereto,  has  been  delegated 
and  entrusted  many  varied  and  important  duties,  trusts, 
and  powers.  Our  population,  at  the  present  time,  numbers 
nearly  700,000  permanent  residents,  and  for  this  vast  num- 
ber, we  are  called  upon  to  enact  such  laws  and  ordinances, 
the  wisdom  and  justice  whereof  may  best  protect  and  secure 
life  and  property  and  subserve  the  true  interests  of  every 
citizen  and  tax-payer. 

All  are  interested,  property-owner  and  creditor  alike,  in 
an  honest  administration  of  the  finances;  that  every  appro- 
priation of  the  people's  money  should  be  faithfully  expended 
lor  their  entire  benefit,  and  with  a  due  regard  to  that  true 
economy  which  consists,  not  in  withholding  the  means 
necessary  to  accomplish  needful  and  important  objects,  but 
requires  a  strict  accountability  for  the  faithful  and  frugal 
expenditure  of  the  moneys  so  appropriated. 

To  the  more  important  improvements  projected,  or  al- 
ready in  course  of  construction,  permit  me  briefly  to  invite 
your  earnest  and  careful  attention.  Of  these,  Fairmount 
Park  and  the  new  Public  Buildings  (to  the  extent  of  the 
powers  vested  in  the  municipal  government  by  the  Legisla- 
ture) ;  the  House  of  Correction  ;  an  abundant  supply  of 
water  ;  the  proper  .lighting  and  efficient  cleansing  of  our 
streets;  the  improved  paving  of  our  great  central  avenue, 
Broad  street ;  the  prompt  collection  of  taxes  ;  and  the  im- 
portant and  radical  changes  in  the  manner  of  extinguish- 
ing fires,  are  earnestly  commended  to  our  serious  and  care- 
ful consideration.  An  honest  and  determined  effort  to  ac- 
complish progress  and  reform  in  these  all-important  public 
necessities  will  inspire  confidence  in  our  municipal  govern- 
ment, and  secure  the  approval  of  the  popular  will  which 
demands  these  improvements,  and  which  always,  sooner  <y 
later,  enforces  obedience  to  its  behests. 

Our  highways  will  require  constant  care  and  attention- 
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not  only  in  necessary  repairs  to  those  already  paved,  but  as 
well  in  the  opening  and  extension  of  streets  in  the  more  re- 
cently built  up  and  rapidly  improving  portions  of  the  city. 

Experience,  economy,  and  comfort,  have  demonstrated 
the  absolute  necessity  for  the  introduction  and  speedy  adop- 
tion of  a  system  of  improved  pavement  in  lieu  of  the  "cob- 
ble stones"  at  present  in  use  ;  a  result  so  desirable  is  de- 
manded by  the  highest  public  consideration,  and  I  am 
confidently  persuaded  would  meet  with  the  cordial  and 
hearty  approval  of  the  entire  community. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  let  us  bring  to  the  discharge  of 
our  duties  an  enlarged  and  enlightened  comprehension  of 
the  true  wants  of  the  people  we  represent;  and  a  stern  de- 
termination that  the  work  allotted  to  us  shall  be  performed 
in  such  manner  as  will  best  promote  the  welfare,  greatness, 
and  prosperity  of  this  "the  City  of  our  affections  and  the 
home  of  our  business." 

As  your  presiding  officer,  I  promise  a  strict  impartiality, 
and  a  preservation  of  that  order  and  decorum,  which  should 
always  attend  wise  counsel  and  careful  legislation  : — Gentle- 
men, I  thank  you  sincerely,  earnestly,  and  cordially,  for  the 
distinguished  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me,  and  in- 
voking the  guidance  and  assistance  of  the  Divine  Father, 
upon  all  our  efforts,  I  enter  upon  the  performance  of  the 
duties  which  your  kindness  and  partiality  has  assigned  me.

To  the  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen  :■ — I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  the 
bill  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  levy  and  fix  a  special  tax 
rate  for  the  erection  of  Public  Buildings,  and  to  appropriate 
the  amount  realized  from  such  levy." 

In  its  first  section,  it  authorizes  "  the  Board  of  Eevision" 
to  levy  and  assess  the  special  tax  contemplated  by  the  bill, 
as  no  Act  of  Assembly  clothes  this  Board  with  any  power 
to  levy  and  assess  taxes,  it  is  manifest  that  they  could  law- 
fully exercise  no  such  power,  and  the  Ordinance  must 
therefore  wholly  fail  to  accomplish  its  purpose. 

The  third  section  of  the  proposed  Ordinance  appropriated 
the  money  raised  by  the  tax  to  the  use  of  "  the  Commis- 
sioners," but  does  not  designate  what  Commissioners,  and 
the  bill  nowhere  authorizes  the  drawing  of  warrants  against 
the  fund  which  it  provides,  shall  be  paid  when  realized 
into  the  City  Treasury. 

Moreover  it  omits  to  provide  for  any  mode  of  collecting 
the  tax,  and  prescribes  no  penalties  for  delay,  nor  discounts 
for  promptitude  in  its  payment ;  without  these,  its  collection 
before  the  end  of  the  year  could  scarcely  be  expected. 

If  these  were  the  only  objections  to  this  Ordinance, 
though  fatal  to  it  in  its  existing  form,  they  could  be  readily 
obviated  by  the  passage  of  an  amended  and  modified  bill, 
but  there  are  other  difficulties  of  a  grave  character,  affecting 
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the  lawfulness  of  the  proposed  action  at  this  time,  which  it 
is  my  duty  respectfully  to  suggest  for  your  consideration, 
in  the  hope  that  if  they  seem  to  you  to  have  weight,  they 
may  be  removed  by  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislature  now  in  session. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  which  creates  the  Commission  on 
Public  Buildings,  requires  that  the  Commissioners  shall 
make  requisition  on  the  Councils  of  said  City,  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  for  the  amount  of  money 
required  by  them  for  the  purposes  of  the  Commission  for  the 
succeeding  year,  and  said  Councils  shall  levy  a  special  tax  to 
raise  the  amount  so  required :  "  Provided,  That  said  Councils 
may  at  any  time  make  appropriations  out  of  the  annual  tax 
in  aid  of  the  purposes  of  this  act." 

It  is  questionable  whether,  under  the  language  of  this 
enactment,  a  special  tax  can  be  authorized  except  during 
the  month  of  December.  The  requisitions  must  be  made 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  that  month,  and  it  is  to  provide  for 
the  moneys  required  during  the  succeeding  year.  The 
limitation  of  time  for  making  the  requisition  which  imposes 
upon  Councils  the  duty  of  levying  the  special,  tax  is  fol- 
lowed immediately  by  authority  for  Councils,  ,l  at  any  time  " 
to  appropriate  in  aid  of  the  work  out  of  the  general  taxa- 
tion. Without  expressing  any  decided  opinion  as  to  the 
meaning  of  these  provisions  of  the  act,  I  submit  them  to 
you  as  worthy  of  careful  consideration,  and  suggest  that 
all  doubt  concerning  the  interpretation  of  the  act,  in  points 
so  important,  can  now  be  readily  removed  by  further 
legislation. 

I  am  ready  to,  and  will  cheerfully  co-operate  in  my 
sphere  of  duty  in  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes  of  the 
legislation  in  authorizing  the  erection  of  new  Public  Build- 
ings for  our  Courts  of  Justice  and  Municipal  Offices,  but 
the  importance  of  the  subject  and  the  magnitude  of  the  ex- 
penses which  is  to  be  borne  by  taxation,  must  admonish  us 
to  be  careful  in  all  our  procedure,  so  as  to  make  it  recog- 
nized as  clearly  authorized  by  law.

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The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Major. 

Office  of  the  Mayoe  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  February  23,  1871. 

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen: — Impressed  with  a  deep  sense  of  public 
duty  I  address  you  this  communication,  asking  your  serious 
attention  to  what  seems  to  me  to  be  a  marked  oversight  by 
the  Federal  authorities  of  the  object  and  purpose,  and  so 
recognized  and  approved  by  them,  of  the  munificent  gift 
made  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  (acting  too  as  it  did  from 
a  high  patriotic  motive)  to  the  general  Government  several 
years  since  of  League  Island  for  a  large  Navy  Yard  and 
Naval  Manufacturing  establishment. 

This  domain  when  tendered  was  carefully  examined  and 
tested  by  competent  and  skilled  engineers  and  scientific 
men  appointed  by  the  United  States  Government  for  the 
purpose,  and  it  was  recommended  by  them  as  one  of  the 
best  sites  not  only  for  a  Navy  Yard  and  Naval  Depot,  but 
also  eminently  well  located  for  a  safe  harbor  and  anchor- 
age for  almost  any  number  of  vessels  of  war  as  could  be 
found  anywhere,  which  recommendation  was  approved  by 
the  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

This  very  large  property  was  purchased  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  at  a  cost  of  over  §400,000,  for  the  purpose, 
and  presented  as  a  gift  to  the  Federal  Government,  and 
promptly  accepted  by  them,  with  the  distinct  understanding 
(whether  expressed  or  implied,  still  so  mutually  understood) 
that  steps  should  be  taken  at  an  early  day  to  have  the  old 
Navy  Yard  at  Front  and  Federal  streets,  covering  several 
acres  of  ground,  for  many  years  a  barrier  to  the  extension 
of  public  improvement  in  that  part  of  the  City,  disposed  of, 
and  the  establishment  removed  to  League  Island,  where 
there  should  be  erected  a  Navy  Yard  and  Naval  Manufac- 
turing Depot  of  such  a  character  and  magnitude,  as  in  view 
of  its  proximity  to  the  immense  coal  and  iron  deposits  of 
our  State,  its  facilities  for  obtaining  not  only  all  other  ma- 
terial, but  also  any  number  of  skilled  workmen  in  every 
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department  of  labor  and  mechanic  art,  from  the  largest 
manufacturing  community  on  the  Continent,  as  our  City  is 
justly  acknowledged  to  be,  as  would  be  consistent  with  the 
wants  and  dignity  of  the  Government,  and  yet  with  the 
exception  of  the  Federal  authorities  entering  into  possession 
of  League  Island  and  storing  there,  year  after  year,  a  con- 
siderable number  of  vessels  of  war,  not  a  single  step  has 
been  taken  to  carry  out  the  understanding  entered  into  by 
them  at  the  time  of  their  acceptance  of  this  gift.  League 
Island  at  this  time  remains  in  precisely  the  same  unim- 
proved condition  it  was  in  before  the  ownership  was  vested 
in  the  general  Government,  and  with  this  additional  serious 
disadvantage  to  us,  that  jurisdiction  over  the  same  having 
passed  out  of  the  State  and  City  authorities,  we  are  debarred 
from  collection  of  any  taxes  therefrom,  and  also  from  making 
any  improvements  through  this  place,  such  as  the  exten- 
sion of  that  magnificent  thoroughfare,  Broad  street,  down 
to  the  river,  the  establishment  of  a  public  ferry  on  its  water 
front,  and  the  construction  of  wharves  for  mercantile  pur- 
poses and  the  like;  besides  the  old  Navy  Yard  at  Front 
and  Federal  streets  continues  in  operation  there  to  the  great 
disadvantage  of  the  public  interests  by  reason  of  inability 
to  open  streets  through  the  same,  and  this,  too,  notwithstand- 
ing repeated  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Representatives  in 
Congress  from  this  City  and  State  to  procure  the  necessary 
appropriations  and  have  the  agreement  that  was  made, 
carried  out  in  good  faith. 

It  therefore  seems  to  me  that  to  allow  this  condition  of 
affairs  to  continue,  without  making  at  least  some  respectful 
protest  on  the  part  of  the  City  authorities,  would  be  to  open 
those  who  are  charged  with  the  direction  of  its  public 
affairs  to  the  just  reflection  of  their  fellow  citizens,  and  I 
accordingly  suggest  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  the  propriety 
of  considering  what  steps  are  proper  to  be  taken  on  the 
part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  through  its  constituted 
authorities,  to  procure  at  the  hands  of  Congress  that  recog- 
nition which  of  justice  and  right  belong  to  existing  obliga- 
tions on  the  part  of  the  E'ederal  authorities,  in  connection 
with  the  acceptance  of  the  gift  of  League  Island  for  said 
purposes  of  Navy  Yard  and  Naval  Manufacturing  Depot 
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and  the  concurrent  removal  thereto  of  the  old  Nav}'  Yard 
at  Front  and  Federal  streets.

Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  March  9,  1871. 

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  feel  it  fo  be  my  solemn  duty,  in  view  of 
the  high  responsibilities  of  my  official  position,  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  subject  of  certain  bills  now  before  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth,  creating  Commis- 
sions absorbing  the  departments  of  our  municipality,  and 
destructive  to  the  principles  of  local  self-government,  inju- 
rious to  the  rights  of  our  citizens  and  to  the  interest  of  the 
tax  payers,  and  to  recommend  Councils  to  address  a  respect- 
ful but  earnest  remonstrance  to  the  Legislature  against 
their  passage. 

Our  system  of  City  government  is  well  calculated  to 
guard  the  interests  of  our  people,  and  is  admirably  fur- 
nished with  checks  against  hasty  legislation.  Every 
measure  is  considered  first  in  one  branch  of  Councils,  then 
in  the  other;  the  members  are  familiar  with  the  wants  of 
their  constituents,  and  directly  responsible  to  them.  The 
veto  power  conferred  upon  the  Mayor,  is  an  additional 
security  against  hasty  or  ill-advised  legislation. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Legislature,  composed  of  members 
representing  other  and  distant  portions  of  the  Common- 
wealth, is  necessarily  less  able  to  understand  the  needs  and 
wishes  of  the  people  of  Philadelphia,  and  peculiarly  liable 
to  the  misrepresentations  of  interested  seekers  of  power. 

The  Commissions  which  the  bills  referred  to  propose 
to  establish,  will  monopolize  the  active  municipal  powers 
of  the  City,  and  strip  Councils  of  their  most  valuable 
functions.  The  control  of  the  police,  the  increase  of 
their  number,  their  compensation  and  their  duties;  the 
appointment  of  all  committing  magistrates,  the  control  of 
the  fire-alarm  and  police  telegraph,  and  the  appoint- 
ment and  dismissal  of  all  persons  connected  with  it; 
the  purchase  of  lots  for  station  houses,  the  entire  control 
of  all  the  water  works;  and  the  exclusive  right  to  fur- 
nish and  regulate  the  supply  of  water  to  the  City  ;  the  right 
to  take  land  for  the  construction  of  reservoirs,  and  to  con- 
struct reservoirs;  to  open  highways  for  the  laying  of  water 
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pipes;  the  introduction  of  water  into  buildings;  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  water  rents;  the  right  to  take  the 
property  of  any  water  company  in  the  City;  the  right  to 
purchase  all  materials  and  employ  all  labor  ;  to  determine 
the  necessity  for  erecting  new  water  works,  and  the  exclu- 
sive authority  to  erect  them,  as  well  as  to  enlarge  the  pre- 
sent water  works;  the  exclusive  control  and  management 
of  all  highways;  and  the  opening,  grading,  flagging,  and 
curbing  all  streets,  roads  and  avenues,  and  the  purchase  of 
all  materials  connected  therewith;  the  repairing  and  con- 
structing public  roads  and  bridges;  the  management  and 
control  of  all  City  property,  except  such  as  is  already 
vested  in  existing  commissioners;  the  filling  up  of  sunken 
lots,  the  control  of  public  sewers  and  drainage,  and  the  con- 
struction and  repairs  thereof;  the  control  of  paving,  repair- 
ing and  repaving  streets  and  keeping  them  in  order ;  and 
of  cleansing  the  public  streets,  roads  and  alleys;  the  right 
to  take  the  property  of  any  turnpike  or  plank  road;  the 
right  to  determine  of  what  material  the  streets  shall  here- 
after be  paved,  and  for  all  streets  paved  with  other  material 
than  cobble  stones,  to  issue  City  six  per  cent,  bonds  for 
the  work ;  to  cause  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  laid  out  on 
the  City  plan  to  be  opened  ;  to  cause  the  same  to  be  paved, 
curbed,  and  where  necessary,  culverted  ;  and  to  issue  City 
bonds  to  the  holders  of  lots  fronting  thereon  for  damages; 
to  cause  the  Board  of  Revision  to  revise  and  review  assess- 
ments;  all  these  powers  are  to  be  vested  in  seventeen  citi- 
zens appointed  by  the  Legislature,  to  hold  office  for  five 
years,  at  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3000)  each  per 
annum,  irresponsible  to  the  people,  or  to  the  municipal 
authorities,  with  the  right  to  appoint  all  the  necessary  offi- 
cers, agents,  &c,  &c. 

Tlipse  Commissioners  are  to  draw  warrants  upon  the 
City  Treasurer,  which  the  Controller  is  commanded  to 
countersign,  and  the  Treasurer  is  commanded  to  pay. 

They  are  to  have  the  power  to  issue  City  bonds  executed 
by  the  Presidents  of  the  respective  Boards,  and  attested  by 
the  Clerks  of  the  respective  Commissioners;  they  are  to 
furnish  estimates  to  Councils  annually  of  such  sums  of 
money  as  they  shall  see  fit  to  require,  and  Councils  must 
appropriate  the  same  ;  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  is  commanded 
to  add  to  the  tax  rate,  as  required  by  the  Commissioners,  a 
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sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  "city  paving 
bonds,"  and  the  "city  water  bonds,"  and  one-thirtieth 
of  the  principal  annually. 

It  seems  to  me  that  if  these  measures  should  receive  the 
sanction  of  the  Legislature,  there  will  be  but  little  left  for 
Councils  to  do,  and  they  might  well  adjourn  sine  die,  except 
that  the  law  would  compel  them  to  meet  once  a  year  to 
comply  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Commissioners  to  ap- 
propriate whatever  sums  of  money  they,  in  their  wisdom, 
might  deem  fit  to  demand  from  the  City  Treasury. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say  anything  further 
other  than  to  add  that,  should  these  bills  become  law,  I  can- 
not be  mistaken  in  asserting  that  our  City's  credit  must  be 
most  seriously  affected,  and  the  tax  payer  be  made  to  suffer 
to  a  degree  exceedingly  disastrous. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  whole  subject  to  your  considera- 
tion for  such  action  as  in  your  judgment  the  emergencies 
of  the  case  would  seem  to  require.

Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the 

City  of  Philadelphia,  March  9,  1871. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common 

Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

Gentlemen  : — Whilst  in  common  with  Councils,  I  recog- 
nized the  obligation  upon  the  City  authorities  to  afford  an 
adequate  and  effectual  protection  to  property  against  fire 
and  robbery,  and  to  every  citizen  an  immunity  against  per- 
sonal interference,  I  do  in  the  same  connection  realize  the 
propriety  of  extending  municipal  assistance  to  the  preven- 
tion of  disaster  by  flood  or  freshet,  especially  when  damage 
is  thereby  likely  to  ensue  to  large  districts  of  land,  to  live 
stock,  to  crops  and  buildings  on  the  farms  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  built-up  portions  of  the  City,  particularly  when  accom- 
panied with  ill  effects  on  the  public  health.  In  this  respect, 
considerable  portions  of  the  First  and  Twenty-sixth  Wards, 
covering  large  sections  of  the  territory  situate  between  the 
rivers  Delaware  and  Schuylkill,  down  to  the  confluence  of 
both  in  that  part  of  the  City  and  commonly  known  as  "the 
neck,"  and  also  in  that  part  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward 
extending  from  near  Gray's  Ferry  Bridge  down  on  the 
west  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill  to  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge, 
(both  sections  embracing  many  of  our  finest  truck  farms 
from  which  are  obtained  most  delicious  fruits  and  vege- 
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tables  for  the  table,)  are  subject  to  inundations  atid  overflow- 
by  reason  of  the  not  unfrequent  rise  in  the  rivers  occa- 
sioned by  freshet  or  storm,  and  when  so  happening  causing 
great  destruction  not  only  to  property,  but  sometimes  to 
life,  and  generally  creating  much  sickness  ;  and  it  would 
afford  me  pleasure  to  give  my  official  sanction  to  legisla- 
tion intended  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  these  disasters; 
but  such  enactments  should  be  methodical  and  clear,  and  be 
as  nearly  comprehensive  and  perfect  as  they  can  be  made, 
and  besides  they  should  have  in  view  the  public  welfare,  as 
well  as  the  subservience  of  individual  advantage. 

On  a  careful  examination,  the  bill  hereto  annexed  en- 
titled "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of 
the  meadow  banks  along  the  rivers  Delaware  and  Schuyl- 
kill in  the  First,  Twenty-sixth,  and  Twenty-seventh  Wards," 
falls  short,  it  is  too  vague  and  indefinite,  and  for  that  reason 
I  respectfully  return  the  same  without  my  approval. 

The  bill  speaks  of  the  construction  of  a  bank  or  bulk- 
head sufficient  for  a  roadway  "at  or  near  Mifflin  street  on 
the  Delaware,  along  said  river  near  where  the  bank  is  now 
located  to  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill;  thence  up  the  same 
to  the  fast  land  near  Point  Breeze,  in  the  First  and  Twenty- 
sixth  Wards,  and  along  the  river  Schuylkill  from  war  the 
foot  of  Fifty-eighth  street  to  fast  land  at  or  near  Penrose 
Ferry  Bridge,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward." 

In  the  first  place,  to  make  this  embankment  a  public 
drive,  it  should  be  by  a  dedication  to  public  use  as  a  high- 
way, executed  by  all  the  owners  of  the  space  intended  for 
that  purpose,  and  not  merely  as  specified  by  the  proviso 
contained  in  the  bill,  to  wit :  Provided,  That  the  property 
owners  shall  agree  to  permit  the  same  to  be  used  as  a  public 
drive  or  roadway,"  an  agreement  having  no  words  of  per- 
petuity, not  running  with  the  titles,  nor  binding  future 
owners. 

In  the  second  place,  to  secure  this  highway  to  public  use 
and  make  it  available  for  such  purpose,  it  should  start  from 
a  definite  fixed  point,  and  that  point  should  be  on  a  public 
highway  already  laid  out  and  in  use,  and  thence  extending 
along  the  line  of  some  one  or  more  thoroughfares  already 
or  to  be  specifically  laid  out  on  the  plan  of  the  City  as 
public  streets,  for  the  purpose,  as  near  to  the  water  lines 
as  conveniently  can  be,  (having  in  view  the  saving  of  the 
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most  land  to  the  several  owners;)  thence  down  the  Delaware 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill,  then  turning  and  curving 
westwardly  and  northwardly  until  it  reaches  some  other 
fixed  and  definite  point,  being  on  a  public  highway  laid 
out  and  opened  to  public  use,  :md  so  on  in  like  manner,  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill,  within  the  points  there  also 
designated  as  requiring  protection.  The  lines  thereof  to  be 
first  ascertained,  laid  out,  surveyed  and  fixed  by  the  Survey 
Department  of  the  City,  and  the  whole  dedicated  to  public 
use  as  a  highway  by  the  several  owners  thereof,  the  meadow 
companies,  as  in  the  bill  before  me,  to  enter  into  a  covenant 
to  pay  their  proportion  of  the  expense  of  the  construction, 
and  to  keep  said  embankment  in  perpetual  repair.  As  the 
amount  proposed  to  be  appropriated  by  the  Ordinance  in 
question,  seems  to  be  but  a  partial  payment  of  the  cost,  the 
bill  is  deficient  in  not  specifically  stating  the  estimate  of  the 
entire  expense,  and  the  proportion  thereof  required  to  be 
borne  by  the  meadow  companies,  and  also  within  what 
period,  and  by  whom,  and  under  whose  superintendence, 
the  work  should  be  completed  ;  and  here  I  would  suggest 
that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  the  proper  department  of  the 
City,  to  supervise  the  work  from  the  time  of  commence- 
ment to  its  final  completion. 

There  should  also  be  a  clause  requiring  some  one, 
whether  by  bond  or  otherwise,  to  guarantee  to  the  City 
the  performance  of  the  work  upon  the  appropriation  of  the 
amount  expected  from  the  City.  These,  or  some  similar 
features  being  cared  for  in  a  substituted  or  ametided  bill, 
enacted  into  a  law,  it  seems  to  me  that  our  citizens  at  large, 
would,  in  time,  be  in  possession  of  an  important  advantage 
as  far  as  roadway,  scenery  and  pure  air,  around  two  beau- 
tiful portions  of  our  City  are  concerned,  whilst  by  the  pro- 
tection thus  afforded,  the  land  would  rapidly  rise  in  value 
to  the  profit  of  the  owners,  and  the  City  be  benefited  by  in- 
creased revenue  from  taxation,  thus  amply  compensating 
all  concerned  for  each  party's  share  of  the  outlay. 

For  the  reasons  specified,  I  return  the  bill  lor  your  re- 
consideration.

To  the  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  return  the  bill  entitled  "  An 
Ordinance  relative  to  sidewalks  on  Baltimore  avenue,  from 
Thirty-ninth  to  Forty-second  street,"  without  my  approval. 

This  seems  to  grow  out  of  the  widening  of  Baltimore 
avenue,  (late  the  old  Baltimore  road,)  heretofore  of  the  width 
of  fifty  feet,  and  now  about  to  be  widened  to  the  width  of 
eighty  feet,  as  laid  down  upon  the  plan  of  the  City,  by  ab- 
sorbing fifteen  feet  of  the  properties  on  each  side;  and  by 
this  bill  it  is  proposed  that  upon  the  avenue  being  so 
widened,  the  several  owners  of  the  property  lying  between 
Thirty-ninth  and  Forty-second  streets  (embracing  and  in- 
cluding on  both  sides  of  the  thoroughfare,  three  thousand  and 
forty  feet  of  building  lots,  portions  of  which  are  already 
improved,)  to  have  the  privilege  of  encroaching  upon  the 
avenue  to  the  extent  of  six  feet,  (measuring  from  the  house 
line)  "  for  such  projections  as  steps,  cellar  doors,  railings, 
terraces  and  retaining  walls,''  leaving  twelve  feet  in  the 
clear  for  footway,  with  a  proviso  that  the  Ordinance  "  shall 
extend  and  apply  only  to  the  properties  of  such  persons  as 
should  expressly  waive  all  claims  for  damages  for  the  land 
taken  in  this  widening  of  said  avenue." 

Were  this  Ordinance  to  become  a  law,  it  would  break  in 
upon  the  usual  proper  course  pointed  out  by  law,  as  regards 
the  opening  and  widening  of  highways,  by  the  City  under- 
taking to  bargain  directlv  with  the  property  owners,  allow- 
ing them  to  make  encroachments  upon  the  street  lines, 
upon  their  waiving  the  right  to  damages  by  jury. 

Again,  there  would  seem  to  be  a  consideration  given  for 
the  right  of  encroachment  in  this  case,  to  wit:  the  waiver 
of  damages,  which  would  interfere  with  the  right  of  the 
City  at  any  future  period,  to  alter  or  change  the  lines  of 
Baltimore  avenue,  between  the  streets  mentioned.

Besides,  as  this  Ordinance  is  to  operate  only  as  to  those 
who  waive  the  question  of  damages,  I  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve the  whole  of  said  property  holders  cannot  be  had  to 
accept  of  the  arrangement  proposed — some  preferring  com- 
pensation in  damages  by  way  of  road  jury,  whilst  there  are 
others  under  legal  disability  or  absent  from  the  City. 
Thus  it  would  eventuate  in  making  such  an  irregular  ap- 
pearance of  lines,  (those  accepting  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance  virtually  absorbing  the  six  feet  of  the  avenue; 
others  preferring  compensation  in  damages  by  the  award  of 
a  jury, 'falling  back  to  the  house  lines,)  as  would  greatly 
disfigure  this  beautiful  avenue,  and  also  operate  as  an  ex- 
ceedingly unsafe  precedent  for  the  hereafter.

The  judgments  referred  to  in  the  resolution  are  those  ob- 
tained by  filing  of  record  the  warrants  of  attorney  accom- 
panying the  bonds  given  by  Charles  H.  Crawford  and  Ed- 
ward S.  McGlue,  two  of  the  contractors  for  cleansing  the 
streets  in  certain  districts  of  the  City ;  and  their  respective 
sureties,  from  whom  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasury  were

As  these  contracts  have  not  been  annulled,  even  if  suits

Office  of  the  Mayok  of  the 
Ciiw  of  Philadelphia,  April  13,  1871. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  been  informed  that  The  Thirteenth 
and  Fifteenth  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  are  pre- 
paring to  lay  tracks  on  Broad  street,  northward  from  Fed- 
eral street  to  Columbia  avenue,  with  a  view  to  running 
passenger  cars  thereon ;  and  believing  that  this  use  of 
Broad  street  will  be  very  obnoxious  to  a  large  majority  of 
the  people  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  the  right  thus  claimed 
to-  be  exercised  is  of  doubtful  validity,  I  respectfully  ask 
from  you  such  attention  as  you  think  the  subject  requires. 

Recent  events  have  unmistakably  shown  that  the  people 
of  Philadelphia  regard  Broad  street  as  a  principal  avenue, 
which  should  always  be  kept  unobstructed,  in  fulfilment  of 
the  public  promise  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1866,  and 
unless  the  Railroad  Company  has  acquired  a  clear  and  indis- 
putable legal  right  thus  to  obstruct  the  street,  their  attempt 
so  to  do  should  be  at  once  stopped ;  a  hasty  examination  of 
the  charter  of  the  Company  under  which  this  right  is 
claimed,  induces  me  to  believe  that  it  cannot  be  sustained ; 
the  Company  through  which  this  right  is  supposed  to  be 
derived  had  a  doubtful  existence;  its  proceedings  seemed 
to  be  full  of  irregularities,  and  its  intended  use  of  being 
an  adjunct  of  a  foreign  corporation  having  been  prevented 
by  judicial  authority,  the  execution  of  any  of  its  powers 
and  franchises  appears  to  have  been  suspended,  if  not  en- 
tirely abandoned. 

The  passage  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Act  of  1866,  de- 
claring that  Broad  street  of  its  entire  length  and  breadth 
shall  forever  be  kept  open,  free  from  all  railway  or  other 
obstructions,  speaks  plainly  the  object  intended  to  be  at- 
tained, especially  as  the  earlier  sections  of  the  same  act 
authorized  the  removal  of  any  track  previously  laid  on  that 
street.  The  provision  by  the  Legislature,  first,  for  the 
removal  of  the  existing  railways  on  Broad  street,  and  next, 
for  the  prevention  of  any  future  incumbrances  of  that  kind, 
it  was  supposed,  was  sufficient  to  secure  the  enjoyment  of 
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that  public  avenue  to  its  fullest  extent,  and  in  order  to 
guarantee  to  the  owners  of  property  on  the  street  that  the 
moneys  expended  by  them  for  paving  and  other  improve- 
ments shall  be  faithfully  applied,  it  is  made  a  contract  for 
an  expressed  consideration  by  which  the  Legislature  de- 
prived even  itself  of  the  power  of  revoking  the  privileges 
thus  granted,  or  of  changing  the  condition  of  Broad  street 
at  any  future  time.  That  it  was  intended  to  repeal  any 
existing  rights  such  as  is  now  asserted  is  clear,  and  I  there- 
fore recommend  that  you  promptly  adopt  such  measures  as 
you  deem  necessary  to  settle  effectually  whether  the  legis- 
lative purpose  shall  be  fully  accomplished  ;  and  anything 
done  or  directed  by  you  shall  have  my  cordial  and  prompt 
co-operation.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — Having  been  recently  apprised  by  one  of 
the  high  constables  that  some  person  or  persons  in  the  em- 
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ploy  of  one  or  more  magnetic  telegraph  companies  were 
engaged  in  planting  large  poles  on  the  footways  of  Fifteenth 
street,  between  Market  and  Chestnut  streets,  with  a  view  to 
placing  telegraphic  wires  thereon,  without  the  consent  or 
knowledge  of  Councils,  and  without  the  authority  of  law, 
I  immediately  ordered  steps  to  be  taken  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
movement,  resulting  in  the  arrest  of  one  of  the  workmen 
there  found  so  engaged,  who,  upon  a  hearing  before  Alder- 
man Kerr,  committing  magistrate  at  the  Central  Police 
Station,  was  held  in  $600  bail  for  his  appearance  at  the 
next  term  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  peace, 
in  and  for  the  city  and  county,  to  answer  the  charge  of 
creating  a  nuisance  and  obstructing  the  public  highway. 
The  individual  under  arrest,  it  is  said,  is  an  employee  of 
either  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  or  the  At- 
lantic and  Ohio  Telegraph  Company,  which  of  them  it  does 
not  clearly  appear,  the  former  being,  as  I  have  reason  to 
believe,  a  foreign  corporation,  and  the  latter  having  certain 
restrictions  and  qualifications  in  its  charter,  which  makes  it 
extremely  doubtful  as  to  the  right  to  plant  poles  on  any  of 
the  streets,  at  least  without  the  consent  of  Councils,  but  as 
there  are  a  large  number  of  these  magnetic  telegraph  com- 
panies now  having  offices  in  our  city,  some  of  which  resort 
to  the  dangerous  expedient  of  running  their  wires  over  the 
house  tops,  from  chimney  to  chimney,  whilst  others  do  not 
hesitate  to  use  whatever  streets  they  please  in  placing  their 
poles  thereon,  without  regard  to  the  public  convenience, 
nor  whether  it  affects  the  rights  of  stores  or  dwellings,  or 
does  injury  to  flag,  granite  or  good  brick  pavements,  using 
poles  of  such  width,  appearance  and  height  as  may  best  suit 
their  purpose,  and  that,  too,  without  the  slightest  knowledge, 
consent  of,  or  even  communication  with  the  City  authorities. 
I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  in  protection  of  the  public  inter- 
ests, to  cause  the  arrest  referred  to  to  be  made,  in  order,  if 
possible,  to  have  a  judicial  determination  of  the  question  as 
to  whether  the  City  authorities  have  been  affected  in  their 
jurisdiction  or  control  over  the  public  highways  in  this 
respect. 

I  accordingly  call  your  attention  to  this  .matter,  with  the 
recommendation  that  measures  should  be  adopted,  such  as 
will  either  put  an  end  to  these  encroachments  upon  the 
rights  of  the  City,  or  by  judicial  decision  have  the  position 
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of  the  City  so  defined  in  this  connection,  as  if  we  have  lost 
any  power  we  may  know  what  legislative  remedy  to  apply 
for  to  recover  the  same.

To  the  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen: — I  return  the  bill  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
to  authorize  the  erection  of  certain  market  houses  on  Girard 
avenue,  between  Otis  and  Elm  streets,  in  the  Eighteenth 
Ward,"  without  my  approval. 

Instead  of  increasing  the  number  of  market  houses  on  the 
line  of  Girard  avenue,  I  regard  it  that  it  would  be  to  the 
advantage  of  the  City,  as  also  the  property  holders  and 
occupants  on  this  spacious  thoroughfare,  were  all  the  market 
houses  and  other  obstructions  entirely  removed,  the  enclosed 
plots  in  the  centre,  in  its  various  sections,  done  away  with, 
and  the  avenue  paved  with  some  improved  style  of  pave- 
ment from  curb  to  curb.  It  cost  the  County  of  Philadelphia 
many  years  ago  a  vast  sum  of  money  to  open  Girard  avenue, 
the  western  portion  through  private  property,  and  the  east- 
ern portion  by  the  widening  of  a  street  but  forty  feet  in 
breadth,  then  called  Prince  street,  by  absorbing  eighty  feet 
of  private  grounds  along  its  western  line,  thus  making  what 
was  first  called  Franklin  avenue,  and  now  Girard  avenue, 
one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  wide,  and  as  the  public  ex- 
penditure at  that  time  was  a  large  one  the  citizens  and  tax- 
payers were  mainly  reconciled  to  the  outlay  by  the  impres- 
sion that  the  City  would  thus  be  in  possession  of  a  beautiful 
and  spacious  thoroughfare  stretching  clear  across  from  the 
river  Schuylkill  in  an  easterly  direction  until  it  reaches 
Frankford  road,  and  thence  northeasterly  parallel  with  the 
other  streets  in  that  section  up  to  the  limits  of  the  built  up 
portion  of  the  City,  then  the  upper  boundary  line  of  the  in- 
corporated district  of  Kensington,  and  there  are  those  who 
even  at  this  time  look  upon  the  market  houses  erected  in 
various  parts  of  that  avenue  as  a  violation  of  the  public 
faith,  so  generally  understood  at  the  time  of  its  opening,  and 
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an  improper  occupation  of  what  ought  to  be  and  was  in- 
tended as  one  of  the  grandest  thoroughfares  in  our  City. 
Instead  of  this  it  substantially  reduces  a  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  wide  avenue  to  two -small  streets  opposite  the 
market  houses,  there  being  by  actual  measurement  but 
twenty-five  feet  space  between  the  line  of  the  roofs  and  the 
curb  of  the  footway  on  either  side,  besides  the  market 
houses  at  best  are  but  unsightly  structures,  and  it  uniformly 
follows  that  after  the  market  hours  are  over,  and  the  clean- 
sing takes  place,  much  refuse  and  vegetable  matter  is 
washed  out  into  the  streets  on  either  side,  there  to  decom- 
pose and  fester,  creating  a  most  unpleasant  and  unwhole- 
some exhalation  to  the  discomfort  and  injury  of  those  who 
dwell  in  such  localities. 

The  question  as  to  the  effect  the  construction  of  such 
buildings  have  upon  the  value  of  the  property,  has  a  suffi- 
cient answer  in  the  difference  in  the  public  assessments 
between  that  portion  opposite  to  which  the  obstructions  are, 
and  that  portion  in  which  the  avenue  is  free  and  paved 
from  curb  to  curb ;  an  objection  also  arises  as  expressed  by 
storekeepers  opposite  to  where  market  houses  are  now  in 
operation,  in  that  persons  frequenting  the  market  for  pur- 
chase of  articles  for  the  table,  mostly  enter  them  from  one 
corner  of  the  street,  and  only  leave  it  when  they  reach  the 
other,  thus  drawing  away  the  stream  of  people  from  the 
sidewalks  in  the  intermediate  space  to  the  business  damage 
of  nearly  all  but  those  occupying  the  corner  stores. 

Again,  the  experience  of  the  last  few  years  has  clearly 
shown  that  so  far  as  the  question  of  supplies  of  provisions 
is  concerned,  market  houses  off  the  line  of  the  highways  or 
provision  stores  where  the  necessity  of  the  same  shows 
itself,  and  at  about  the  same  rates  for  material  as  obtained 
in  the  old  market  houses,  do  and  always  will  spring  up,  and 
that  too  furnished  with  an  abundance  and  variety  to  satisfy 
every  demand. 

It  has  been  urged  that  the  spaces  whereon  it  is  proposed 
to  erect  these  market  houses  is  now  frequently  occupied 
with  spare  lumber  and  other  material,  and  therefore  it 
would  be  better  to  have  them  occupied  with  market  houses 
than  leave  them  idle  as  in  their  present  condition;  in  an- 
swer to  this,  were  the  street  cleared   and  paved  as  sug- 
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gested,  no  such  cause  of  complaint  would  arise.  Another, 
and  to  my  mind  an  exceedingly  important  thought  is,  that 
Girard  avenue  is  of  the  same  width  as  Broad  street,  and  in- 
tersecting it  at  right  angles,  leads  off  one  portion  to  our 
beautiful  Park,  and  the  other  nearly  to  the  Delaware  river, 
in  the  northeast  portion  of  the  City ;  and  I  regard  it,  that 
were  all  the  market  houses  along  its  line,  as  also  the  useless, 
unoccupied,  curbed  in  spaces  now  in  portions  of  its  centre 
done  away  with,  and  the  whole  avenue  paved  with  some 
improved  style  of  paving,  such  as  shall  similarly  obtain  as 
regards  Broad  street,  clear  across  from  curb  to  curb,  so  as 
to  make  it,  as  it  were,  an  angular  extension  of  Broad  street, 
Councils  would  do  more  for  the*  advantage  of  the  City,  and 
the  residents  and  property  owners  in  that  part  of  the  City, 
than  can  possibly  be  had  by  outlays  for  market  houses  and 
other  obstructions,  and  thus  having  enhanced  the  value  of 
property,  not  only  along  its  entire  line,  but  also  in  the  im- 
mediate adjacent  streets ;  such  a  return  would  be  made  to 
the  City  Treasurer  by  increased  revenue  from  taxation  as 
would  far  exceed  the  rental  received  for  the  use  of  stalls  in 
such  structures,  and  fully  justify  the  removal  of  all  the 
buildings  now  thereon. 

For  these  reasons,  I  return  the  bill  for  your  reconsidera- 
tion.

Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  June  8,  1871. 

To  the  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  regret,  from  my  great  desire  to  see  a 
new  bridge  constructed  over  the  river  Schuylkill  at  Fair- 
mount,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  that  I  find  myself 
obliged  to  return  the  resolution  entitled  "  Resolution  rela- 
tive to  the  proposals  for  erecting  Fairmount  bridge,"  with- 
out my  approval. 

The  language  of  the  resolution  seems  to  be  vague  and 
ambiguous,  although  it  is  restricted  to  directing  the  City 
Solicitor  to  prepare  contracts  with  parties  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  several  portions  of  a  new  bridge  at  the  locality 
mentioned,  and  to  report  the  same  with  the  names  of  sureties 
offered  to  the  Chambers,  it  obviously  promises,  that  if  the 
contracts  are  in  proper  form,  and  the  sureties  satisfactory, 
Councils  will  have  such  contracts  executed,  and  the  City 
bound  for  the  amount  of  expenditure  involved.  On  examina- 
tion of  the  minutes  and  proceedings  of  Councils,  I  cannot 
find  that  any  sufficient  appropriation  has  been  made  to  meet 
the  outlay  required  under  such  contracts. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  21st,  1855,  expressly  pro- 
vides, "  That  no  debt  or  contract  hereafter  incurred  or  made, 
"  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  unless  author - 
"  ized  by  laiu  or  Ordinance,  and  an  appropriation  sufficient  to 
"  pay  the  same  be  previously  made  by  Councils"  and  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  case  of  Bladen 
against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  is  to  be  found  in  the 
10th  vol.  of  P.  F.  Smith's  Reports,  page  464,  has  recognized 
the  force  of  this  act,  and  it  there  decided  that  a  contract  made 
in  advance  of  an  appropriation,  is  not  binding  on  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  the  distinguished  Judge  who  delivered  the 
opinion  of  the  Court  in  that  case,  (having  reference  to  this 
act  of  1855,)  saying,  "  Had  the  statute  enacted  expressly  that 
u  without  such  appropriation,  the  contract  would  be  void  and 
''  no  debt  incurred,  it  could  not,  as  far  as  the  liability  of  the 
"■  city  is  concerned,  have  been  more  mandatory  or  imperative 
"  than  it  is." 
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A  contract  now  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  reso- 
lution which  I  now  return,  would  therefore  be  invalid  and 
so  plainly  did  this  objection  present  itself  to  my  mind,  on 
my  first  reading  of  your  joint  resolution,  that  I  have  for- 
borne any  investigation  of  the  facts  in  connection  with  the 
matter.

ten  hundred  and  fifty-four  (1054)  votes  for  the  said  office, 
and  that  said  Robert  Briggs  has  been  returned  as  elected 
thereto  by  a  majority  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  four  (274) 
votes,  which  your  petitioners  charge  to  be  a  false  return 
and  undue  election  of  the  said  Robert  Briggs,  and  they  con- 
test his  right  to  the  said  office  of  Common  Council  of  the 
said  Twenty-sixth  Ward.  That  the  said  election  and  the  said 
return  of  the  said  Robert  Briggs  is  false,  fraudulent  and 
untrue  in  this : 

That  at  the  said  election  three  candidates  for  the  office 
of  Common  Councilman  aforesaid  were  voted  for,  to  wit: 
Robert  Briggs,  Paul  Savage  and  George  Walker,  the  first 
one  of  whom  was  unduly  returned  as  having  received  for 
the  said  office  twenty-one  hundred  and  eight  (2108)  votes, 
and  the  said  Paul  Savage,  who  was  returned  as  having 
received  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four  (1834)  votes,  and 
the  said  George  Walker  received  ten  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  (1051)  votes  for  the  said  office.  Whereas,  your 
petitioners  allege,  charge,  and  verily  believe,  that  the  said 
Robert  Briggs  received  not  more  than  seventeen  hundred 
and  twenty  (1720)  votes,  and  that  the  said  Paul  Savage 
received  at  least  two  thousand  and  ten  (2,010)  votes  for  the 
said  office;    whereby  your  petitioners  allege,  charge,  and 
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believe,  that  the  said  Paul  Savage  has  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  said  office,  to  wit:  at  least  two  thou- 
sand and  ten  (2,010)  votes,  being  two  hundred  and  ninety 
votes  more  than  the  said  Robert  Briggs,  whereby,  the  said 
Paul  Savage  is  elected  to  the  said  office  of  Common  Council- 
man aforesaid,  and  should  have  been  so  returned.  And  your 
petitioners  specify  more  particularly  the  following  grounds 
of  contest : 

1st.  In  the  general  return  of  votes  there  are  taken  and 
'counted  twenty-one  hundred  and  eight  (2108)  votes  for 
Robert  Briggs,  which  should  be  seventeen  hundred  and 
twenty  (1720)  votes  for  the  said  Robert  Briggs,  and  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-four  votes  for  the  said.  Paul 
Savage,  which  should  be  two  thousand  and  ten  (2,010)  votes 
for  the  said  Paul  Savage,  making  an  error  of  two  hundred 
and  ninety  votes,  which  should  have  been  added  to  the 
alleged  number  of  votes  of  the  said  Paul  Savage  for  the 
said  office  of  Common  Councilman. 

And  your  petitioners  further  represent  and  charge  that 
at  the  election  held  in  the  First  Election  Division  of  the 
said  Twenty-sixth  Ward  of  the  said  City,  the  election  officers 
of  said  division  fraudulently  conducted  and  carried  on  said 
election  with  a  wilful  disregard  of  all  the  requirements  of 
the  laws  regulating  elections,  by  means  of  which  only  the 
true  votes  and  will  of  the  people  could  be  ascertained  in 
said  division. 

And  your  petitioners  specify  that  the  said  election  was 
conducted  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit :  The  election 
officers  in  said  division  falsely  and  fraudulently  permitted 
and  suffered  a  large  number  of  voters,  not  qualified  voters 
of  said  division,  to  vote  at  said  election,  to  the  number  of 
fifteen  and  upwards,  whose  votes  were  taken  and  counted  in 
the  general  return  for  Robert  Briggs,  for  said  office  of 
Common  Councilman,  whose  names  were  not  on  the  list 
furnished  by  the  City  Commissioners  to  the  election  offi- 
cers, without  requiring  or  receiving  proof  of  qualifications 
of  said  voters,  and  without  requiring  or  receiving  proof  by  a 
qualified  elector  of  the  residence  in  said  division  of  said 
voters,  and  without  adding  the  names  of  said  voters  to  the 
list  furnished  by  the  City  Commissioners. 

They  falsely  and  fraudulently  neglected  and  refused  to 
mark  the  letter  "  V  "  opposite  the  names  of  all  the  voters 
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on  the  list  furnished  by  the  City  Commissioners  aforesaid, 
who  voted  in  said  division ;  they  neglecting  to  make  the 
record  required  by  law  of  the  names  and  residences  of 
those  who  voted. 

They  fraudulently  refused  to  receive  proofs  or  inquire 
into  the  qualifications  of  voters  whose  right  to  vote  was 
legally  challenged. 

They  falsely  and  fraudulently  received  the  votes  of  non- 
residents of  said  election  division  not  qualified  voters 
therein  at  said  election. 

That  all  acts  were  done  and  committed  with  the  intent 
and  purpose  of  holding  an  undue  election,  and  with  the 
desire  to  prevent  an  honest  expression  of  the  popular  will

Your  petitioners  further  show:  That  it  has  been  returned 
that  at  said  election  that  John  S.  Huhn  received  twenty- 
one  hundred  and  forty-one  (2141)  votes  for  the  office  of  Com- 
mon Councilman  for  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward  aforesaid,  and 
that  Henry  Lafferty  received  nine  hundred  and  three  (903) 
votes,  and  that  one  John  McConnell  received  ten  hundred 
and  forty-eight  (1018)  votes  for  the  said  office,  and  that  the 
said  John  S.  Huhn  has  been  returned  as  elected  thereto  by 
a  majority  of  ten  hundred  and  ninety-three  (1093)  votes, 
which  your  petitioners  charge  to  be  a  false  return  and  un- 
due election  of  the  said  John  S.  Huhn,  and  they  contest  his 
right  to  the  said  office  of  Common  Council  for  the  Twenty- 
sixth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  the  said  elec- 
tion and  the  said  return  of  the  said  John  S.  Huhn  is  false, 
fraudulent  and  untrue  in  this : 

That  at  the  said  election  three  candidates  for  the  office 
of  Common  Council  aforesaid  were  voted  for,  to  wit:  John 
S.  Huhn,  Henry  Lafferty,  and  John  McConnell;  the  first 
one  of  whom  was  unduly  returned  as  having  received  for 
the  said  office  twenty-one  hundred  and  forty-one  (2111) 
votes,  and  the  said  Henry  Lafferty,  who  was  returned  as 
having  received  nine  hundred  and  three  (903)  votes,  and 
the  said  John  McConnell  as  having  received  ten  hundred 
and  forty-eight  (1018)  votes  for  the  said  office.  Whereas,  your 
petitioners  allege,  charge  and  verily  believe  that  the  said 
John  S.  Huhn  received  not  more  than  seventeen  hundred 
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and  twenty  (1720)  votes,  and  that  the  said  Henry  Lafferty 
received  at  least  twenty  hundred  and  ten  (2010)  votes  for 
the  said  office;  whereby  your  petitioners  allege,  charge  and 
believe  that  the  said  Henry  Laiferty  has  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  said  office,  to  wit:  at  least  two  thousand 
and  ten  (2010,)  being  two  hundred  and  ninety  votes  more 
than  the  said  John  S.  Huhn  ;  whereby  the  said  Henry 
Lafferty  is  elected  to  the  said  office  of  Common  Councilman 
aforesaid,  and  should  have  been  so  returned.  And  your 
petitioners  specify  more  particularly  the  following  grounds 
of  contest: 

1st.  In  the  general  return  of  votes  there  are  taken  and 
counted  twenty-one  hundred  and  forty-one  (2141)  votes  for 
John  S.  Huhn,  which  should  be  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  twenty  votes  for  the  said  John  S.  Huhn,  and  nine 
hundred  and  three  (903)  votes  for  the  said  Henry  Laiferty, 
which  should  be  two  thousand  and  ten  (2010)  votes  for  the  said 
Henry  Lafferty,  making  an  error  of  two  hundred  and  ninety 
votes,  which  should  have  been  added  to  the  alleged  number 
of  votes  of  the  said  Henry  Lafferty,  for  the  said  office  of 
Common  Councilman  for  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

And  your  petitioners  further  represent  and  charge  that 
at  the  election  held  in  the  First  Election  Division  of  the 
said  Twenty-sixth  Ward  of  the  said  City,  the  election 
officers  of  said  division  fraudulently  conducted  and  carried 
on  said  election  with  a  wilful  disregard  of  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  laws  regulating  elections,  by  means  of  which 
only  the  true  votes  and  will  of  the  people  could  be  ascer- 
tained in  said  division. 

And  your  petitioners  specify  that  the  said  election  was 
conducted  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit:  The  election 
officers  in  said  division  falsely  and  fraudulently  permitted 
and  suffered  a  large  number  of  voters,  not  qualified  voters 
of  said  division,  to  vote  at  said  election,  to  the  number  of 
fifteen  (15)  and  upwards,  whose  votes  were  taken  and 
counted  in  the  general  return  for  John  S.  Huhn  for  said 
office  of  Common  Councilman,  whose  names  were  not  on 
the  list  furnished  by  the  City  Commissioners  to  the  election 
officers,  without  requiring  or  receiving  proof  of  qualifica- 
tions of  said   voters,  and  without   requiring  or  receiving 
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proof  by  a  qualified  elector  of  the  residence  in  said  division 
of  said  voters,  and  without  adding  the  names  of  said  voters 
to  the  list  furnished  by  the  City  Commissioners. 

They  falsely  and  fraudulently  neglected  and  refused  to 
mark  the  letter  "V"  opposite  the  names  of  all  the  voters 
on  the  list  furnished  by  the  City  Commissioners  aforesaid, 
who  voted  in  said  division,  they  neglecting  to  make  the 
record  required  by  law  of  the  names  and  residences  of 
those  who  voted. 

They  fraudulently  refused  to  receive  proofs  or  inquire 
into  the  qualifications  of  voters  whose  right  to  vote  was 
legally  challenged. 

They  falsely  and  fraudulently  received  the  votes  of  non- 
residents of  said  election  division,  not  qualified  voters 
therein  at  said  election. 

That  all  acts  were  done  and  committed  with  the  intent 
and  purpose  of  holding  an  undue  election,  and  with  the 
desire  to  prevent  an  honest  expression  of  the  popular  will 
at  said  election,  and  a  true  ascertainment  of  the  real  votes 
of  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  said  division  who  voted 
at  said  election;  and  that  in  pursuance  of  said  conduct  on 
the  part  of  the  election  officers,  and  the  wicked  and  evil 
disposed  persons  who  aided  and  abetted  them  in  their  ne- 
farious designs,  the  popular  will  of  the  voters  in  said 
division  was  not  ascertained,  but  was  defeated,  and  your 
petitioners  thereby  charge  that  the  said  election  so  held  in 
said  division  was  false,  fraudulent,  undue  and  void,  and  the 
return  thereof  false,  and  should  be  stricken  from  the  general 
return,  and  be  wholly  disregarded. 

That  at  the  said  election  in  said  division,  the  returns  of 
votes  received,  taken  and  counted  in  the  general  return  for 
the  office  of  Common  Councilman  of  the  said  Twenty-sixth 
Ward,  was : 

For  John  S.  Huhn 85  votes. 

For  Henry  Lafferty 67       " 

For  John  McConnell 24      " 

Total 176      " 

That  in  the  First,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Tenth,  Eleventh 
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Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Divisions  of  the  Twenty-sixth 
"Ward  of  said  City,  the  election  officers  of  each  of  said 
divisions  received  the  votes  of  persons  to  the  number  of 
three  hundred  and  ninety-one  (391)  and  upwards,  for  the 
said  office  of  Common  Councilman,  which  were  taken  and 
counted  in  the  general  return  for  John  S.  Huhn  for  said 
office,  none  of  whom  were  qualified  electors  in  said 
division. 

That  the  election  officers  of  the  First  Division  of  said 
"Ward  were  not  sworn  or-  affirmed  as  required  by  law,  and 
further,  there  are  only  nine  hourly  returns  in  said  division, 
instead  of  eleven,  as  required  by  law. 

That  the  returns  of  election  officers  in  said  First  Divi- 
sion, are  illegal,  informal,  uncertain)  and  void  in  this,  that 
the  names  of  the  candidates  voted  for  are  not  set  forth  fully 
and  particularly,  and  it  is  impossible,  with  certainty,  to 
aver  whether  any  one  of  the  persons  alleged  to  be  candi- 
dates, are  the  persons  voted  for.  That  Joseph  Weaver,  the 
Judge  of  said  First  Division,  is  not  written  out  as  required 
by  law,  but  simply  the  number  of  votes  given  in  figures. 

That  in  the  Sixth  Division  of  said  Ward,  the  election 
officers  returned  more  votes  for  the  candidates  herein  men- 
tioned than  there  are  voters  on  the  tally  list  of  the  window 
inspector's  clerk.  That  the  return  of  votes  in  the  Pro- 
thonotary's  office  is  not  written  out  as  required  by  law,  but 
is  a  return  of  figures  only.  That  thirty  or  more  votes  were 
polled  for  Henry  Lafferty,  which  were  not  counted,  thereby 
rendering  the  return  fraudulent  and  untrue. 

That  in  the  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Tenth,  Eleventh,  and 
Fifteenth  Divisions  of  said  Ward,  the  election  officers  re- 
turned more  votes  for  the  persons  hereinbefore  mentioned 
as  candidates,  to  wit:  the  said  John  S.  Huhn,  Henry  Laf- 
ferty, and  John  McConnell,  than  are  to  be  found  upon  the 
list  of  voters,  or  upon  the  tally  list  of  the  window  inspec- 
tor's clerk,  and  that  in  said  divisions  there  was  returned  as 
having  voted  for  the  said  John  S.  Huhn  two  hundred  and 
fifty  (250)  false  and  fraudulent  votes  of  persons  not  qualified 
voters  of  said  divisions. 

That  in  the  Tenth  Division  of  said  Ward,  the  election 
was  conducted  in  violation  of  law  in  this,  that  the  return 
inspector,  Patrick  Donelly,  was  so  drunk  as  to  be  utterly 
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incapable  of  performing  bis  duties,  and  tbat  in  consequence 
of  said  conduct,  tbere  was  no  person,  for  tbe  greater  part  of 
the  day,  competent  to  conduct  the  election. 

That  in  the  Fifteentb  Division  tbe  return  now  on  file,  in 
tbe  Prothonotary's  office,  is  false  and  void,  and  uncertain 
in  this,  that  the  number  of  votes  are  all  set  down  in  figures, 
and  are  full  of  erasures,  blots,  and  alterations,  and  is  false, 
fraudulent,  aud  untrue. 

That  one  William  A.  Caterson,  was  a  candidate  for 
School  Director  of  said  Ward,  at  the  said  election,  and 
being  so  a  candidate  acted  as  judge  at  said  election  in  said 
Fifteenth  Division. 

That  in  said  Fifteenth  Division  one  Michael  Magratb, 
acted  as  return  inspector's  clerk,  although  not  qualified  so 
to  act,  he  not  having  been  a  resident  of  the  said  division  of 
the  Twenty-sixth  Ward  for  the  time  required  by  law,  to 
qualify  him  for  said  office. 

And  your  petitioners  further  aver,  that  the  said  Henry 
Lafferty  was  duly  elected  by  a  majority  not  only  over  the 
said  John  S.  Huhn,  but  also  over  William  Thornton  and 
Eobert  Briggs,  who  have  been  falsely,  fraudulently,  and 
unduly  returned  as  elected  to  the  said  offices.

which  return  is  false,  fraudulent,  and  untrue,  as  the  said 
William  Thornton  received  but  1,720  votes  instead  of  2,111 ; 
the  said  Eobert  Briggs  received  but  1,720  votes  instead  of 
2,108;  the  said  John  S.  Huhn  received  but  1,720  votes 
instead  of  2,141  ;  and  the  said  Henry  Lafferty  received 
2,010  votes  instead  of  903,  whereby  the  said  Henry  Laf- 
ferty was  elected  over  tbe  said  William  Thornton,  Eobert 
Briggs,  and  John  S.  Huhn  by  a  majority  of  two  hundred 
and  ninety  votes,  and  they  therefore  contest  the  right  of  the 
said  John  S.  Huhn,  Eobert  Briggs,  and  William  Thornton 
to  the  said  offices.

That  the  Fire  Commissioners,- as  soon  as  they 
deem  it  necessary  and  advisable,  shall  advertise  daily,  for 
one  week,  in  the  two  newspapers  published  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  having  the  largest  circulation,  for  sealed  pro- 
posals, for  furnishing  the  department  with  the  requisite 
supplies  of  fuel,  oil,  hay  and  feed,  for  the  present  year. 
And  on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  in  each  year,  the 
Fire  Commissioners  shall  advertise  in  the  same  manner  for 
similar  proposals  for  furnishing  such  supplies  for  the  ensu- 
ing year.

The  general  economy  of  the  several  departments  is  to  be 
commended,  and  in  none  more  so  than  in  the  Highway  De- 
partment, the  only  special  items  asked  for.  was  $1,966.66 
to  pay  the  grading  of  City  avenue,  and  $1,200  to  pay 
for  paving  Broad  street  from  Carpenter  to  Washington 
avenue ;  the  balances  of  their  appropriation  merging  was 
$10,565.52. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  returns  of 
personal  property  made  to  the  Assessors.

The  State  of  Pennsylvania  compels  the  City  to  pay  tax 
on  an  amount  equal  to  more  than  ten  times  the  sum  returned 
by  the  Assessors,  and  the  difference  instead  of  being  paid 
by  tax  on  personal  effects,  is  charged  and  collected  against 
real  estate.  Personal  property  under  the  present  order  is 
in  reality  a  source  of  expense,  because  the  City  has  to  pay 
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the  State  over  ten  times  as  much  as  she  receives  from  that 
source.  If  personal  property  could  be  made  to  bear  its 
just  share  for  its  protection,  &c,  real  estate  would  be  cor- 
respondingly relieved,  and  the  rent  paying  community  be  ex- 
onerated from  a  sum  more  than  their  just  share.  A  better 
concert  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  Assessors  would  proba- 
bly go  far  towards  remedying  the  defect. 

The  subject  of  re-organizing  the  system  of  accounts  in 
the  several  departments  has  been  at  several  periods  brought 
to  your  notice,  and  is  now  renewed  in  the  hope  that  some 
reform  will  be  adopted.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  report  of  receipts  and 
expenditures,  the  Trustees  are  further  required  by  the 
charter  of  the  Company,  to  present  a  statement  of  their  pro- 
ceedings for  the  current  year. 
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The  uniform  system  of  economy  recognized  at  these 
works,  embraced  the  two  important  and  prominent  princi- 
ples involved  in  obtaining  materials  at  the  most  advantage- 
ous rates,  and  adequate  labor  only  at  remunerative,  but  not 
oppressive  prices.  This  would  be  the  manifest  duty  of  the 
Trustees  under  ordinary  circumstances,  but  it  is  now,  and 
has  been  for  most  of  the  past  year,  a  matter  of  necessity ; 
inasmuch  as  the  Company  furnish  gas  at  the  same  price  to 
private  consumers,  as  is  charged  by  the  Philadelphia  Gas 
Works ;  say,  two  dollars  and  thirty  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet,  and  at  half  price,  or  one  dollar  and  fifteen  cents 
per  thousand  cubic  feet  to  all  lamps  used  at  the  public  ex- 
pense ;  which  must  become  onerous  to  an  increased  extent, 
since  Councils  have  determined  to  light  the  street  lamps 
during  all  nights,  whether  moonlight  or  otherwise. 

The  works  are  maintained  in  the  best  possible  condition, 
consistent  with  their  age.  Necessarily  they  require  many 
and  extensive  repairs;  bat  while  all  expenditures  in  this 
direction,  will  fail  to  render  them  economically  efficient  as 
new  works,  they,  nevertheless,  have  always  been  capable  of 
supplying  the  district  with  a  quantity  of  gas  equal  to  all 
demands,  and  of  an  excellent  and  satisfactory  quality.

Gentlemen: — At  the  last  stated  meeting  of  your  Honor- 
able bodies  an  Ordinance  supplementary  to  the  Ordinance 
creating  the  paid  Fire  Department  was  passed  and  has  re- 
ceived the  signature  of  the  Mayor. 

This  Supplementary  Ordinance,  in  its  practical  applica- 
tion to  the  functions  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
presents  a  serious  embarrassment  to  the  workings  of  the 
Board,  as  it  not  only  requires  the  co-operation  of  a  large 
joint  committee  of  Councils,  (sixteen  in  number,)  at  every 
step  of  the  progress  of  organizing  and  maintaining  the 
Fire  Department,  but  places  the  Fire  Commissioners  in  a 
position  so  entirely  subordinate  as  practically  to  prevent 
any  prompt,  independent  or  systematic  action  on  their  part, 
even  when  such  action  is  peremptorily  demanded  by  the 
exigencies  of  the  Department. 

Under  the  Supplementary  Ordinance,  for  example,  a  dis- 
abled steamer  cannot  be  ordered  for  repair,  however  great 
the  emergency  may  be,  until  the  Fire  Commissioners  have 
been  convened,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  of 
Councils  called,  a  quorum  of  that  body  obtained,  and  the 
question  of  such  repairs,  if  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars 
in  amount,  discussed  and  determined  upon.  And  this  is 
only  a  single  practical  illustration  of  what  must  be  the 
constant  experience  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
under  the  embarrassing  provisions  of  the  Supplementary 
Ordinance. 

In  the  election  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  by  your  Honor- 
able bodies,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  Councils  desired  to 
express  their  confidence  in  the  integrity  and  ability  of  the 
individuals  chosen  ;  and  it  is  respectfully  submitted  that, 
until  just  ground  for  a  modification  of  that  confidence 
shall  be  shown,  the  work  already  begun  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners should  be  prosecuted  without  the  hindrances 
which  are  inseparable  from  the  Supplementary  Ordinance 
passed  at  your  last  stated  meeting. 

Should  the  Commissioners,  or  any  of  them,  prove  in- 
competent, unfaithful  or  in  any  way  derelict  of  duty,  they 
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should  promptly  be  impeached  and  removed.  But  it  is  felt 
that  the  efficient  organization  of  the  Fire  Department  must 
be  delayed  for  many  months,  by  the  interposition  of  the 
somewhat  complicated  machinery  involved  in  the  Supple- 
mentary Ordinance  just  enacted. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  section  5  of  the  original 
Ordinance,  already  imposes  a  sufficient  check  upon  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  Board,  in  the  proviso,  "  That  all  bills  for 
expenditures  shall  first,"  that  is  before  warrants  are  drawn 
on  the  City  Treasurer,  "be  submitted  to  and  approved  by 
the  Committee  on  Fire  Department."  This  is  recognized  as 
a  wise  and  proper  check ;  but  the  stringent  provisions  of 
the  Supplementary  Ordinance  forbid  all  the  'preliminary 
steps  toward  such  expenditures,  until  they  have  been  acted 
upon  first  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  then  by  the 
Committee  of  Councils. 

The  delays  and  inconveniencies  of  this  change  of  the 
original  system  will  be  apparent  upon  deliberate  considera- 
tion, it  is  believed,  to  all  impartial  friends  and  advocates  of 
the  Paid  Fire  Department. 

Believing  that  the  Supplementary  Ordinance  was  enacted 
without  a  full  examination  into  its  practical  effects  upon  the 
organization  of  the  Paid  Fire  Department,  and  feeling  that 
its  immediate  and  necessary  result  is  to  arrest  or  seriously 
delay  the  work  already  begun  by  the  Commissioners  and 
yet  to  be  begun,  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  unani- 
mously and  most  respectfully  ask  of  your  Honorable 
bodies  the  repeal  of  the  Supplementary  Ordinance,  passed 
at  the  stated  meeting  of  Councils  on  the  19th  instant.

The  quantity  of  gas  manufactured  during  the  year  was 
1,241,485,000  cubic  feet,  an  increase  over  the  year  1869  of 
78,323,000  cubic  feet.  The  largest  consumption  in  any 
twenty- four  hours,  was  on  the  night  of  the  20th  of  December, 
amounting  to  5,596,000  cubic  feet,  showing  an  increase  over 
the  same  time  last  year  of  295,000  cubic  feet. 

The  street  mains  laid  during  the  year  amount  to  161,355 
feet,  making  the  entire  length  563J  miles. 

The  whole  number  of  lamps  on  the  1st  instant  was  8,365. 
7,915  are  supplied  with  gas  from  these  works,  136  from  the 
Northern  Liberties  Works,  and  14  with  coal  oil.

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By  reference  to  the  Cashier's  report  herewith  submitted, 
you  will  find  the  ]oans  created  by  Councils,  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  purchase  of  the  Works,  and  the  extension  of 
the  mains  amount  to  $5,309,300. 

The  amount  paid  from  the  Sinking  Fund  for  Loans  1, 
2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  7,  as  they  become  due,  is  $970,000,  leaving 
the  amount  in  the  Sinking  Fund  in  charge  of  the  Trust  for 
the  payment  of  Loans  8  and  9,  $1,341,712.37. 

The  amount  of  loans  and  cash  in  the  hands  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds  for  the  redemption  of 
Loans  10,  11,  12,  13  and  14,  is  $420,492.00. 

The  amount  of  loans  unpaid,  is  $4,339,300. 

The  amount  of  loans  and  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  for  the  payment  of  $450,000  of  City  loans 
(being  the  estimated  value  of  the  Spring  Garden,  Moya- 
mensing,  West  Philadelphia  and  Frankford  Gas  Works,  is 
$242,910.00.  For  the  purchase  of  the  Southwark  and 
Moyamensing,  Germantown,  Manayunk  and  Kichmond  Gas 
Companies  stock,  amounting  to  $300,740,  the  Trustees  have 
in  the  different  sinking  funds  for  the  redemption  of  the 
'same,  the  sum  of  $90,267.44. 

The  accumulated  profits  amount  to  $1,714,231.86,  which 
is  an  increase  of  $39,877.73,  and  has  nearly  all  been  ex- 
pended in  the  permanent  improvements  of  the  works  and 
laying  mains. 

The  details  of  the  manufacturing  and  distributing  opera- 
tions of  the  year  are  fully  given  in  the  report  made  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  the  Trustees,  which  is  hereby  submitted, 
that  the  Councils  will  readily  understand  the  extent  and 
^importance  of  the  works.  //. 

The  annual  additions  to  the  sinking  funds  which  the 
Trustees  are  required  to  invest  by  the  several  Ordinances 
have  been  complied  with. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  the  Trustees  inform  Councils 
that  all  sections  of  the  City  have  now  a  good  supply  of  gas. 
The  new  holders  at  Germantown  and  Frankford  have  been 
completed  and  connected  with  the  new  holder  at  Ninth  and 
Diamond  streets  with  a  twelve  inch  main  from  Broad  and 
Germantown  road  to  Germantown,  and  from  York  and 
Coral  streets  via  Frankford  road  to  Frankford. 

The  new  holder  at  the  Ninth  Ward  Works  is  not  yet 
completed,  when  this  improvement  is  finished  it  will  give 
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the  Works  the  necessary  storage  capacity,  but  the  increased 
consumption  is  so  great  that  the  manufacturing  facilities 
will  have  to  be  increased,  the  nightly  consumption  during 
the  winter  months  being  greater  than  the  manufacturing 
capacity. 

The  Trustees  find  it  necessary  to  erect  a  new  retort  and 
purifying  house  at  the  Ninth  Ward  Works,  and  would 
ask  Councils  to  grant  a  loan  of  $500,000  for  that  purpose, 
the  laying  of  mains  and  the  introduction  of  services  and 
meters. 

In  conclusion  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  executive 
officers  of  the  Trust  have  discharged  their  respective  duties 
with  fidelity.

To  the  Trustees  of  the 

Philadelphia  Gas  Works : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the 
Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  Works, 
and  the  results  of  their  operations  for  the  year  1870. 

The  total  quantity  of  gas  made  during  the  year  was 
1,241,485,000  cubic  feet,  being  an  increase  in  quantity 
over  the  year  1869  of  78,323,000  cubic  feet,  or  about  6|  per 
cent.,  making  the  total  product  of  the  Works  since  their 
erection  13,913,358,000  cubic  feet.

There  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Trust  7,915  public 
lamps  supplied  with  gas  from  these  Works,  436  from  the 
Northern  Liberties  Works,  and  14  with  coal  oil,  making  a 
total  of  8,365. 

The  length  of  street  mains  laid  during  the  year  has  been 
165,355  feet,  making  the  entire  length  of  the  mains  belong- 
ing to  the  Trust  2,975,465  feet,  or  563|  miles. 

The  extensions  made  during  the  year  at  the  different 
manufacturing  and  storage  stations  of  the  Works  have  been 
as  follows :  At  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward  Works  an  extension 
was  made  to  the  coal  stores,  32  feet  by  122  feet,  increasing 
their  storage  capacity  about  three  thousand  tons.  A  one 
story  stone  building,  20  feet  6  inches,  by  37  feet  4  inches, 
(for  a  boiler  house)  has  been  erected.  Also  a  two-story 
brick  building,  40  feet  by  150  feet,  for  a  store  house  and 
stable,  the  store  room  occupying  80  feet  of  the  building,  and 
the  stable  70  feet;  a  wrought  iron  water  tank,  24  feet  in 
diameter,  and  of  over  67,000  gallons  capacity  has  been 
erected  on  the  stone  tower  on  the  river  front,  it  has  been 
enclosed  with  a  frame  structure,  30  feet  by  30  feet,  with  a 
dome  15  feet  high  ;  695  feet  of  10  inch  and  150  feet  of  4 
inch  pipe  has  been  laid  to  connect  this  reservoir  with  the 
water  mains  supplying  the  Works. 

These  Works  during  the  month  of  December  were  opera- 
ted to  their  fullest  capacity,  the  maximum  yield  in  twenty- 
four  hours  was  3,107,000  cubic  feet,  or  an  average  of  over 
5,800  cubic  feet  for  each  retort;  some  alterations  can  be 
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made  in  the  connections,  (to  which  I  will  hereafter  call  your 
attention,)  that  will  facilitate  the  passage  of  gas  from  the 
works  to  the  holder,  and  while  not  increasing  to  any  extent 
the  production,  it  will  enable  us  to  operate  the  works  to 
their  fullest  capacity  without  incurring  the  risks  of  loss  now 
likely  to  occur  ;  a  new  cup  was  placed  on  the  outer  section 
of  the  gas  holder,  the  old  one  being  badly  broken,  caused 
by  its  improper  construction  and  lightness  of  iron,  the  cup 
on  the  inner  section  is  so  badly  ruptured  that  it  will  be 
necessary,  in  order  to  work  it,  to  replace  it  with  one  properly 
constructed  and  of  heavier  iron,  to  do  which  the  water  will 
have  to  be  pumped  from  the  tank. 

The  extensions  made  at  the  Ninth  Ward  Works  consist 
of  the  erection  of  a  one  story  brick  building,  30  feet  10 
inches  by  16  feet,  for  a  boiler  house  ;  a  two-story  brick 
building,  38  feet  5  inches  by  27  feet,  for  an  engine  and  ex- 
hauster house,  in  which  has  been  placed  a  new  12  horse 
double  acting  rotary  engine,  and  in  lieu  of  the  old  pump 
exhausters  a  large  Mackenzie  rotary  exhauster,  capable  of 
passing  150,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  hour. 

There  has  also  been  erected  on  the  southwest  corner  of 
Twenty-second  and  Filbert  streets,  a  two-story  brick  build- 
ing. 30  feet  by  80  feet,  for  office  purposes. 

The  contractors  for  the  construction  of  the  tank  and  gas 
holder  at  this  station  have  so  far  progressed  with  their  work, 
that  I  have  no  doubt  they  will  be  able  to  entirely  complete 
it  ready  for  use  by  the  time  specified  in  their  contract.  The 
holder  will  be  one  hundred  and  forty  feet  in  diameter,  and 
will  give  an  additional  storage  of  one  million  cubic  feet. 

The  wharf  has  been  extended  to  the  north  side  of  Filbert 
street,  a  distance  of  133  feet  4  inches,  and  the  street  wharf 
has  been  leased  from  the  City. 

You  are  so  familiar  with  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the 
retort  and  purifying  houses,  and  of  the  different  apparatus 
in  use  at  these  Works,  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  call 
your  attention  to  it,  especially  as  you  have  recently  adopted 
the  plans  submitted  for  their  rebuilding  and  extension,  and 
have  taken  the  preliminary  steps  for  an  early  commence- 
ment of  the  work. 

The  Fifteenth  Ward  Works  are  in  a  fair  condition,  but 
it  will  require  a  large  amount  to  be  expended  annually  to 
keep  them  in  proper  working  order. 
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The  Twenty-first  Ward  Works  are  in  good  condition,  the 
yield  of  gas  has  been  sufficiently  large  to  supply  the  district, 
notwithstanding  the  increased  consumption. 

There  has  been  erected  and  put  in  operation  at  German- 
town,  a  telescopic  gas  holder,  one  hundred  feet  in  diameter, 
and  of  a  capacity  of  390,000  cubic  feet.  The  following- 
described  buildings  have  also  been  erected  at  this  station.  A 
one  story  stone  building,  16  feet  by  31  feet  6  inches,  in 
which  has  been  placed  a  six  horse  horizontal  engine,  and  an 
exhauster  of  50,000  cubic  feet  per  hour  capacity,  also  a  two- 
story  stone  building,  18  feet  by  30  feet,  as  a  residence  for 
engineer  or  watchman. 

The  Frankford  holder  has  been  completed,  and  will  be 
put  in  operation  as  soon  as  the  necessary  exhauster  connec- 
tions can  be  made. 

The  holder  at  Bridesburg  has  been  in  use  during  the 
winter,  and  operates  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  new  million  holder  at  Ninth  and  Diamond  streets 
station  was  completed  and  put  in  operatiou  on  the  26th  of 
January,  1870,  it  has  been  in  constant  use  since.  The 
maximum  quantity  of  gas  distributed  from  this  station  in 
twenty-four  hours  was  1,320,000  cubic  feet,  which  occurred 
on  the  20th  of  December.  The  front  on  Ninth  street,  ex- 
tending from  Norris  street  to  Diamond  street,  has  been 
enclosed  with  a  substantial  stone  wall. 

A  complete  history  of  the  operations  of  the  Works  for  the 
past  year,  and  for  each  year  since  their  commencement  will 
be  found  in  the  annexed  statements. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report,  that  the  various  officers 
having  charge  of  the  different  departments  of  the  Works, 
have  discharged  the  duties  assigned  them  to  mv  entire  satis- 
faction.

AN  ORDINANCE

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Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers,"  &c,  for  the  year  1871,  ap- 
proved December  81st,  1870,  in  the  following  words,  to 
wit :  "  Provided  also,  That  they  be  constructed  of  iron  upon 
the  plans  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  appointed  to  try  the  matter 
of  the  petition  of  certain  citizens  and  voters  of  the  Sixteenth 
Ward,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  behalf  of  Henry  Eisen- 
broun,  contesting  the  right  of  William  II.  White  to  his 
seat  as  member  of  Common  Council  from  the  said  Ward, 
respectfully  report  that  the  Committee  met  on  Wednesday, 
January  11th,  1871,  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  in  Common  Coun- 
cil Chamber,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  Common  Council,  and 
at  said  meeting  organized  by  selecting  William  Calhoun 
chairman,  John  Eckstein  clerk,  and  Gavin  Neilson  mes- 
senger. 

Mr.  Eisenbroun,  the  contestant,  was  present  with  William 
Bull  and  George  J.  Hetzell,  Esqs.,  as  his  counsel ;  also  Wil- 
liam II.  White,  the  sitting  member,  with  James  W.  M.  New- 
lin,  Win,  P.  Messick,  James  Logan  and  Robert  M.  Evans, 
Esqs.,  as  his  counsel.  The  Committee  met  from  day  to 
day  (except  Sundays)  until  the  present.  The  Committee  on 
assembling  found  that  the  petition  of  the  contestants  was 
missing,  and  directed  the  respondents  to  furnish  a  true  copy 
of  the  original  petition.  The  contestants  supplied  the  loss 
by  a  supplemental  petition  containing  new  matter,  which  is 
hereto  annexed,  and  which  was  objected  to  by  the  respond- 
ents. The  Committee  after  consultation  agreed  to  allow  the 
loss  to  be  supplied  with  said  supplemental  petition,  provided 
the  contestants  would  confine  themselves  to  an  investigation 
of  the  Sixth  Division  of  said  Ward  exclusively,  which  propo- 
sition of  the  Committee  the  contestants  assented  to. 

The  counsel  for  the  respondent  by  his  counsel  then  made 
the  following  motion,  viz. : 
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In  the  matter  of  the  contested  election  of  William  H. 
White,  as  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  the  Sixteenth  Ward. 

And  now  January  16th,  1871,  James  W.  M.  Newlin  and 
William  P.  Messick  of  counsel  for  the  said  William  H. 
White,  move  to  quash  the  petition  filed  in  this  case,  because 
the  same  is  informal,  in  that  it  is  not  accompanied  by  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  Treasurer,  Prothonotary  or  any  of  the  com- 
missioners of  the  county,  setting  forth  that  the  petitioners 
were  at  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  same  qualified 
electors. 

The  Committee  after  consultation  decided  that  the  case 
should  go  on. 

Mr.  Richard  Donagan,  Prothonotary  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  was  present  with  the  papers  of  the  eight 
divisions  of  said  Ward.  Excluding  the  Sixth  Division  the 
vote  was  1222  for  Wm.H.  White  for  Common  Council  and 
1856  for  Henry  Eisenbroun  for  said  office,  giving  Henry 
Eisenbroun  13-1  majority.  The  Prothonotary  testified  that 
the  only  papers  in  his  office  of  the  Sixth  Division  were  the 
papers  containing  the  oaths  of  the  officers.  He  also 
testified  that  there  was  a  return  in  his  office  bound  in  the 
book,  which  gives  in  the  Sixth  Division  300  votes  for  Wm. 
H.  White  and  46  votes  for  Henry  Eisenbroun.  The  Pro- 
thonotary accounted  for  the  papers  of  the  Sixth  Division 
being  out  of  his  office  on  account  of  a  contest  going  on  for 
School  Directors  of  said  Ward. 

The  contestants  then  produced  witnesses  who  testified  as 
to  the  falsity  of  the  return  and  that  more  than  46  votes  had 
been  polled  for  Henry  Eisenbroun  for  Common  Council :  also 
that  the  hourly  return  was  not  announced  regularly;  only 
the  first  hour;  two  witnesses  testified  that  the  hourly  re- 
turn was  not  announced  at  all,  one  testified  that  he  heard 
the  hourly  return  twice  ;  one  witness  testified  that  there 
were  not  300  votes  polled  with  Republican  headings, 
another  witness  testified  that  there  were  200  and  up- 
wards with  Republican  headings  polled,  one  witness  tes- 
tified that  at  the  close  of  the  polls  there  was  twenty  ma- 
jority for  Mr.  Eisenbroun,  30  majority  for  Mr.  Hetzell  and 
40  majority  for  Mr.  Hopkins.  The  evidence  presented  as 
to  the  vote,  the  Committee  looked  upon  as  very  contradic- 
tory and  even  if  it  had  been  positive  as  establishing  a  very 
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dangerous  precedent  to  allow  a  few  witnesses  to  es- 
tablish the  vote  of  a  division  and  more  especially  as 
they  were  of  the  same  political  party  as  those  who  were 
endeavoring  to  unseat  the  sitting  member.  The  con- 
testants then  produced  witnesses  to  show  Mr.  Eisen- 
broun's  vote  in  the  Sixth  Division.  Ninety-five  witnesses 
were  examined  ninety  of  whom  testified  that  they 
voted  for  Eisenbroun  for  Common  Council,  four  of  whom 
testified  that  they  voted  for  Mr.  White  for  Common 
Council,  and  one  testified  that  he  voted  for  Mr.  Eisenbroun, 
but  that  he  had  removed  from  the  division  more  than  two 
weeks  before  the  election. 

After  eighty  of  the  above  witnesses  had  been  examined, 
the  counsel  for  the  contestant  furnished  the  Committee  with 
a  printed  registry  of  the  voters  of  the  Sixth  Division  ;  and 
no  list  of  the  voters  was  present  during  the  examination. 

The  evidence  before  the  Committee  established  the  fact 
that  there  were  three  hundred  and  forty-six  votes  polled  in 
the  division.  The  contestants  proved  ninety  votes  for  Mr. 
Eisenbroun,  which  leaves  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  votes 
for  Mr.  White,  and  which  gives  Mr.  White  one  hundred 
and  sixty-six  majority  in  the  division.  Now,  by  deducting 
Mr.  Eisenbroun's  majority  of  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  in  the  other  divisions  from  Mr.  White's  majority  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty-six  in  the  Sixth  Division,  leaves  Mr 
White  a  majority  in  the  Ward  of  thirty-two  votes. 

The  Committee  are  asked  to  throw  out  the  Sixth  Di- 
vision;  but  they  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  exercise  a  power 
which  has  been  exercised  very  reluctantly  by  the  Courts, 
and  also  that  none  of  the  reasons  apply  to  this  case  that  has 
induced  the  Courts  to  throw  out  divisions.  It  is  the  exer- 
cise of  a  power  which  has  been  much  questioned  by  the 
■community,  and  has  been  disputed  and  denounced  as  an 
outrage  by  the  political  party  to  which  the  contestant  is 
attached.  If  the  citizens  of  the  Sixteenth  Ward  desired 
Mr.  Eisenbroun  to  represent  them,  it  was  easy  for  them  to 
come  forward  and  prove  that  they  had  voted  for  him.  The 
Committee  allowed  the  greatest  latitude  to  the  contestants 
in  conducting  their  case.  They  did  not  require  the  pro- 
duction of  the  registry  to  prove  that  the  witnesses  were 
upon  the  registry,  nor  the  list  of  voters  to  prove  that  they 
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had  voted.  The  contestants,  therefore,  not  having  proved 
a  sufficient  number  of  votes  to  change  the  result,  the  Com- 
mittee report  that  William  H.  White  is  legally  elected  as 
member  of  Common  Council  from  the  Sixteenth  Ward,  for 
the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
1871,  and  is,  therefore,  entitled  to  retain  his  seat.

The  supplemental  petition  of  Allen  Weber,  Joel  E. 
James  and  others,  respectfully  represents  : 

1.  That  at  the  general  election  held  in  the  Sixteenth 
Ward  of  said  City,  on  the  day  of  October,  1870,  two 
persons  were  voted  for  to  represent  said  Ward  in  your 
Honorable  Body,  to  wit :  Henry  Eisenbroun  and  William 
H.  White.  That  said  Henry  Eisenbroun  was  returned  as 
having  received  1402  votes  in  said  Ward,  and  William  H. 
White  was  returned  as  having  received  1522  votes  in  said 
Ward.  That  said  election  was  undue,  and  the  said  return 
was  false  and  fraudulent,  and  does  not  represent  the  true 
vote  of  said  Ward.  That  in  truth  and  in  fact  the  said  Henry 
Eisenbroun  received  in  said  ward  at  the  said  election,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-six  votes,  and  the  said 
William  H.  White  did  not  receive  more  than  one  thousand 
three  hundred  and  ninety-two  votes. 

2.  That  in  the  Sixth  Division  of  the  said  Ward  the  said 
William  H.  White  was  returned  as  having  received  three 
hundred  votes  at  said  election,  and  the  said  Henry  Eisen- 
broun was  returned  as  having  received  forty-six  votes  at 
said  election.  That  the  said  election  in  the  said  division 
was  undue  and  void,  and  the  said  return  was  false  and 
fraudulent,  and  does  not  represent  the  true  vote  of  said 
division.  That  in  truth  and  in  i'act  the  said  Henry  Eisen- 
broun received  at  said  election  more  than  one  hundred  and 
seventy  votes  in  said  division,  and  said  William  II.  White 
received  at  said  election  less  than  one  hundred  and  seventy 
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votes  in  said  division.  That  the  legal  votes  cast  in  said 
division  were  not  counted  as  they  were  polled,  but  the  same 
were  falsely  and  fraudulently  altered  and  changed,  and  the 
return  of  said  votes  was  falsely  and  fraudulently  made  up. 
By  reason  whereof  the  vote  of  said  division  was  so  fraudu- 
lently altered  and  falsified  that  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  or 
ascertain  the  true  vote  of  the  said  division,  and  the  said 
poll  ought  to  be  stricken  from  the  return  as  fraudulent  and 
void. 

3.  That  in  the  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Seventh 
and  Eighth  Divisions  of  the  said  Sixteenth  Ward,  there 
was^  cast  for  the  said  Henry  Eisenbroun,  one  thousand 
three  hundred  and  fifty-six  votes,  and  for  the  said  William 
H.  White,  twelve  hundred  and  twenty-two  votes,  that  said 
Henry  Eisenbroun  received  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes 
cast  in  the  said  Ward,  to  wit:  a  majority  of  more  than  one 
hundred  and  thirty-four  votes,  and  that  the  said  William 
H.  White  was  falsely  and  fraudulently  returned;  as  having 
received  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  at  said  election 
in  the  said  Ward. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  pray,  as  before  they  did,  that 
your  Honorable  Body  will  adjudge  and  determine  that  the 
said  Henry  Eisenbroun  did  receive  a  majority  of  the  legal 
votes  cast  at  said  election,  and  was  duly  elected  to  represent 
said  Ward  in  the  said  Common  Council,  and  that  you  will 
admit  the  said  Henry  Eisenbroun  to  the  seat  in  said  Com- 
mon' Council,  now  wrongfully  and  illegally  held  by  the 
said  William  H.  White.

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  selected  to 
try  the  matter  of  the  contested  election  of  William  H. 
White,  who  was  returned  as  elected  to  a  seat  in  Common 
Council  from  the  Sixteenth  Ward  of  said  City,  respectfully 
report  : 

That  pursuant  to  the  order  of  your  Honorable  Body, 
your  Committee  met  in  the  Chamber  of  Common  Council, 
at  the  time  designated,  and  organized  by  selecting  one 
of  their  number  chairman,  and  appointing  a  clerk  and 
messenger.  The  sessions  of  the  Committee  have  been 
regularly  held  according  to  law,  and  a  large  number  of 
witnesses  were  examined  on  the  part  of  the  contestants. 
The  respondent  did  not  produce  evidence  on  his  side,  but 
rested  his  case  on  the  evidence  produced  by  the  contestants. 

There  was  no  dispute  as  to  the  legality  of  the  returns 
from  the  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Seventh  and 
Eighth  Divisions  of  the  Ward.  The  returns  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  from  the  said 
divisions,  were  put  in  evidence,  and  showed  the  following 
result,  to  wit :

Leaving  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  of  said  divisions  for 
Henry  Eisenbroun,  the  contestant,  of  13-4. 

The  whole  contest  was  therefore  confined  to  the  Sixth 
Division.  The  return  from  this  division,  as  counted  in 
the  general  result,  and  on  which  Mr.  White  holds  his  seat, 
was  :

Which  left  a  majority  of  120  in  the  Ward  for  White. 
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The  petitioners  allege  that  the  election  held  in  this 
division  was  undue  and  void  and  the  return  false  and 
fraudulent. 

The  evidence  produced  before  the  Committee,  by  con- 
testants, and  on  which  the  whole  case  rests,  established  the 
following  facts  : 

I.  On  the  day  of  the  election  the  hourly  vote  was  not 
announced  from  hour  to  hour,  as  required  by  law.  One 
witness  testified  that  the  vote  was  called  out  once  in  the 
morning,  another  thought  he  heard  it  called  twice;  but 
the  testimony  shows  that  the  hourly  vote  was  not  an- 
nounced more  than  twice  during  the  day. 

II.  The  tally  list  and  hourly  vote  filed  in  the  Prothono- 
tary's  office  on  the  day  after  the  election  were  both  altered, 
by  erasing  some  figures  and  altering  others.  These 
papers  were  signed  by  the  election  officers.  The  Judge's 
certificate,  or  general  return  of  votes  in  the  division,  filed 
in  the  office,  was  not  signed  by  any  one.  These  papers 
formed  the  basis  of  the  return  from  the  Sixth  Division, 
viz. :  800  votes  for  White,  and  46  for  Eisenbroun.  One 
circumstance  connected  with  these  papers  was,  that  the 
unsigned  paper  presented  a  clean  sheet,  without' erasures  or 
alterations,  and  the  other  signed  papers  both  contained 
alterations  and  erasures. 

III.  All  the  originals  of  these  papers  have  been  lost. 
The  loss  was  proved  before  the  Committee,  and  evidence  of 
their  contents  and  character  was  received.  From  the 
evidence  produced,  the  fraudulent  character  of  this  return 
was  sufficiently  established. 

IV.  It  was  shown  by  the  evidence  of  three  inside 
officers — the  Window  Inspector,  his  Clerk,  and  the  United 
States  Watcher,  that  the  vote  of  the  division  was  quite 
different  from  the  return.  Two  witnesses  testify  that  at  the 
close  of  the  poll  Mr.  Eisenbroun  had  a  majority  of  20  votes. 
Both  these  witnesses  were  inside  officers,  saw  the  returns  after 
they  were  made  up,  and  had  their  attention  particularly 
called  to  that  fact.  The  United  States  Watcher,  who  kept 
an  official  record  of  the  votes  returned  from  hour  to  hour, 
for  State,  City  and  County  officers  testified,  that  the  highest 
vote  received  by  any  candidate  in  the  division,  was  208 
votes   cast   for    Mr.    Bunn,   for   Register  of   Wills.     This

witness  did  not  keep  a  record  of  the  vote  on  Ward 
officers. 

V.  The  contestants  called  before  the  Committee  and 
examined  90  witnesses,  all  of  whom  testified  that  they  lived 
in  the  said  division  at  the  time  of  the  election,  and  voted 
there  for  Henry  Eisenbroun,  for  Common  Council.  One 
of  these  was  evidently  an  illegal  vote.  Another  was  some- 
what doubtful,  but  88  of  them  fully  established  their  quali- 
fications as  legal  voters  in  the  division  at  the  time  of  the 
election. 

The  uncontradicted  evidence  'before  the  Committee, 
going  to  support  these  facts,  indicates  very  clearly  that 
the  return  from  the  Sixth  Division  was  not  correct,  and 
requires  revision.  Justice  both  to  the  contestants  and  the 
citizens  of  the  Sixteenth  Ward  requires  that  this  wrong 
should  be  righted.  How  to  correct  it  is  the  question  to  be 
considered. 

In  the  case  of  Mann  v.  Cassidy,  Judge  Oswald  Thompson, 
adopted  a  rule  for  purging  the  poll  of  illegal  votes, 
and  we  consider  that  wherever  it  is  possible  to  apply  the 
principles  of  this  rule  it  is  proper  to  do  so,  in  order  that 
honest  voters  shall  not  be  disfranchished  by  the  acts  of 
dishonest  men,  who  violate  the  law  to  prevent  a  fair 
expression  of  popular  opinion.  It  is  impossible  to  say,  from 
the  evidence  in  this  case,  exactly  how  many  legal  votes 
either  of  the  candidates  received.  In  applying  the  remedy 
pointed  out  by  that  case,  it  would  be  necessary  to  regard 
the  whole  poll  as  illegal,  and  give  each  side  credit  for  such 
votes  only  as  they  might  be  able  to  prove  before  the 
Committee.  The  result  in  this  instance  would  be  to  add 
88  to  the  vote  of  Mr.  Eisenbroun,  without  any  corre- 
sponding credit  to  Mr.  White. 

We  should  have  felt  inclined  to  adopt  the  rule  referred  to 
and  give  both  sides  credit  for  such  legal  votes  as  they  were 
able  to  prove,  and  thus  reform  the  division,  but  the 
respondent  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  call  his  vote, 
and  the  rule  cannot  be  applied. 

Following  the  precedent  established  by  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  row  contests  of  1868,  we  have  concluded  that 
the  only  proper  course  to  pursue  here  is  to  throw  out  the 
whole  poll  as  illegal  and  void.  In  the  precedeut  referred 
to  the  Supreme  Court  sanctioned  the  throwing  out  of  whole

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divisions  on  less  substantial  grounds  than  are  presented 
in  this  case.  The  receiving  of  illegal  votes,  disregard  of 
challenges,  and  rapid  voting,  were  considered  sufficient 
ground  in  those  cases  to  warrant  the  discarding  of  the 
whole  poll.  In  this  case  there  is  absolutely  no  return  of 
the  division  by  which  any  truthful  estimate  can  be  made 
of  the  actual  vote  ;  correcting  the  returns  in  conformity  with 
these  views,  the  result  will  be  as  follows  :

We  do,  therefore,  declare  and  report  that  we  find  that 
the  contestant,  Henry  Eisenbroun,  received  at  the  election 
held  on  the  11th  day  of  October,  1870,  a  greater  number 
of  legal  votes  than  were  polled  for  William  H.  White,  for 
the  office  of  Common  Councilman,  from  the  Sixteenth  Ward 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  is  duly  entitled  to  his  seat 
in  said  Common  Council.

Gentlemen  : — We,  your  Committee  on  Highways,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petitions  to  pave  Penn  street  from 
Sellers  to  Unity  street,  Franklin  street  from  Sellers  to 
Unity  street,  Leipef  street  from  Pine  street  to  Oxford  road, 
in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  with  rubble  paving,  respectfully 
report  that  we  have  examined  and  approve  the  same,  and 
submit  for  your  consideration  the  annexed  resolution,  and 
ask  its  adoption.

To  authorize  the  paviDg  of  Penn  and  other  streets  with  rubble  paying. 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Department  of  Highways  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  a  competent  paver  or  pavers,  who  shall  be  selected  by 
a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  Penn  street, 
from  Sellers  street  to  Unity  street,  the  cost  of  paving  the 
intersections  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  dollars;  Franklin  street  from  Sellers  street  to 
Unity,  paving  intersections  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty -five  dollars;  Leiper  street  from  Pine 
street  to  Oxford  road,  intersections  not  to  exceed  the  sum 
of  sixteen  hundred  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  the  paving 
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thereof  with  rubble  paving:  Provided,  The  grading  of  said 
Leiper  street  from  Pine  street  to  Oxford  road,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and 
fifty  cents.  The  conditions  of  said  contract  shall  be  that 
the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect  the  cost  of  said 
paving  from  the  property  owners  respectively  fronting 
thereon,  and  shall  enter  into  an  obligation  with  the  City  to 
keep  the  said  paving  in  good  condition  for  three  years  after 
the  paving  is  finished.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Fire  Department  re- 
spectfully report  that  they  have  considered  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Fire  Commissioners  relative  to  the  repeal  of 
the  supplement  to  an  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a 
Paid  Fire  Department;  also,  certain  Ordinances  to  repeal 
said  supplement.  The  Fire  Commissioners  were  present, 
and  stated  their  reasons  for  its  repeal,  which  were  entirely 
imaginary,  and  arose  from  personal  pride,  and  also  from  a 
false  idea  the  Commissioners  had  formed  that  they  were 
appointed  to  organize  a  Paid  Fire  Department,  without  any 
supervision  on  the  part  of  Councils.  The  Committee  think 
that  the  Fire  Commissioners  should  unite  with  them  in  car- 
rying into  effect  the  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid 
Fire  Department,  and  do  it  at  once,  without  cavilling  about 
imaginary  checks  upon  their  action.  The  Commissioners 
were  elected  by  Councils  under  an  Ordinance  passed  by 
Councils,  and  subject  to  such  legislation  by  Councils  as 
they  in  their  judgment  might  deem  necessary.  The  Com- 
missioners hold  their  positions  without  any  security,  and 
the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  they  ought  not  to  shun 
a  proper  supervision  by  Councils,  but  on  the  contrary  should 
desire  it.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regula- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  the  claim  of  the  executors  of 
the  estate  of  Cornelius  Stevenson,  deceased,  for  damages  in- 
curred from  a  wharf  belonging  to  the  City,  overlying  their 
water  front  upon  the  Delaware,  upon  examination  find, 
that  the  wharf  owned  by  the  City,  and  situated  immediately 
north  of  South  street,  upon  the  Delaware,  does  not  upon  its 
northern  side  conform  to  the  line  of  property  dividing  the 
City  and  Stevenson,  as  it  should  do,  but  extends  over  and 
upon  and  in  front  of  the  Stevenson  property  12'  10"  at  its 
outer  end,  and  3;  7"  at  the  head  of  dock. 

A  note  from  the  City  Solicitor,  in  reply  to  queries  sub- 
mitted by  this  Committee,  says,  that  the  Stevenson  estate  is 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  water  front,  and  the  City 
"has  no  right  to  so  much  of  the  water  in  front  of  Steven- 
son's property,  over  which  her  wharf  or  pier  overlaps." 

This  wharf  was  constructed  prior  to  consolidation,  but  no 
information  can  be  obtained  as  to  how  this  wharf  became  sc 
placed,  the  supposition  being,  that  as  it  is  a  narrow  wharf, 
in  deep  water,  at  the  time  it  was  sunk  in  place,  it  slipped 
from  its  moorings  and  its  true  line,  as  frequently  occurs,  but 
was  never  replaced  as  it  should  have  been.  This  occurred 
prior  to  1855,  and  now  the  estate  ask  that  they  may  be  re- 
munerated for  the  encroachment. 

It  does  not  appear  that  this  wharf  has  ever  been  used  for 
commercial  purposes,  in  fact,  its  small  proportions  would 
not  permit  of  such  use,  but  was  constructed  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  a  guard  and  fender  for  the  City's  ferry  at  South 
street. 

From  1859  to  1870,  the  City  rented  it  at  an  annual  rental 
of  $1,100,  since  which  time  it  has  been  leased  as  a  boat 
yard,  at  $800  per  annum  ;  its  total  area  is  3,489  square  feet, 
1,116  square  feet,  or  about  one-third  of  its  surface,  lies  north 
of  the  City's  line  and  on  Stevenson's  water,  and  the  City  is 
asked  not  for  a  rental  proportional  to  the  area    upon  the 
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Stevenson  property,  but  an  annual  payment  of  $100,  annually, 
from  1855  to  1871,  or  $1,600,  in  hand,  and  that  the  same 
payment  of  $100  shall  continue  annually  hereafter,  until 
the  wharf  shall  be  placed  in  its  proper  position.  They  fur- 
ther propose  that  they  will  not  ask  its  removal  without  giv- 
ing the  City  six  months'  notice  thereof. 

Your  Committee  believe,  under  the  circumstances,  that  the 
wharf  should  either  be  removed  or  remuneration  given  for 
the  encroachment,  and  further  believe  that  the  demands 
made  by  the  estate  are  in  amount  very  liberal  toward  the 
City,  and  therefore  submit  a  bill  directing  the  City  Solicitor 
to  prepare  and  execute ;  an  agreement  between  the  said 
Stevenson  estate  and  the  City,  conforming  with  their  de- 
mand, and  appropriating  $1,700  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
the  agreement  into  effect. 

The  bill,  we  trust,  may  receive  your  favorable  considera- 
tion.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  adjust  a  claim  of  the  estate  of  Cornelius  Stevenson  against  the  City  of 

Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  A  wharf  was  constructed  upon  the  river  Dela- 
ware by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  their  front,  immedi- 
ately north  of  South  street,  prior  to  the  consolidation  of  the 
City  and  adjoining  districts  :  And  whereas,  Said  wharf  is  now 
so  located  as  to  overlie,  with  about  one-third  its  area,  the 
south  line  of  property  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Cornelius 
Stevenson,  deceased  :  And  ivhereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia 
has  derived  rental  from  said  wharf,  since  its  erection,  prior 
to  the  year  1855  ;    therefore, 
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Section  1.  The  Select  cmd  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  have  legally 
executed  an  article  of  agreement  between  the  executors  of 
the  estate  of  Cornelius  Stevenson,  deceased,  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  whereby,  that  for  and  in  consideration  of  the 
payment  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  one 
thousand  six  hundred  dollars,  in  hand,  to  the  executors  of 
the  said  estate  of  Cornelius  Stevenson,  deceased,  and 
the  further  annual  payment  from  date  hereof  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  payable  quarterly,  in  lieu  of  wharfage 
and  dockage,  as  said  wharfage  and  dockage  having  hitherto 
been  used  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  City.  The  said  execu- 
tors agree  and  consent  to  the  location  and  continuance  of 
wharf  owned  by  the  said  City  immediately  north  of  South 
.street  in  the  Delaware  river,  as  it  now  stands.  Provided, 
That  in  case  a  removal  of  said  encroachment  may  be 
deemed  necessary  by  said  executors,  or  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens,  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  that  six  months' 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  Mayor 'of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  that  at  the  expiration  of  said  limit  of 
time,  the  said  wharf,  so  far  as  it  may  overlap  the  said  south 
line  of  the  property  aforesaid,  shall  be  removed. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred  (1700)  dollars 
is  here  by  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Wharves  and 
Landings  for  the  purposes  herein  specified,  warrants  for 
which  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  existing  laws.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen"  : — I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  following 
resolution. 

"Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  instructed  to  inform 
Councils  whether  they  have  the  power  to  legislate  so  as  to 
control  the  furnishing  of  stationery  to  the  several  Courts." 

In  obedience  to  the  instruction  therein  contained,  I  sub- 
mit the  followins: : 
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The  only  Act  of  Assembly,  in  reference  to  the  furnishing 
such  supplies,  of  which  I  am  cognizant,  is  that  of  June  17th, 
1839,  authorizing  the  officers  to  procure  dockets  and  record 
books,  and  requiring  the  county  to  pay  for  them.  Our  Dis- 
trict Court  in  Smith  v.  City,  5  Phila.,  Eeports  p.  1,  held 
that  the  Consolidation  Act  and  its  supplements  giving  the 
City  power  over  the  supplies  to  departments,  did  not  apply 
to  such  books,  and  that  the  county  officers  still  had  the  right 
to  purchase,  and  the  City  was  liable  to  pay  the  bills. 

Your  resolution  evidently  refers  to  the  stationery  used  in 
the  Courts.  It  has  been  the  custom  throughout  the  State 
for  the  counties  to  furnish  such  supplies. 

The  liability  of  the  county  to  do  this  has  been  directly 
decided  by  our  Supreme  Court  in  McCalmont  v.  Allegheny 
Co.,  5  Casey,  417.  McCalmont,  the  Prothonotary  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  western  District,  sought  to  recover 
for  stationery  and  other  supplies  furnished  to  the  Court 
whilst  sitting  in  that  county.  In  that  case  he  requested  the 
County  Commissioners  to  furnish  them,  and  upon  their  re- 
fusal, purchased  them  himself,  and  brought  suit  against 
Allegheny  county  lor  reimbursement,  Judge  Knox,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Court,  uses  this  language,  a  when  a  Pro- 
thonotary is  compelled  to  expend  his  own  money  in  pro- 
curing articles  for  public  use,  on  account  of  the  refusal  of 
the  public  authorities  to  procure  them  for  him,  he  has  the 
right  to  claim  reimbursement  from  some  quarter,  and  the 
universal  custom  of  the  State  has  been  that  the  county  in 
which  the  Court  is  held  should  pay  them."  Upon  reason, 
custom  and  authority,  they  say  that  plaintiff  had  a  right  to 
recover. 

This  decision  as  to  supplies  for  a  Court  of  appellate  juris- 
diction, sitting  in  one  county,  but  for  many  counties  applies 
with  greater  force  to  a  court  sitting  in  and  for  the  county 
charged.  However  it  fixes  our  liability  for  stationery 
furnished  to  Supreme  Court. 

The  following  cases,  as  well  as  many  others,  decide  that 
the  Courts  themselves  are  the  judges  of  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  such  supplies.  In  Venango  Co.  v.  Dunbar,  3 
Grant,  66,  it  is  held  that  a  county  is  liable  for  the  publica- 
tion of  the  trial  list  ordered  by  the  Court,  and  in  Commis- 
sioners v.  Hall,  7  Watts,  290,  that  a  county  is  liable  for

boarding  and  lodging  a  jury  kept  together  by  order  of  the 
Court.  There  are  many  cases  establishing  the  position  that 
a  county  is  liable  for  any  expenditure  incurred  under  an 
order  of  Court,  and  to  aid  or  facilitate  the  administration  of 
justice.  In  the  case  last  cited  the  following  language  is 
used:  "  The  safeguard  of  the  public  purse  is  to  be  found  in 
the  responsibility  of  the  judges  for  its  propriety  in  the 
particular  instance,  and  a  control  of  a  jury  over  the  price." 
Of  course  this  only  concedes  the  authority  of  the  Courts, 
but  does  not  preclude  any  matter  of  defence,  such  as  exor- 
bitant price  or  deficient  quantity.  Our  next  step  is  to  con- 
sider upon  what  officers  the  duty  of  furnishing  such  supplies 
devolves.  When  the  respective  functions  of  county  officers 
are  considered,  it  seems  clear  that  this  duty  belonged  to  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners.  It  is  not.  all  assimilated 
to  the  duties  of  judges  or  the  officers  of  their  Courts.  The 
act  of  1839,  cited  before,  was  necessary  to  authorize  these 
officers  to  purchase  the  record  books  of  their  offices.  The 
case  of  McCalmont  v.  Allegheny  county,  considers  it  the 
primary  duty  of  the  Commissioners,  and  only  recognizes 
the  authority  of  the  Prothonotary  to  incur  the  expenses 
upon  the  refusal  of  those  officers  to  provide  the  supplies  in 
question.  I  believe  it  has  been  usual  throughout  the  State 
for  the  Commissioners  to  provide  them,  and  where  they 
have  been  primarily  purchased  by  the  Prothonotaries,  &c, 
the  Commissioners  have  ratified  their  acts  and  passed  the 
bills  as  charges  against  the  counties. 

Where  the  supplies  are  small,  such  a  practice  has  its  con- 
veniences, and  does  not  affect  the  right  and  duty  of  the 
County  Board.  In  this  county,  before  consolidation,  the 
old  Board  furnished  such  supplies,  and  since  except  a  few 
years  past  the  City  Commissioners  have  continued  to  do  so. 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  section  six,  abolishes  the 
old  Board  of  County  Commissioners.  Section  forty-one 
enacts  that  the  Councils  of  the  City  and  the  officers  thereof, 
shall  exercise  all  the  power  and  authority  of  the  superseded 
Board.  Section  thirteen  vests  in  the  new  Board  of  Com- 
missioners, under  the  direction  and  control  of  Councils,  all 
duties  then  performed  by  the  old  Board  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  in  the  said  Act.  The  duty  of  furnishing  sup- 
plies is  not  otherwise  provided  for.     It  is  certainly  vested 
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in  the  Councils  and  officers  of  the  City,  and  I  am  of  opinion 
that  it  is  vested  in  the  City  Commissioners  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  Councils. 

Councils,  by  ordinance  of  April  18th,  1863,  have  directed 
in  what  manner  stationery  for  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioners and  the  officers  of  the  Courts  shall  be  procured 
by  the  Commissioners.  That  seems  to  cover  the  sup- 
plies in  question,  but  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  Coun- 
cils, by  legislation  under  Act  of  May  13th,  1856,  section  fifty- 
six,  can  direct  that  the  Commissioners  shall  procure  them 
in  that  manner.  I  am  also  of  opinion  that  in  the  first  in- 
stance application  for  these  supplies  should  be  made  to 
those  officers,  and  as  long  as  they  are  able  and  willing  to 
furnish  such  supplies,  the  City  is  not  liable  for  bills  con- 
tracted by  other  parties.  The  Councils  cannot  limit  the 
supplies,  either  in  quantity  or  quality,  (the  order  or  direc- 
tion of  the  Court  for  them  must  be  observed,)  but  they  can 
certainly  direct  their  officers  in  what  manner  they  shall  be 
procured;  and  I  think  they  can  also  require  that  they  shall 
only  be  disbursed  by  those  officers  upon  an  order  of  the 
Court.  Councils  can  by  ordinance  legislate  upon  the  method 
of  procuring  and  disbursing  these  supplies  without  en- 
croaching upon  the  powers  of  the  Court,  and  can  so  do  it  as 
to  protect  the  City  from  useless  expenditure  without  need- 
less restrictions  that  might  prove  inconvenient  to  the 
Judges. 

It  is  to  be  observed  as  a  consequence  of  what  has  been 
already  said,  that  this  expenditure  cannot  be  limited  in 
amount  by  prior  appropriation,  and  also  that  if  Councils 
have  sanctioned  any  other  way  of  procuring  these  supplies 
than  the  one  herein  pointed  out,  those  who  have  incurred 
any  expense  have  their  rights  against  the  City. 

But  after  Councils  by  appropriate  legislation  require 
that  these  supplies  shall  be  procured  and  disbursed  in  a 
different  manner,  the  City  will  not  be  responsible  for  bis 
contracted  by  persons  not  its  own  officers,  unless  there  is  a 
refusal  and  neglect  to  furnish  the  supplies  ordered  by  the 
Courts. 

I  have  treated  the  City  Commissioners  as  the  proper 
agents  of  the  City  in  this  matter,  since  their  office  is  identi- 
cial  with  that  of  County  Commissioners  in  many  respects, 
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and  because  Councils  have  by  ordinance  directed  and  con- 
trolled this  duty  as  pertaining  to  them. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  City 
is  liable  for  stationery  ordered  by  the  Courts  for  their  use ; 
that  Councils  have  no  control  over  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  the  supply  that  is  ordered;  that  the  duty  of  furnishing 
it  did  belong  to  the  County  Commissioners,  and  by  the  Act 
of  Consolidation  is  imposed  upon  the  City  Commissioners 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  Councils;  that  Councils 
can  legislate  upon  the  manner  by  which  the  Commissioners 
shall  procure  their  supply,  and  can  require  that  it  shall  only 
be  disbursed  upon  an  order  of  a  Judge,  and  finally  that  the 
City  will  not  be  liable  for  stationery  bought  by  others  than 
its  own  officers,  as  long  as  they  are  able  and  willing  to  fur- 
nish the  stationery  required  by  the  Courts.

Report  of  the  CJiief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department. 

To  the  Select  aud  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to 
your  Honorable  Bodies  the  38th,  39th,  40th  and  41st  quar- 
terly  reports  of  the  workings  of  the  Fire  Department. 

These  reports  embrace  the  year  1870. 

The  losses  for  the  past  year,  as  near  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained, amount  to  $2,018,271,  a  decrease  of  $2,194,584  from 
the  year  1869. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  losses  for  the  year  1870,  was 
caused  by  the  following  fires  : 

February  17th,  Twenty-third  and  Hamilton  streets,  a 
seven  story  cotton  mill,  owned  by  Messrs.  Bruner  &  Sons, 
the  fire  occurred  in  the  fifth  story  of  the  building,  and. 
owing  to  the  peculiar  construction  of  the  mill,  and  the  in- 
ability of  reaching  the  story  in  which  the  fire  was  discov- 
ered, the  floors  of  the  upper  stories  fell,  demolishing  the 
walls  and  involving  a  loss  of  $257,000. 

On  the  8th  of  August  a  fire  occurred  at  the  northeast 
corner  of  Twenty-second  and  Wood  streets,  a  four  story 
mill,  occupied  by  various  persons,  involving  a  loss  of 
$89,500,  principally  on  machinery  and  stock. 

On  the  26th  of  July  a  fire  occurred  at  the  corner  of 
Crown  and  Eace  streets,  in  a  six  story  brick  building 
known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Sugar  Refinery.  The  property 
adjacent  was  filled  with  inflammable  material,  and  valued 
at  many  thousands  of  dollars,  and  although  at  times  their 
destruction  seemed  inevitable,  I  am  proud  to  say,  through 
the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  Department,  the  flames  were 
confined  to  the  building  in  which  it  originated.     This  fire 

16 
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involved  a  loss  of  $414,700.  The  machinery  used  in  this 
Refinery  was  very  costly,  thus  enhancing  the  loss,  I  re- 
gret to  add  that  three  members  of  the  Department  lost  their 
lives  at  this  fire. 

On  the  6th  of  September  a  fire  occurred  at  Beach  and 
Coates  streets  in  a  saw-mill,  caused  by  the  friction  of  a 
journal,  the  flames  communicated  to  vast  piles  of  lumber 
on  the  wharves  and  caused  a  loss  of  $140,000.  I  caused  a 
general  alarm  to  be  sounded  for  this  fire,  which  was 
promptly  responded  to  by  the  entire  Department,  and  effi- 
cient service  rendered. 

These  four  fires  foot  up  $1,901,200. 

There  has  been  631  alarms  of  fire  for  the  term,  of  which. 
16  were  false,  leaving  615  serviceable  fires. 

The  appropriation  made  to  this  Department  on 

the  29th  of  January,  1870,  was $113,250  00

Of  the  amount  of  warrants  drawn,  $993.56  was  for  the 
extension  of  the  Police  and  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph  to  Rox- 
borough  and  Chestnut  Hill,  deduct  which,  leaves  the  actual 
expense  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1870,  $107,557.88. 

The  Fire  Department  consists  of  one  Chief  and  five  As- 
sistant Engineers  and  one  Secretary,  and  eighty-four  Com- 
panies. 

At  the  date  of  last  inspection  the  apparatus  of  the  various 
Companies  was  in  complete  order,  and  distributed  as  follows:

If  the  public  buildings  are  placed  at  the  intersection  of 
Broad  and  Market,  this  will  be  reduced  6,785  square  yards, 
as  between  Olive  and  Filbert  streets;  and  if  the  "Boule- 
vards" are  left  unpaved,  there  will  be  a  still  further  reduc- 
tion of  4,808  square  yards. 

I  would  also  state  that  the  Jenkins  &  Taylor  contract 
embraces  the  street  between  Coates  and  Willow,  now  paved 
with  cobble  stones,  amounting  to  22,346  square  yards. 

My  note  to  General  Wagner  does  not  extend  to  this  limit 
by  one  block,  or  3,954  square  yards,  if  the  spaces  in  centre 
are  paved  over,  or  2,494.00  square  yards  if  they  are  left  as 
they  are  now  used.

dollars,  to  pay  for  the  publication  of  this  Ordinance.  All 
Ordinances  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwithstanding.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  so  much  of  Section  22  of 
"An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  make  an  appropri- 
ation therefor,"  which  reads  as  follows:  "No  house  rented  or 
leased  by  the  said  Fire  Commissioners  for  the  use  of  the 
Department,  shall  be  occupied  by  other  tenant  or  associa- 
tion/' be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 


APPENDIX    No.    66. 
RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania. 

Whereas,  The  following  act  is  now  pending  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Pennsylvania : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  William  L.  Dennis, 
Peter  Ambruster  and  Robert  J.  C.  Walker,  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  assessment 
of  taxes  on  personal  property  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  they  are  hereby  vested  with  all  .the  powers  granted  to 
the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  "A  further  Sup- 
plement to  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 
passed  August  25th,  1864,  and  the  assessors  and  Board  of 
Revision  under  existing  laws,  shall  have  no  power  to  assess 
any  personal  property  for  taxation. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  have  prepared  a  book  for 
each  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  all  the  personal 
property  located  therein,  and  of  all  the  residents  possessed 
of  any  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  under  the  first 
section  hereof,  and  shall  assess  the  value  thereof;  and  after 
hearing  and  disposing  of  any  complaint  relative  to  the  said 
assessment,  they  shall  annually  deliver  a  duplicate  thereof 
to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  at  the  same  time  as  now  required 
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by  law  for  the  delivery  of  the  books  containing  the  assess- 
ments of  real  estate  in  said  City ;  and  the  Keceiver  of  Taxes 
for  collecting  said  tax  on  personal  property,  shall  receive 
one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  annually,  in  addition  to 
the  salary  he  now  receives.  And  he  shall  give  an  additional 
bond  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  with  the  usual  conditions, 
said  bond  to  be  approved  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  Philadelphia.  No  assessment  shall  be 
collected  under  this  act  before  1872. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board,  by  rules  to  be  by  them  pub- 
lished, may  modify  and  adjust  any  assessment  on  personal 
property  before  the  actual  collection  of  any  tax  thereon, 
but  not  afterward  :  Provided,  That  the  times  and  places  of 
holding  appeals  shall  be  published  three  times  a  week  for 
two  weeks  in  two  daily  papers  in  Philadelphia,  before  such 
appeals  are  made. 

Sect.  4.  On  all  assessments  herein  authorized,  there  shall 
be  collected  annually  a  tax  of  ten  mills  on  the  dollar,  and 
said  tax  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  personal  property  assessed, 
exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
collected  by  distress  wherever  found,  and,  in  case  of  trans- 
fer and  alienation  before  payment,  the  vendor  and  vendee 
shall  be  equally  liable  for  the  amount  of  tax  due  thereon, 
to  be  collected  on  any  property  to  him  or  to  them 
belonging. 

Sect.  5.  On  the  delivery  of  the  books  authorized  by  the 
second  section  hereof,  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  shall  proceed 
to  receive  the  tax  due  in  the  same  manner  as  the  tax  on  the 
assessment  of  real  estate  is  now  received.  And  the  same 
allowances  for  payment  and  the  same  penalty  for  non-pay- 
ment shall  apply  to  the  collection  of  the  tax  on  personal 
property  as  now  applies  to  the  collection  of  the  tax  on  real 
estate.  All  the  laws  applicable  to  the  collection  of  the  tax 
on  real  estate  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  including  the 
collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  are  hereby  extended  to  the 
tax  on  personal  property.  And  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes 
shall  deliver  to  the  Collector  of  Delinquent  Taxes  the  regis- 
ter of  all  delinquent  bills  on  personal  property,  at  the  same 
time  as  the  register  of  real  estate  is  handed  over,  under 
existing  laws,  to  said  Collector  of  Delinquent  Taxes. 

Sect.  6.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  several  members  of  the  board  hereby  created  shall  give 
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security,  to  be  approved  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  for  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia, 
in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  and  when  such  security  has  been 
given  and  approved,  the  said  board  shall  organize  and 
proceed  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  They  shall 
appoint  from  the  assessors,  who  are  now  elected,  or  who 
may  hereafter  be  elected,  ten  persons,  who  shall  be  the  as- 
sessors of  personal  property  in  Philadelphia,  and  they  shall 
also  appoint  three  clerks.  The  salaries  of  the  assessors 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  nor 
shall  the  salaries  of  the  clerks,  except  the  chief  clerk,  ex- 
ceed fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of 
the  chief  clerk  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  Each  of  the  ten  assessors  shall  give 
security  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved 
by  the  board,  for  the  faithful  and  honest  discharge  of  his 
duties.  The  said  appointees  to  hold  their  several  offices 
subject  to  the  will  and  pleasure  of  said  board. 

Sect.  7.  The  several  members  of  the  board  hereby  cre- 
ated shall  act  for  the  term  of  five  years  next  ensuing,  and 
shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  even  monthly  payments.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members  of  the  board,  subject  to  the  condition 
that  the  appointee  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party  as 
the  person  was  whom  he  shall  succeed. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  first  election  of  new  members  of  the 
board  shall  take  place  at  the  regular  October  election  in 
1876,  each  voter  voting  for  two  persons  only  as  members 
of  the  board,  and  the  three  persons  receiving  the  largest 
number  of  legal  votes  shall  constitute  the  said  board  for 
the  five  years  next  ensuing ;  the  members  of  the  new  board, 
when  elected,  and  the  members  of  each  succeeding  board 
being  required  to  give  bonds  in  the  same  amount,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  same  approval  as  the  board  spoken  of  in  the 
sixth  section  of  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  The  Treasurer  of  Philadelphia  shall  pay  all  war- 
rants issued  by  the  said  board,  and  signed  by  the  president 
thereof,  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all  expenses  incurred 
by  the  said  board  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  enjoined 
by  this  act.     All  warrants  thus  drawn  by  the  board  and 
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signed  by  the  president,  after  the  first  year,  shall  be  paid 
from  the  specific  fund  raised  by  the  tax  on  personal  prop- 
erty, and  the  first  year's  expenses  of  the  board  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  City  treasury  shall  be  reimbursed  the  treasury 
from  the  fund  raised  by  the  tax  on  personal  property  in 
1872. 

Sect.  10.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  of  this  State  incon- 
sistent with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

And  whereas,  The  new  board,  if  created,  would  be  a  "  close 
corporation  "  for  five  years,  without  responsibility  to  any 
one,  and  from  whose  action  no  appeal  would  lie  to  other 
authority,  and  would  entail  an  expense  upon  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  salaries  alone,  of  over  thirty  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  without  sufficient  recompense  therefor, 
as  the  existing  Board  of  Revision  is  competent  and  able  to 
discharge  all  the  duties  contemplated  by  the  act  aforesaid, 
therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  That  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  be 
and  it  is  hereby  earnestly  requested  not  to  pass  any  act 
creating  a  new  board  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  more  particularly  not  the  act  set 
forth  in  the  preamble  to  this  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerks  of  Councils  are  directed  to 
forward  copies  of  these  resolutions  and  preambles  to  the 
Governor  and  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania.

That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  prepare  and  submit,  for  the  signature  of  the 
Mayor,  a  deed  of  dedication  to  public  use  of  so  much  of  the 
Almshouse  property  as  is  covered  by  the  following  streets, 
to  be  located  northward  of  Pine  street,  as  the  same  shall 
be  extensions  of  said  streets  now  established  upon  the  City 
plans,  adjoining  the  said  property,  viz.:  Spruce  street  with 
a  width  of  80  feet,  and  Locust  and  Pine  streets,  and  Thirty- 
third,  Thirty-fourth,  Thirty-sixth  and  Thirty-seventh  streets, 
each  60  feet  wide.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  empower  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  parties  for  the  taking  up, 
killing  and  removing  of  dogs  found  running  at  large  in  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  shall,  if  in  his 
opinion  the  same  shall  be  to  the  advantage  and  benefit  of 
the  citizens,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance, 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Woman's  Branch  of  the  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  or  any  other  so- 
ciety or  parties,  for  the  taking  up,  killing  and  removing  all 
dogs  found  running  at  large  in  the  City,  without  a  good, 
safe  wire  muzzle  on,  sufficient  to  prevent  them  from  biting, 
and  a  metallic  or  leather  collar  around  their  neck  at  least 
one  and  a  quarter  inches  wide,  with  the  owner's  name  legibly 
inscribed  thereon,  are  hereby  declared  nuisances  and  may 
be  carefully  killed  by  any  one:  Provided,  The  contract  so 
entered  into  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  amount 
appropriated  by  Councils  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor,  in  the  month 
of  December  of  each  year  hereafter,  providing  the  appro- 
priation for  the  taking  up,  killing  and  removing  dogs  for 
the  succeeding  year  has  been  made,  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  some  society  or  parties  for  the  taking  up,  killing  and 
removing  all  dogs  found  running  at  large  in  the  City  the 
succeeding  year. 

Sect.  3.  And  should  the  appropriation  not  be  made  until 
the  year  the  same  is  to  be  used,  he  shall,  as  soon  a.s  the  same 
shall  be  made  for  that  year,  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
above-named  societies,  or  other  parties,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  Ordinance  for  the 
taking  up,  killing  and  removing  all  dogs  found  running  at 
large  in  the  City  during  the  year  for  which  the  appropria- 
tion is  made :  Provided,  The  Mayor  shall  at  all  times  have 
the  power  to  revoke  the  contract,  if  the  contractor  or  con- 
tractors do  not  comply  with  their  part  to  the  Mayor's  satis- 
faction. And  warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  same  shall 
be  drawn  by  the  Mayor,  in  conformity  with  existing  Ordi- 
nances. All  Ordinances  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwith- 
standing.

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Fifth  and  Lombard  streets,  thence  along  the  west  side  of 
Fifth  street  to  the  north  side  of  South  street,  thence  along 
the  north  side  of  South  street  to  the  east  side  of  Seventh 
street,  thence  along  the  east  side  of  Seventh  street  to  the 
south  side  of  Lombard  street,  thence  along  the  south  side  of 
Lombard  street  to  the  place  of  beginning ;  to  vote  at  the 
house  of  Jos.  Malatestia,  southeast  corner  Sixth  and  Lom- 
bard streets.

RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania . 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  requested  to  pass 
the  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  to  establish  and  maintain  for  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  a  House  of  Correction,  Employment 
and  Reformation,  for  adults  and  minors." 
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AN  ACT 

To  establish  and  maintain  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Reformation,  for  adults  and  minors. 

Whereas,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  the  month  of  December,  1870,  elected 
ten  persons,  five  persons  by  Select  Council  and  five  persons 
by  Common  Council,  to  serve  as  Managers  of  the  House  of 
Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation.     Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same.  That  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Em- 
ployment and  Reformation,  for  adults  and  minors,  elected 
under  Ordinance  of  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
approved  December  29th,  1870,  and  their  successors  forever, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the.  name,  style,  and 
title  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reforma- 
tion, for  adults  and  minors,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
shall  have  full  power  to  make  improvements,  maintain  and 
control  the  said  institution,  buildings  and  grounds;  they 
shall  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers,  teachers,  keepers  and  servants,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  management  of  the  institution,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior,  and  they  shall  re- 
ceive such  compensation  as  they  the  said  managers  shall  deem 
proper  ;  said  compensation  subject  to  the  approval  of  Select 
and  Common  Councils ;  the  managers  may  make  any  by-laws 
and  regulations  they  may  deem  expedient  for  their  own 
government  or  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  said 
House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation:  Pro- 
vided, The  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, Employment  and  Reformation,  shall  desire  to  make 
any  additional  permanent  improvements,  or  purchase  addi- 
tional ground,  and  shall  recommend  that  the  same  be  done, 
and  after  the  Committee  of  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia  on 
House  of  Correction   shall  endorse  the  said  recommenda- 
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tion,  then  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may 
make  all  necessary  appropriations  asked  for  by  the  said 
managers  for  the  purposes  so  recommended  ;  and  the  Mana- 
gers of  the  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reforma- 
tion, shall  have  power  to  superintend  and  direct  the  erection, 
completion  and  furnishing  of  said  buildings  during  the  pro- 
gress of  said  work. 

The  said  managers  may  extend  from  their  property  a 
single  track  railroad  along  and  over  such  lands  as  may  in- 
tervene between  their  ground  and  the  Philadelphia  and 
Trenton  Railroad  Company,  and  connect  therewith:  Pro- 
vided, The  said  Railroad  Company  assent  thereto.  The  dis- 
tance of  said  road  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  yards;  and 
to  purchase  right  of  way  over  the  land  to  Philadelphia  and 
Trenton  Railroad,  and  to  erect  wharves  upon  their  property. 
The  managers  may  provide  for  such  inmates  as  may  be 
necessary  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  permanent  build- 
ing after  the  first  two  wings  shall  have  been  finished.  And 
the  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  full  and  entire  con- 
trol  to  regulate  the  inmates  therein,  and  shall  at  such  times 
as  they  think  proper,  certify  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions and  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Blockley  Alms- 
house, which  Court  and  Managers  and  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Philadelphia  County  Prison,  respectively,  shall  thereafter 
commit  to  the  said  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and 
Reformation,  such  able-bodied  paupers  and  vagrants  as  may 
have  been  committed  or  sentenced  to  be  confined  in  the 
County  Prison,  or  Blockley  Almshouse,  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  three  months,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  and  the  Inspectors 
of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison,  to  commit  to  said  House 
of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation,  all  vagrants, 
habitual  drunkards,  street  walkers  and  disorderly  persons, 
adults  or  minors,  whom  they  may  deem  best  to  so  confine, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Managers  of  the  Blockley 
Almshouse,  Managers  of  the  Poor  for  Township  of  German- 
town,  Managers  of  Lower  Dublin  and  Oxford  Poor  House, 
to  transfer  within  twenty-four  hours  after  entrance  in  said 
Almshouses,  all  able-bodied  paupers,  adults  or  minors,  ex- 
cept such  as  may  be  necessary  to  employ  in  the  service  of 
said  Almshouses. 
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Sect.  3.  The  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Reformation,  or  any  one  of  them,  may 
commit  thereto  any  and  all  persons  who  are  willing  to  be 
so  committed,  and  the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison,  and  all 
committing  magistrates  in  the  City  and  County  of  Phila- 
delphia, may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  commit  to 
said  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation, 
for  any  period  of  time  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than 
twelve  months,  all  or  any  person  or  persons  who,  under  ex- 
isting laws,  are  liable  to  be  committed  to  places  of  confine- 
ment, who  shall  apply  to  them  for  such  purpose ;  all  persons, 
adults  or  minors,  that  may  hereafter  be  convicted  accord- 
ing to  the  existing  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  before  the 
Mayor  or  Recorder,  or  any  Alderman  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, as  a  vagrant,  drunkard,  or  disorderly  street  walker, 
shall  be  sentenced  to  suffer  confinement  in  the  House  of 
Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation,  for  the  terms 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  any  minors  not  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  except  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, absenting  themselves  from  school,  or  who  shall  disobey 
their  parents'  command,  or  be  found  idle  in  the  streets,  may 
be  arrested  upon  the  complaint  of  the  parents  of  said 
minor,  or  upon  the  complaint  of  any  citizen,  and  after 
examination  of  the  case,  if  the  Mayor,  Recorder  or  Magis- 
trate shall  deem  the  charges  sustained,  he  shall  commit  said 
minor  to  the  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Re- 
formation, for  such  length  of  time  as  he  may  regard  proper: 
Provided,  That  the  time  of  incarceration  for  a  boy,  shall  not 
exceed  his  maturity,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  nor  a  girl 
beyond  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  except  in  cases  where  a 
commitment  for  the  time  heretofore  named,  of  "  not  less 
than  three  months,  nor  more  than  twelve  months,",  would  ex- 
ceed the  ages  specified ;  and  the  managers  shall  have  power  in 
their  discretion  to  place  the  said  children  committed  to  their 
care,  during  the  time  of  commitment  of  said  children,  at  such 
employments,  and  cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  such 
branches  of  useful  knowledge  as  may  be  suitable  to  their 
years  and  capacities,  and  to  place  them  at  such  work  as 
they  may  be  able  to  do,  and  to  bind  them  out  to  such 
tradesmen  or  employers  as  may  offer  to  receive  them  until 
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the  expiration  of  their  term  of  commitment,  under  such 
regulations  and  conditions  as  the  managers  may  agree  upon. 

Sect.  4.  All  children  not  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
deserting  their  homes  without  good  and  sufficient  cause,  or 
keeping  company  with  dissolute  or  vicious  persons  against 
the  lawful  command  of  their  fathers,  mothers,  guardians,  or 
other  person  standing  in  the  place  of  a  parent,  shall  be 
deemed  disorderly  children. 

Sect.  5.  Upon  complaint  made  on  oath  to  any  police 
magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace  against  any  child  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  not  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
by  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian,  or  other  person  standing 
to  him  or  her  in  place  of  a  parent,  as  being  disorderly,  such 
magistrate  or  justice  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  appre- 
hension of  the  offender,  and  cause  him  or  her  to  be  brought 
before  himself,  or  any  other  police  magistrate  or  justice  for 
examination. 

Sect.  6.  If  such  magistrate  or  justice  be  satisfied  by 
•competent  testimony  that  such  person  is  a  disorderly  child, 
within  the  description  aforesaid,  he  shall  make  up  and  sign 
a  record  of  conviction  thereof,  and  shall,  by  warrant  under 
his  hand,  commit  such  person  to  the  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Eeformation,  and  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  said  managers,  in  relation  to  the  said  children,  shall 
be  the  same  in  all  things  as  are  prescribed  as  to  other  minors 
received  by  them ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  magis- 
trate or  justice  as  aforesaid,  in  addition  to  the  record  of  con- 
viction, to  annex  the  names  and  residence,  of  the  different 
witnesses  examined  before  him,  and  the  substance  of  the 
testimony  given  by  them  respectively,  on  which  the  said 
conviction  was  founded :  Provided,  That  any  person  com- 
mitted shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal  as  is  now  secured 
by  law  to  persons  convicted  of  criminal  offences  ;  but  on 
such  appeal  mere  informality  in  the  issuing  of  any  warrant 
shall  not  be  held  to  be  sufficient  cause  for  granting  a  dis- 
charge. 

Sect.  7.  Every  person  in  the  custody  of  the  said  Board 
of  Managers,  not  disqualified  by  sickness  or  casualty,  shall 
be  employed  by  the  superintendent  in  quarrying  stone, 
cultivating  the  ground,  manufacturing  such  articles  as  may 
be  needed  for  the  Prison,  Almshouse,  other  public  institu- 
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tions  of  the  State  or  city,  or  for  other  persons,  and  at  such 
labor  as  shall,  upon  trial,  be  found  to  be  profitable  to  the 
institution  and  suitable  to  its  proper  discipline,  and  to  the 
health  and  capacities  of  the  inmates;  and  the  superin- 
tendent may  detail  such  numbers  of  the  inmates  as  he  may 
regard  proper,  to  do  the  work  outside  of  grounds  of  the  in- 
stitution, for  any  of  the  departments  or  institutions  of  the 
City,  or  for  such  other  persons  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

Sect.  8.  If  any  person  committed  to  the  said  House  of  Cor- 
rection, Employment  and  Reformation,  according  to  law, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  perforin  the  work  assigned  to  him 
or  her,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  punish 
such  persons  by  close  confinement,  on  a  diet  of  bread  and 
water  only,  for  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
which  refusal  and  punishment  shall  be  forthwith  reported 
to  the  managers,  and  shall,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  be 
recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  physician  of  the  institution  to  visit  every 
person  so  confined  for  punishment,  at  least  once  in  each  and 
every  twenty-four  hours,  and  he  shall  record  in  a  book,  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose,  his  opinion  upon  the  health  of  the 
person  confined  ;  upon  his  opinion  being  given  of  said  con- 
finement acting  injuriously  thereon,  the  said  confinement  or 
diet  shall  be  altered  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  direct. 

Sect.  9.  Any  inmate  of  said  institution  who  shall  wilfully 
break,  destroy,  or  injure  any  material,  machinery,  tool,  prop- 
erty, or  thing  belonging  to  the  said  institution,  or  shall 
escape  therefrom,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  any  Court  of  record  of 
the  County  of  Philadelphia,  may  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment and  hard  labor  for  not  less  than  one  month  or  more 
than  one  year. 

Sect.  10.  The  Superintendent  shall  make  a  monthly  requi- 
sition on  the  Board  of  Managers  for  all  articles  which  he 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  said  institution,  and  such  as 
shall  be  approved  by  them  shall  be  purchased.  The  Super- 
intendent shall,  once  in  every  month,  report  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  the  number  of  persons  committed,  discharged, 
sick,  dead,  or  remaining  in  the  institution ;  also,  the  quality 
and  kind  of  labor  performed ;  and  the  Board  of  Managers 
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shall  transmit  annually  to  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia  a 
condensed  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

Sect.  11.  For  any  deficiency  in  furnishing,  keeping,  and 
maintaining, said  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and 
Reformation,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  managers  are  authorized  to  apply  to  the  said  City  Coun- 
cils for  such  sum  or  sums  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  the  said 
City  Councils  are  hereby  directed  to  appropriate  the  said 
sum  or  sums  deemed  necessary. 

Sect.  12.  Every  adult  person  committed  to  the  House  of 
Correction,  Employment  and  "Reformation,  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  shall,  for  the  first  time,  be  committed  for  a 
term  of  not  less  than  three  months,  nor  more  than  one 
year;  for  the  second  time,  shall  be  committed  for  a  term  of 
not  less  than  nine  months,  nor  more  than  eighteen  months; 
for  the  third  time  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  eighteen 
months,  nor  more  than  twenty-four  months;  and  for  four 
times,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  for  a  term  of  not  more  nor 
less  than  twenty-four  months  ;  and  said  Board  of  Managers 
shall  have  discretionary  power  to  discharge  the  said  in- 
mates. 

Sect.  13.  Any  person  committed  to  the  said  House  of 
Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation  by  any  other 
authority  than  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace 
of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  may  apply  for  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus  to  any  Judge  of  the  said  Court;  and 
upon  return  thereof,  if  such  judge  shall  deem  there  is  suffi- 
cient or  reasonable  ground  for  granting  the  same,  he  shall 
enter  upon  a  re-hearing  of  the  evidence,  and  either  dis- 
charge  the  individual,  modify  or  confirm  the  commitment. 

Sect.  14.  The  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Reformation  may,  if  in  their  judgment 
they  regard  it  as  necessary,  erect,  establish,  and  maintain  a 
separate  building  upon  their  grounds  as  an  Asylum  for 
Inebriates,  to  which  the  Mayor,  Alderman,  Judges  of  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  may  commit  for  such  length  of 
time  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  proper,  and  those  ine- 
briates who  arc  able,  or  who  have  friends  able,  to  pay  for 
their  board  and  clothing,  shall  be  admitted  and  charged 
such  an  amount  per  week  as  the  managers  may  direct. 

Sect.  15.  The  same  power  and  authority  that  are  given 
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by  Ordinance  of  Councils  or  Acts  of  Assembly  to  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  Prison  Inspectors,  and  Managers  of 
the  House  of  Refuge,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  are  hereby 
extended  to  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Em- 
ployment and  Reformation,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  16.  The  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Em- 
ployment and  Reformation,  are  hereby  authorized,  em- 
powered and  directed,  to  levy  annually  a  tax  of  fifty  dollars, 
in  addition  to  any  licenses  charged  by  the  State,  upon 
every  vendor  of  spirituous  or  malt  liquors  in  the  County  of 
Philadelphia,  whether  it  be  a  wholesale  or  retail  dealer, 
brewer,  restaurant,  tavern,  hotel,  theatre,  oyster  house, 
billiard  saloon,  ten-pin  alley,  or  other  dealer,  to  be  applied 
to  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  the  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and    Reformation. 

Sect.  17.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is 
hereby  directed  not  to  issue  any  certificates  of  license  to 
any  vendor  of  spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  until  he,  she  or 
they  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation,  with 
the  seal  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Re- 
formation, attached,  certifying  that  he,  she  or  they  have 
paid  the  tax  of  fifty  dollars  as  aforesaid,  and  the  managers 
shall  make  such  arrangment  for  the  collection  of  the  said 
tax  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Sect.  18.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  November  of  each  year,  submit  to  Councils  a 
statement  of  the  sums  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation,  for  the 
ensuing  term. 

Sect.  19.  All  acts,  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  herewith, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

RESOLUTION 

Requesting  William  H.  White  to  resign  his  seat  as  a  member  of  Common 
Council  from  the  Sixteenth  Ward. 

Whereas,  Mr.  Wm.  IT.  "White,  holds  a  seat  as  a  member 
of  Common  Council  from  the  Sixteenth  Ward,  by  virtue  of 
a  certificate  based  upon  an  alleged  election  return  of  the 
Sixth  Division  of  the  Sixteenth  Ward,  which  return  pur- 
ports to  give  him,  the  said  William  IT.  White,  a  majority 
of  254  votes;  while  the  remaining  seven  divisions  of  the 
Ward  give  Mr.  Henry  Eisenbroun,  a  majority  of  13T  votes 
for  the  same  position. 

And  whereas,  On  the  25th  of  February,  1871,  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  decided,  Judge  Paxson  delivering  the 
opinion,  and  all  the  judges  concurring,  that  the  alleged 
election  return  of  the  said  Sixth  Division  of  the  Sixteenth 
Ward,  was  false  and  fraudulent;  that  there  was  no  true  or 
legal  return  from  that  division,  and  therefore  that  the  said 
Sixth  Division  should  be  thrown  out.  By  this  decision, 
two  persons  who  held  seats  in  the  School  Board  of  the 
Sixteenth  Ward,  upon  certificates  based  upon  this  false 
"  return,"  were  ousted  and  two  others  admitted,  who  had 
received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  seven  remaining 
divisions  of  the  Ward. 

And  whereas,  The  Committee  drawn  to  try  the  contested 
election  case  of  Eisenbroun  against  White,  allowed  the 
latter  to  retain  the  seat  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no 
power  in  the  law  to  throw  out  the  said  Sixth  Division  for 
the  causes  alleged,  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, That  Mr.  William  H.  White,  one  of  the  sitting  mem- 
bers from  the  Sixteenth  Ward,  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested 
to  resign  bis  seat,  as  under  the  decision  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  and  the  circumstances  set  forth  in  the 
foregoing  preamble,  he  was  not  duly  and  legally  elected 
thereto.

Whereas,  Loose  and  imperfect  local  legislation  can  now 
be  annually  reproved  and  corrected  at  the  polls,  there  would, 
under  the  control  of  Commissions  invested  with  vast  powers, 
and  little  responsibility,  be  little  opportunity  for  redress, 
and  a  probable  constant  deterioration  in  the  administration 
of  the  duties  of  their  trust;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Councils  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  appointment  of  said  Commissions  would  be  a 
virtual  disfranchisement  of  our  citizens,  without  giving  us 
any  equivalent  for  the  injury  inflicted  on  us. 

Resolved,  That  we  respectfully  remonstrate  against  the 
curtailment  of  privileges  heretofore  enjoyed  by  the  people 
without  question,  and  supposed  to  be  beyond  question. 

Resolved,  That  we  respectfully  request  the  Legislature  to 
withhold  its  assent  from  the  creation  of  such  Commissions, 
and  that  copies  of  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolutions 
be  sent  to  the  Governor,  the  Speaker  of  each  branch  of  the 
Legislature,  and  to  each  of  the  City  members. 

Resolved,  That  a  Joint  Committee  of  five  from  each  Cham- 
ber of  Councils  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  calling  a 
town  meeting,  to  express  the  opposition  of  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  to  the  creation  of  these  Commissions.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  celebrating  the  one  hundreth  Anniversary  of  American  Inde- 
pendence, by  holding  an  International  Exhibition  of  Arts,  Manufactures, 
and  Products  of  the  Soil  and  Mine,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

Whereas,  The  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  was  prepared,  signed  and  promulgated 
in  the  year  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy -six,  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  ;  and  whereas,  it  behooves  the  people  of 
the  United  States  to  celebrate,  by  appropriate  ceremonies, 
the  centennial  anniversary  of  this  memorable  and  decisive 
event,  which  constituted  the  fourth  day  of  July,  Anno 
Domini  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  the  birthday 
of  the  nation  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  deemed  fitting  that  the 
completion  of  the  first  century  of  our  national  existence 
shall  be  commemorated  by  an  exhibition  of  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  country  and  their  development,  and  of  its 
progress  in  those  arts  which  benefit  mankind,  in  compari- 
son with  those  of  older  nations;  and  whereas,  no  place  is  so 
appropriate  lor  such  an  exhibition  as  the  city  in  which 
occurred  the  event  it  is  designed  to  commemorate;  and 
whereas,  as  the  exhibition  should  be  a  national  celebration, 
in  which  the  people  of  the  whole  country  should  partici- 
pate, it  should  have  the  sanction  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States:  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
an  exhibition  of  American  and  foreign  Arts,  Products,  and 
Manufactures  shall  be  held,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Gov- 
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ernment  of  the  United  States,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

Sect.  2.  That  a  Commission,  to  consist  of  not  more  than 
one  delegate  from  each  State,  and  from  each  Territory  of 
the  United  States,  whose  functions  shall  continue  until  the 
close  of  the  exhibition,  shall  be  constituted,  whose  dutv  it 
shall  be  to  prepare  and  superintend  the  execution  of  a 
plan  for  holding  the  exhibition,  and,  after  conference  with 
the  authorities  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  fix  upon  a 
suitable  site  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  said  city, 
where  the  exhibition  shall  be  held. 

Sect.  3.  That  said  Commission  shall  be  appointed  within 
one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Governors  of 
the  States  and  Territories,  respectively. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  the  same  manner  there  shall  be  appointed 
one  Commissioner  from  each  State  and  Territory  of  the 
United  States,  who  shall  assume  the  place  and  perform  the 
duties  of  such  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  as  may  be 
unable  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Commission. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Commission  shall  hold  its  meetings  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  a  majority  of  its  members 
shall  have  full  power  to  make  ail  needful  rules  for  its 
government. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  Commission  shall  report  to  Congress  at 
the  first  session  after  its  appointment,  a  suitable  date  for 
opening  and  for  closing  the  exhibition;  a  schedule  of  ap- 
propriate ceremonies  for  opening  or  dedicating  the  same ; 
a  plan  or  plans  of  the  buildings;  a  complete  plan  for  the 
reception  and  classification  of  articles  intended  for  exhibi- 
tion ;  the  requisite  custom-house  regulations  for  the  intro- 
duction into  this  country  of  the  articles  from  foreign 
countries  intended  for  exhibition;  and  such  other  matters 
as  in  their  judgment  may  be  important. 

Sect.  7.  That  no  compensation  for  services  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Commissioners  or  other  officers  provided  by  this  act 
from  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States;  and  the  United 
States  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  expenses  attending  such 
exhibition,  or  by  reason  of  the  same. 

Sect.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the 
President  shall  be  informed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  that  provision  has  been  made  for  the  erec- 
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tion  of  suitable  buildings  for  the  purpose  and  for  the  exclu- 
sive control  by  the  Commission  herein  provided  for  of  the 
proposed  exhibition,  the  President  shall,  through  the  De- 
partment of  State,  make  proclamation  of  the  same,  setting 
forth  the  time  at  which  the  exhibition  will  open  and  the 
place  at  -which  it  will  be  held  ;  and  he  shall  communicate 
to  the  diplomatic  representatives  of  all  nations  copies  of  the 
same,  together  with  such  regulations  as  may  be  adopted 
by  the  Commissioners,  for  publication  in  their  respective 
countries.

Creating  a  loan  for  the  extension  of  the  Water  Works. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than 
par,  on  the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  two  mil- 
lion one  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
further  extension  of  the  Water  Works ;  for  which  interest 
not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be 
paid  half-yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer;  the  principal  of  said  loan 
shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years 
from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  holders  thereof;  and  the  certificates  therefor  in 
the  usual  form  of  the  certificates  of  City  loan,  shall  be  issued 
in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for 
any  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  if  required 
in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars;  and  it 
shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein 
mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  free  from  all 
taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue

I  am  prepared  to  answer  any  or  all  the  allegations  made 
on  the  occasion  alluded  to,  but  in  a  communication  of  this 
kind,  must  necessarily  be  brief. 

One  of  the  members  is  reported  to  have  used  these 
words,  "  I  charge  it  to-day,  openly,  that  the  repairing  of 
streets  is  being  held  back  for  a  purpose."  It  is  difficult  to 
comprehend  what  the  member  intended  to  convey  by  this, 
but  from  the  general  tenor  of  his  speech,  it  is  fair  to  pre- 
sume that  he  wished  Councils  to  believe,  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways,  for  some  improper  purpose,  was  delaying 
the  work. 

Now  all  well  informed  members  of  your  chamber  know 
that  Councils  years  ago,  wisely  prohibited  any  work  being 
done  before  the  first  day  of  April,  in  the  paviug  or  general 
repairing  of  streets,  and  any  man  of  ordinary  intelligence 
must  know  that  work  done  earlier,  when  the  ground  is 
frozen  or  wet,  will  not  stand,  and  the  money  thus  expended 
will  be  thrown  away. 

Under  authority  of  Councils,  it  is  invariably  made  a  con- 
dition in  our  contracts  for  paving,  "  That  no  work  shall 
be  commenced  between  the  first  day  of  December  and  the 
first  day  of  April  in  any  year." 

Another  member  is  reported  to  have  said  "  it  is  time  the 
Highway  Department  had  gone  to  work."  "  Why  is  not  the 
Department  at  work  ?  " 

In  answer  to  this,  I  would  inform  Common  Council,  that 
the  Department  has,  for  the  last  two  months,  had  men  at 
work  whenever  the  weather  permitted,  in  repairing  streets 
where  water  and  drain  pipes  have  been  put  in,  and  in  other 
places   where  travel  is  made  dangerous  by  breaks  in  the 
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pavement,  but  in  consequence  of  the  bad  condition  of  the 
ground,  much  that  has  been  done  will  require  doing  again 
in  the  proper  season. 

The  Department  had  at  the  time  this  question  was  asked, 
more  than  two  hundred  men  at  ivorh  on  the  streets.  In  no 
previous  year,  since  the  present  Commissioners  have. held 
position,  has  there  been  half  as  many  men  employed  on  the 
work  of  repairing  the  dangerous  breaks  in  the  pavements, 
and  at  no  time  has  this  work  been  farther  advanced  at  this 
season  of  the  year. 

Again,  it  was  said  that  the  Highway  Department  is 
determined  to  throw  the  burden  of  the  fearful  and  shocking 
condition  of  the  streets  upon  Councils.  To  this  charge  I 
would,  with  all  clue  respect  to  your  honorable  body,  suggest 
that  the  burden  is  already  upon  Councils,  without  any  effort 
or  any  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Highway  Department 
to  place  it  there. 

The  bill  under  discussion  at  the  time  these  charges  were 
made,  had  its  origin  in  your  Committee,  the  necessity  for 
doing  the  work,  I  presume,  was  made  apparent  to  them,  by 
visiting  the  spot. 

The  streets  named  therein,  require  repaying  from  curb* 
to  curb  The  Department  has  no  authority  to  repave  a 
street,  until  Councils  by  Ordinance  direct  them  to  do  so, 
and  for  this  reason  I  suppose  the  bill  in  question  was 
reported. 

Again,  under  the  Ordinance  approved  June  12th,  1868, 
these  streets  must  be  paved  with  Belgian  blocks,  unless  by 
Ordinance  Councils  otherwise  direct. 

The  appropriation  for  repaving  streets  for  the  year  1871, 
is  but  seven  thousand  dollars.  Two  of  the  streets  named 
in  the  bill,  Bainbridge  and  Federal,  together,  contain  about 
four  thousand  yards  of  paving,  to  do  which,  with  Belgian 
blocks,  as  the  law  requires,  would  cost  at  the  lowest 
estimate  twelve  thousand  dollars,  ($12,000.)  To  repave 
with  the  cobble  stones  now  in  the  streets,  will  cost  thirteen 
hundred  and  twenty-two  ($1322)  dollars.  It  was  for  this 
reason  that  Councils  were  asked  to  pass  the  bill.  The 
members  of  the  Committee  who  reside  in  the  locality  of 
these  streets,  learning  these  facts,  and  being  anxious  to  have 
the  streets  put  in  good  condition,  and  seeing  that  it  was 
impossible  to  have  the  work  done  without   the  action  of 
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Councils,  prevailed  upon  the  Committee  of  Highways  to 
report  the  bill ;  for  these  reason  and  no  other,  were  Councils 
asked  to  enact  the  Ordinance. 

The  Department  of  Highways  has  no  authority  in  the 
matter,  and  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition  of 
any  jstreet  that  requires  repaying,  until  Councils  have  by 
Ordinance  directed  the  work  to  be  done,  and  also  provided 
the  means  to  pay  for  it.  It  was  asserted  by  one  of  the 
members,  that  last  year  some  of  the  streets  were  in  just  as 
bad  condition  two  weeks  after  as  they  were  before  repair- 
ing. This  member  was  last  year  on  the  Cqmmittee  of 
Highways,  and  also  on  a  Special  Sub-Committee  to  examine 
bills,  and  consequently  to  pass  judgment  upon  the  work. 

I  do  not,  at  this  time,  remember  that  any  bill  was  paid 
during  the  last  year,  where  the  work  and  the  bill  did  not 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Special  Sub-Committee,  of 
which  he  was  a  member.  I  remember  distinctly  that  con- 
tractors were  kept  out  of  their  money  for  weeks,  awaiting 
the  action  of  this  Committee,  and  the  censure  of  this  delay 
fell  upon  the  officers  of  this  Department,  and  made  them 
liable  to  the  charge,  that  the  bills  were  being  held  back  for 
a  purpose. 

If  any  of  the  bills  presented  last  year  for  work  improperly 
done  were  paid,  this  Department  ought  not  to  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  it,  as  all  these  were  referred  to  the  Special 
Sub-Committee,  of  which  the  aforesaid  member  was  the 
active  man;  and  none  were,  to  the  be*st  of  rny  recollection, 
approved  by  myself,  unless  favorably  reported  by  this 
Special  Sub-Committee  on  bills. 

As  I  before  said,  I  am  prepared  to  answer  any  or  all  of 
the  charges  made  against  the  Highway  Department  on 
Thursday  last,  by  the  two  members,  and  am  able 'to  show 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all  unbiassed  and  honorable  men,  that 
the  allegations  then  made,  are  not  in  any  degree  justified 
by  the  truth.

Oil  Creek  and  Allegheny  River  Railroad  Company,  the 
Pennsylvania  Company,  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  and  the  Pittsburg,  Virginia  and  Charleston  Rail- 
way Company,  and  Northern  Central  Railway  Company.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  yours  of  yesterday,  I  would 
state  that  the  first  retort-house  building  was  erected  at  the 
Market  street  works  in  1835,  and  was  put  in  operation  in 
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the  spring  of  1836.  The  capacity  was  sixty  retorts.  The 
building  was  enlarged  in  1838,  and  increased  to  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  retorts.  The  second  retort  house  was 
erected  in  1848,  increasing  the  number  of  retorts  to  two 
hundred  and  forty, — making  the  manufacturing  capacity  of 
the  works  one  million  two  hundred,  thousand  cubic  feet  per 
twenty-four  hours. 

In  1864,  an  additional  retort  house  was  erected,  contain- 
ing seventy  retorts,  capable  of  making  three  hundred  thou- 
sand cubic  feet  of  gas  each  twenty-four  hours.  This  build- 
ing will  not  be  disturbed,  and  will  be  connected  to  the  new 
works. 

In  -lieu  ot  the  old  buildings  above  mentioned  the  Trust 
design  to  erect  a  retort-house  one  hundred  and  sixty-two 
feet  by  three  hundred  and  twelve  feet  eight  inches,  which 
will  contain,  when  finished,  nine  hundred  retorts,  and  will 
produce  five  million  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  twenty-four  hours, 
being  an  increase  in  capacity  over  the  old  works  of  over 
three  hundred  per  cent.  I  would  state  that  the  old  works 
were  in  an  unsafe  and  dilapidated  condition,  the  connections 
were  small,  and  it  would  have  been  useless  to  attempt  to 
rebuild,  repair,  and  place  them  in  a  proper  condition,  as 
the  expense  would  have  been  almost  as  much  as  would  have 
been  necessary  to  construct  a  new  works  of  the  same  size. 

I  would  also  state  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Trust 
to  apply  any  of  the  proposed  loan  except  in  payment  of  the 
cost  of  the  new  works,  over  and  above  the  capacity  of  the 
old  ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  capacity  of  the  old  works  being 
two  hundred  and  forty  retorts,  and  the  new  ones  nine  hun- 
dred retorts,  §£§  of  the  cost  of  the  new  will  be  charged  to 
repair  account,  and  paid  for  out  of  the  receipts  from  gas  ; 
and  the  balance,  %%%,  charged  to  works  account,  and  will  be 
paid  for  out  of  loan. 

This  extension  also  includes  all  the  necessary  condensing, 
washing,  and  purifying  apparatus, — the  old  being  in  the 
same  condition  as  the  retort  houses.

To  authorize  the  paving  of  Kocklancl  and  other  streets. 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Department  of  Highways  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  a  competent  paver  or  pavers,  who  shall  be  selected  by 
a  majority  of  owners  of  property  fronting  on  Rockland 
street,  from  Lancaster  avenue  to  Thirty-third  street,  cost  of 
intersections  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  and  fifty  dollars ; 
Fortieth  street,  from  Lancaster  avenue  to  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  cost  of  intersections  not  to  exceed  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars ;  Harrison  street,  from  Front  street  to 
Howard  street ;  Taggart  street,  from  Dauphin  street  to 
N  orris  street,  no  cost  for  intersections  ;  Turner  street,  from 
Nineteenth  street  to  Twentieth  street,  cost  of  intersections 
not  to  exceed  sixty-six  dollars  and  forty-two  cents  ;  Pepper 
street,  from  Martha  street  to  Cedar  street,  cost  of  intersec- 
tions not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and 
thirty-two  cents;  Tulip  street,  from  Montgomery  avenue 
to  Vienna  street,  without  water  pipe  being  laid,  no  cost 
for  intersections;  Montgomery  avenue,  from  Broad  street 
to  Eighteenth  street,  cost  of  intersections  not  to  exceed  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and  twelve  cents 
for  the  paving  thereof.

That  no  wash  pavement 
pipe  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except  for 
washing  the  pavement,  steps,  or  fronts  of  buildings,  under 
a  penalty  of  five  dollars,  for  each  and  every  offence,"  and 
so  amended  would  respectfully  report  back  the  same,  and 
earnestly  recommend  its  adoption.

AN   ORDINANCE 

For  the  government  and  the  protection  of  the  Department  for  Supplying  the 
City  with  Water. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  if  any  plumber  or  other  per- 
son shall,  without  a  permit  from  the  Register  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  Supplying  the  City  with  Water,  introduce  a  ferrule 
into  any  public  or  private  pipes,  or  form  any  connection  or 
communication  whatever  with  said  pipes,  or  break  ground  for 
that  or  any  other  similar  purpose  in  the  public  streets  or 
alleys,  or  introduce  or  use  a  ferrule  of  a  larger  diameter  than 
is  specified  in  such  permit,  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  that 
specified  in  such  permit,  such  person  so  offending  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  such  offence  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars,  and  for  every  day's  continuance  of  such  offence 
after  notice,  the  sum  of  one  dollar;  and  no  plumber  or 
other  person,  guilty  of  any  of  the  said  offences,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  any  permit  for  the  introduction  of  water 
on  any  premises  whatever,  until  such  penalty  shall  be 
paid. 

Sect.  2.  Every  person  who  may  be  supplied  with  the 
water  from  any  of  the  City  Water  Works,  from  a  branch  to  be 
hereafter  connected  with  a  private  pipe,  shall  have  a  suffi- 
cient stopcock  affixed  to  the  said  branch,  as  near  as  con- 
veniently may  be«to  the  private  pipe  aforesaid,  so  as  to  stop 
the  supply  of  water  through  the  said  branch  when  requisite, 
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and  not  interrupt  the  supply  to  other  persons  having  the 
right  to  use  the  pipe  with  which  such  connection  may  be 
formed  ;  and  every  person  who  may  hereafter  be  supplied 
with  water  from  a  private  pipe  having  a  branch  or  branches 
connected  therewith  as  aforesaid,  shall  in  like  manner  have 
a  sufficient  stopcock  affixed  to  such  private  pipe  above  the 
said  branch  or  branches,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  ;  and  in 
case  of  a  neglect  or  refusal  to  have  such  sufficient  stop- 
cock affixed  as  aforesaid,  every  person  so  offending,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  All  plumbers  or  other  persons  employed  to  lay 
branch  pipes,  communications  with  private  pipes,  or  private 
pipes  having  a  branch  or  branches  as  aforesaid,  or  to  alter 
or  repair  such  branch  pipes  or  private  pipes  as  aforesaid, 
are  required  and  enjoined  to  affix  to  such  branch  pipes  and 
private  pipes,  sufficient  stopcocks,  with  proper  openings  to 
the  same,  walled  up  and  covered  as  hereinafter  mentioned, 
under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  neglect  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  Over  every  stopcock  hereafter  placed  either 
within  the  limits  of  any  footway,  or  in  the  manner  herein- 
before specified,  there  shall  be  left  an  opening  at  least  three 
inches  square,  which  shall  be  walled  up  with  brick  or  stone, 
and  securely  covered  with  the  same  kind  of  material,  or 
with  iron,  in  such  manner  as  that  the  situation  of  the  said 
stopcock  may  be  readily  distinguished,  which  covering,  if 
placed  in  any  public  street  or  alley,  shall  be  even  with  the 
surrounding  pavement ;  and  if  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any 
building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises  into  which  the  water 
may  have  been  introduced,  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  this 
provision,  or  shall  knowingly  suffer  such  opening,  if  in  any 
public  street  or  alley,  to  remain  uncovered  after  notice  to 
such  owner  or  occupier,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sect.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  selling  water,  or  offering 
the  same  for  sale,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  such  offence. 

Sect.  6.  All  permits  hereafter  issued  for  the  introduction 
of  wash  paves,  shall  contain  a  proviso  that  the  same  shall 
be  constructed  so  that  the  water  may  be  checked  by  a  stop- 
cock in  the  street,  and  any  person  who  shall  construct,  or 
cause  to  be  constructed  a  wash  pave  without  having  a  stop- 
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cock  that  may  be  used  from  the  street,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offence. 

Sect.  7.  That  wash  paves  shall  not  be  used  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  from  the  first  of  May  to  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  between  the  hours  of  eight  A.  M. 
and  seven  P.  M.,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  offence. 

Sect.  8.  That  no  permit  shall  issue  for  the  introduction 
of  the  water  or  for  the  extension  of  any  pipe  used  for  the 
conveyance  of  such  water  in  any  premises,  until  the  owner 
of  such  premises,  or  his  or  her  authorized  agent,  shall  have 
given  his  or  her  consent  thereto  in  writing. 

Sect.  9.  That  all  persons  who  may  intend  to  discontinue 
the  use  of  water,  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Eegister 
of  the  Water  Department,  at  the  office  of  the  Eegister,  on 
or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  in  any  year,  and 
on  their  failure  so  to  do,  shall  be  chargeable  with  and  pay 
the  whole  rent  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

Sect.  10.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Department  for  Supplying  the  City  with  Water,  and 
such  other  persons  as  may  be  empowered  for  the  purpose 
by  him,  to  enter  at  any  time,  beUveen  sunrise  and  sunset, 
in  any  building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises,  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  the  pipes  of  conduit,  and  ascertaining  whether 
the  same  and  the  cocks  or  fixtures  thereof  are  in  proper 
order  and  repair,  and  for  cutting  off  the  pipes  of  commu- 
nications where  delinquencies  occur  in  the  payment  of 
water  rent,  and  ascertaining  whether  any  violation  of  this 
Ordinance  may  exist;  and  any  person  who  shall  obstruct  or 
oppose  the  officer  aforesaid,  in  making  such  examination, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

Sect.  11.  The  said  Chief  Engineer,  or  the  persons  au- 
thorized by  him  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  authorized  to  inquire 
at  any  dwelling  or  other  place  where  any  unnecessary  waste 
of  water  proceeds,  into  the  cause  of  the  same,  and  if  said 
waste  proceeds  from  want  of  repair  in  the  pipes  or  other 
fixtures,  and  if  the  owner  of  such  dwelling  or  place  shall 
neglect  or  refuse,  upon  twenty-four  hours'  written  notice 
being  given,  to  have  the  necessary  repairs  made  forthwith, 
the  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  and  is  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  shut  off  the  water  leading  to  such  place  or  dwelling, 
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and  any  person  who  shall  let  on  the  water  before  the  neces- 
sary repairs  are  made,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
dollars. 

Sect.  12.  If  any  person  shall  permit  the  water  to  flow 
unnecessarily  from  any  part  of  a  private  pipe  or  the  fix- 
tures thereof  on  his  or  her  premises,  or  the  premises  by  him 
or  her  occupied,  either  within  a  building  or  enclosure,  or 
on  any  street,  court  or  alley,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  each  offence  the  sum  of  five  dollars;  and  in  all 
cases  where  several  premises  receive  a  supply  of  water  by 
branches,  hydrants  or  other  fixtures  uniting  with  a  private 
common  pipe,  each  and  every  person  who  may  so  receive  the 
water  shall  be  bound  to  keep  such  common  pipe  in  repair, 
and  in  case  of  waste  by  a  leak  or  leaks  therefrom,  shall  be 
severally  liable  for  the  penalty  above  inflicted ;  and  if  at 
any  time  it  shall  be  necessary  to  repair  a  private  pipe 
within  the  limits  of  the  cartway  of  any  public  street,  court 
or  alley,  a  permit  shall  be  first  taken  out  for  so  doing,  and 
the  expense  for  repaying  shall  be  paid  by  such  owner  or 
occupier. 

Sect.  13.  Whenever  an  attachment  of  a  private  pipe  is 
required  to  be  made1  to  the  iron  main,  notice  thereof  shall 
be  given  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  for  Sup- 
plying the  City  with  Water,  one  clay  at  least  previous  to 
breaking  the  ground  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  Chief 
Engineer  shall  provide  and  furnish  a  ferrule  of  a  size  for 
which  a  permit  has  been  granted,  and  shall  shut  off  the 
water  to  drill  the  opening  into  the  said  iron  main,  and  insert 
therein  the  said  ferrule  ;  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  com- 
pensation for  said  ferrule  and  service  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Kegister  before  said  service  shall  be  performed  :  Provided, 
nevertheless,  That  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  a  compensation 
for  said  ferrule  and  service  shall  not  be  required  from  such 
persons  whose  ferrules  have  been  or  shall  be  detached  in 
order  to  lay  the  iron  main. 

Sect.  14.  All  private  pipes  conveying  the  water,  shall 
be  laid  the  same  depth  as  the  public  main  in  the  street,  from 
the  said  main  to  the  stopcock  of  said  private  pipe  on  the 
footway,  and  five  feet  of  lead  pipe  of  not  more  than  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch  in  diameter  larger  than  the  ferrule,  must 
be  laid  between  the  ferrule  and  any  iron  or  other  larger 
pipe   used   to  supply  the  premises,  and  every  plumber  or 
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other  person  employed  in  laying  such  private  pipes,  shall, 
for  each  neglect  of  the  provisions  herein  contained,  be  fined 
the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  be  liable  for  the  expense  in- 
curred in  taking  up  and  relaying  said  private  pipe  of  the 
required  depth. 

Sect.  15.  In  case  any  plumber  or  other  person  shall  open 
or  close  any  of  the  public  stopcocks-  of  the  pipes  of  con- 
duit in  the  streets,  without  being  duly  authorized  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  for  Supplying  the  City 
with  Water,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sect.  16.  Not  more  than  one  house  shall  hereafter  be 
supplied  with  water  from  one  ferrule,  except  by  special 
permission,  and  wherever  two  or  more  houses  shall  have 
been  thus  supplied  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, and  any  one  of  such,  houses  shall  be  delinquent  in 
payment  of  water  rent,  or  have  leaky  fixtures  on  the  premi- 
ses, it  shall  be  lawful  to  cut  off  the  supply,  by  detaching 
the  pipe  of  the  delinquent  or  leaky  premises,  until  the 
leaky  fixtures  are  repaired ;  the  delinquent  rent,  and  all 
expense  of  detaching  and  re-attaching  paid  without  any 
liability  or  claim  whatever  against  the  City,  by  reason  of 
such  shutting  off  of  the  water. 

Sect.  17.  All  persons  who  may  be  supplied  with  the 
water  from  any  of  the  City  Water  Works,  shall  keep  their 
own  service-pipe,  stopcocks,  and  apparatus  in  good  order 
and  repair,  and  protected  from  frost  at  their  own  risk  and 
expense,  and  shall  prevent  all  unnecessary  waste  of  water  ; 
and  it  is  expressly  stipulated,  that  no  claim  shall  be  made 
against  the  City  by  reason  of  the  breaking  of  any  service- 
pipe  or  service-cock,  or  from  damage  arising  from  shutting 
off  water  to  repair  mains,  or  make  private  connections  with 
the  same. 

Sect.  18.  In  all  cases  where  the  water  has  been  turned 
off  for  non-payment  of  water  rent,  or  fur  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  turned 
on  again  until  all  expenses  attending  the  said  turning  off 
of  the  water,  together  with  the  rent  and  penalty  that  may 
be  due,  be  paid.  If  it  is  found  that  the  water  has  beeu 
turned  on  again  without  compliance  with  the  above  re- 
quirements, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Purveyor  to  cause  the 
ferrule  to  be  drawn,  and  it  shall  not  be  inserted  again  until 
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all  back  rents  and  penalties  are  paid,  and  five  dollars  for 
drawing  and  replacing  the  ferrule. 

Sect.  19.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  open  and 
use  any  fire-plug  for  building  purposes,  street  sprinkling, 
or  supply  of  shipping,  or  shall  permit  any  plug  to  be  so 
used  by  any  person  in  his  or  their  employ,  for  any  purpose 
Avhatever,  except  in  case  of  fire  in  the  neighborhood,  with- 
out a  permit  for  that  purpose,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  pen- 
alty of  five  dollars  for  the  first,  and  fifteen  dollars  for  each 
offence  thereafter. 

Sect.  20.  Any  person  or  persons  who  have  been  per- 
mitted to  introduce  upon  his,  her,  or  their  premises,  a  fire 
plug  for  the  protection  of  their  property  from  fire,  who  shall 
use,  or  permit  the  same  to  be  used,  for  sprinkling  or  wash- 
ing the  yards  or  street,  filling  wells,  boilers,  tanks,  or  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  except  its  legitimate  use  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  for  the  first  offence,  and  upon  a  repetition  of  said 
offence  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  authorized  to  detach 
the  connection  of  said  plug  from  the  main,  notwithstanding 
the  cost  of  the  introduction  of  the  said  plug  was  paid  by 
the  said  parties. 

Sect.  21.  Any  person  who  shall  obstruct  the  access  to 
any  fire  plug,  stopcock,  or  other  fixture  connected  with  the 
supply  of  water  to  the  City,  by  placing  thereon  stone,  brick, 
lumber,  dirt,  or  any  other  material,  or  who  shall  permit 
any  such  material  to  be  placed  thereon  by  those  in  his  em- 
ploy, shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
'each  offence,  and  an  additional  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
day  the  same  shall  be  continued,  after  notice  for  the  removal 
of  such  obstruction  shall  have  been  served,  and  pay  all  ex- 
penses of  removal.  Any  carter,  teamster,  builder,  fireman, 
or  other  person  doing  damage  to  any  fire  plug,  stopcock,  or 
other  fixture,  connected  with  the  supply  ot  water  to  the 
City,  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence, 
and  pay  the  cost  of  repairs  made  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
damage  done. 

Sect.  22.  Any  person  or  persons  allowing  water  to  flow 
into  and  from  any  horse  trough,  or  other  fixture  used  for 
watering  horses,  when  not  in  actual  use,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sect.  23.   Whenever  it  shall  be  considered   necessary  to 
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accurately  determine  the  quantity  of  water  used  hj  manu- 
facturers, distillers,  hotels,  or  other  large  consumers,  other 
than  private  houses,  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  attach  meters 
to  the  several  pipes  supplying  the  premises,  to  which  meter 
the  officers  of  the  Department  shall  have  access  at  all  sea- 
sonable times,  as  provided  by  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sect.  24.  Whenever  any  person  shall  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  water,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Register  immediately  to 
make  report  thereof  in  Avriting,  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  who, 
on  receiving  the  same,  shall  cause  the  ferrule  of  such  per- 
son so  discontinuing  as  aforesaid  to  be  detached  from  the 
pipe  of  conduit. 

Sect.  25.  Whenever  any  person  shall  notify  his  intention 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  water,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
Register  of  the  Department  for  Supplying  the  City  with 
Water,  for  the  charges  of  detaching  the  ferrule  from  the 
pipe  of  conduit,  and  the  expense  of  repaving  over  the  water 
pipe,  as  follows,  to  wit:  where  the  ferrule  is  detached  from 
a  public  iron  conduit,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ;  and  until 
such  payment  is  made,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  discon- 
tinue the  use  of  the  water  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  26.  All  persons  desiring  to  sprinkle  the  streets 
from  carts,  must,  upon  taking  out  a  permit  for  the  same, 
give  a  bond,  with  approved  security,  in  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  guaranteeing  to  pay  the  expense  of  any 
repair  made  necessary  by  reason  of  damage  done  to  the 
fire  plugs  by  the  parties  employed  in  said  sprinkling;  and 
any  such  parties  neglecting  to  use  spanners  for  the  opening 
of  the  plugs,  or  leaving  them  open  after  using  them,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence. 

Sect.  27.  The  penalty  for  each  and  every  violation  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  recoverable  as  sums  of  like  amount 
are  now  recoverable  by  law. 

Sect.  28.  This  Ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  June,  1871;  and  all  Ordinances  or 
parts  thereof,  inconsistent  with,  or  which  are  supplied  by 
this  Ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regu- 
lations, to  whom  was  referred  the  accompanying  bill,  to  re- 
peal a  certain  proviso  in  Ordinance  making  the  appropria- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Highways,  &c,  for  the  year 
1871,  would  report,  that  this  bill  refers  to  the  proviso  of 
Item  No.  20  of  said  Ordinance,  where  the  material  of  which 
inlets  are  to  be  made  is  restricted  to  cast  iron.  As  directed 
by  this  Chamber,  your  Committee  have  received  reports 
from  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  upon  the  subject,  which  are  here- 
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unto  appended.  ¥e  have  also  visited  many  points  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  the  iron  inlets  as  set,  and  as  have 
been  in  use  for  many  years.  One  objection  pointed  out 
Avas,  that  the  covers  of  the  ventilator  pipes  had  been  re- 
moved; and  the  statement  Avas  made.to  us,  that  this  open- 
ing permitted  the  washings  of  the  street  to  pass  into  the 
sewer.  This  is  a  mistake,  and  gave  evidence  of  a  want  of 
information  as  to  the  construction  of  the  inlet,  for  this  pipe 
(although  not  used  in  the  inlets  put  in  during  the  past  few 
years)  is  so  placed  in  the  drip  plate,  that  all  washings  pas- 
sing into  it  drop  into  the  sumph  in  from  of  the  trap  plate, 
and  cannot  therefore  get  into  the  sewer  until  the  sumph  is 
full,  which,  in  ordinary  cases,  would  require  several  days  ; 
and  as  during  that  time,  the  flooding  of  the  street  would 
show  that  the  trap  is  closed  with  dirt,  and  that  the  inlet  re- 
quired cleaning  out;  there  is  but  little  probability  of  the 
dirt  filling  up  outside  the  trap  so  as  to  reach  the  sewer. 
The  covering  of  this  pipe  having  been  carried  off,  does  not 
affect  the  relative  value  of  the  inlets  in  question,  for  if  the 
opening  is  objectionable  iu  those  now  in  use,  a  simple 
Avooden  plug  driven  into  the  hole,  costing  a  i"ew  cents,  will 
at  once  convert  it  into  an  inlet  of  ordinary  construction. 
As  to  the  mode  of  setting  the  iron  inlets,  as  in  all  other 
matters,  it  requires  care,  and  if  properly  placed  as  to  height, 
and  Avell  rammed  around,  as  they  should  be,  there  seems  to 
be  no  reason  Avhy  their  permanency  should  be  questioned. 
Some  points,  AAdiere  the  top  plate  did  not  conform  to  the 
level  of  the  curb,  we  feel  assured,  was  owing  to  the  settling 
of  the  curbs  immediately  outside  of  inlet,  and  not  to  any 
movement  of  the  inlet  itself.  As  to  the  matter  of  rust- 
ing, there  can  be  no  more  danger  on  that  point,  than  for 
the  cast-iron  water  pipes  laid  throughout  the  City,  and  sub- 
jected in  a  manner  to  the  same  duty.  In  matter  of  cost,  we 
have  submitted  before  us  a  proposal  to  build  any  and  all 
inlets  of  cast-iron  that  the  City  might  require,  for  £145 
each.  These  are  the  general  points  treated  of  in  the  re- 
ports annexed,  and  us  there  may  occasionally  be  points  met 
with  Avhere  the  cast-iron  inlet,  as  constructed,  might  be  dif- 
ficult to  arrange  with  reference  to  the  elevation  of  the 
sewer,  it  is  deemed  proper  that  the  restriction  iu  Item  No. 
20,  should  be  modified  as  to  permit  some  discretion  as  to 
their  use,  so  as  to  prevent  the  necessity  of  coming  to  Coun 
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cils  for  such  permission,  whenever  the  difficulty  presents 
itself,  thus  requiring  delay  and  expenditure. 

We  therefore  present  for  your  action,  a  bill  tending  to 
such  end,  and  have  made  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
the  arbiter  in  such  matters,  as  it  is  only  in  the  Department 
of  Surveys,  where  the  information  to  decide  such  questions 
can  be  found. 

We  now  return  the  bill  referred,  with  a  negative  report, 
and  submit  a  new  supplementary  bill,  and  ask  its  adoption.

To  the  Committee  ou  Surveys. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  here- 
with furnish  a  written  opinion  of  the  comparative  durability 
and  economy  of  iron  and  stone,  or  brick  inlets. 

As  to  the  durability  of  the  two  kinds,  I  can  only  say, 
that  brick  and  stone  inlets  have  been  in  use  from  the  earliest 
days  of  underground  drainage  in  this  City  up  to  the  present 
time. 

There  are  now  in  use  and  in  good  condition  brick  and 
stone  inlets  that  were  constructed  a  half  century  or  more 
ago,  which  I  have  never  known  (during  the  past  thirty 
years  that  I  have  been  engaged  in  building  and  repairing 
inlets)  to  be  out  of  order  or  requiring  repairs. 

Some  in  more  exposed  situations  have  been  repaired,  and 
I  find  it  necessary  to  furnish  only  a  small  amount  of  new 
material  to  put  them  in  perfect  repair.  In  changing  the 
locality  of  some  of  these  inlets,  we  find  the  material  used  in 
their  construction,  years  ago,  in  good  condition,  and  suita- 
ble for  use  again. 

Iron  inlets  are  of  recent  introduction,  having  been  in  use 
about  twelve  years,  and  I  cannot  speak  positively  of  their 
''comparative  durability,"  believing  that  their  durability 
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depends  somewhat  upon  the  nature  of  the  earth  surround- 
ing them.  In  removing  and  repairing,  we  find  them  more 
or  less  damaged  by  rust.  My  opinion  is  that  inlets  built  of 
brick  and  flag  stone  are  the  most  durable. 

As  to  the  "  economy,"  I  am  satisfied  that  brick  and  stone 
inlets  are  far  more  economical,  and  for  that  reason  alone  I 
advocate  their  general  use. 

An  iron  inlet  of  the  present  pattern  costs,  when  placed  in 
position,  from  $175  to  $225, — the  last  constructed  on  Broad 
street,  south  of  Germantown  avenue,  were  awarded  to  the 
contractor  at  $225  each.  Brick  and  stone  inlets  of  the  best 
kind,  with  greater  capacity  for  discharging  water,  could 
have  been  placed  there  for  $125  each. 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  of  Highways  had 
constructed,  of  good  material,  by  superior  workmen,  and 
under  close  supervision,  "  two  hundred  and  eleven"  inlets,  a 
greater  part  of  this  number  were  of  the  medium  size  (No. 
2,)  and  having  a  greater  capacity  than  the  iron  inlet  now  in 
use.  A  stone  inlet  of  this  size  costs  $125.  We  have  never 
paid  for  the  iron  inlet  less  than  $175,  frequently  much  more. 
At  this  rate,  if  the  two  hundred  and  eleven  put  in  of  brick 
and  stone  were  No  2,  they  would  have  cost  in  the  aggregate 
$2(3,375,  whereas  if  iron  of  the  same  capacity  had  been  used, 
the  aggregate  cost  would  have  been  $36,925,  or  $10,550 
more  than  good  brick  and  stone. 

It  has  been  urged  by  the  advocates  of  iron  that  the  cost 
of  repairing  brick  and  stone  inlets  is  enormous.  I  am  in- 
formed by  John  E.  Addieks,  Esq.,  Health  Officer,  that  there 
are  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten  inlets  in  the  City, 
cleansed  by  the  contractors  under  the  Health  Department. 
I  have  examined  carefully  the  books  of  the  Department  of 
Highways,  and  find  that  the  amount  paid  for  repairing  inlets 
in  the  City,  for  the  year  1870,  does  not  reach  $5,0U0,  estima- 
ting this  amount  as  the  aggregate  cost,  we  find  that  the  re- 
pairs average  $1.78  cents  ior  each  inlet  in  use. 

During  the  yeur  we  found  it  necessary  to  repair  some  of 
the  iron  inlets.  Without  being  able  to  say  positively  how 
many,  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  number  was  proportionate  to 
the  brick  and  stone,  and  the  cost  far  greater,  for  the  reason 
if  a  single  plate  be  injured  or  broken  it  is  necessary  to  have 
an  entire  new  piece  cast,  and  sometimes  the  taking  out  of 
the  entire  inlet  is  found  necessary. 
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There  are  localities  where  it  would  be  advantageous  to 
use  the  iron  inlet,  and  again  it  would  be  impossible  in  some 
situations  to  use  them,  unless  a  pattern  were  made  for  each, 
which  would  largely  iucrease  the  expense.  During  the  past 
year  we  attempted  to  place  an  iron  inlet  at  the  corner  of 
Twelfth  and  Stead  man,  it  was  lowered  into  position,  and 
when  the  bricklayer  opened  the  culvert  to  make  connection 
therewith,  he  found  it  so  near  the  surface  of  the  ground  that 
the  water  would  not  flow  into  the  sewer.  The  only  remedy 
for  this  was  to  have  the  patterns  altered,  a  new  inlet  cast, 
or  to  construct  it  of  brick  and  stone.  The  iron  inlet  was  at 
considerable  expense  hoisted  out  of  the  trench  and  removed 
to  another  point,  and  a  brick  one,  without  any  difficulty, 
substituted. 

Under  the  "  proviso1'  requiring  all  inlets  to  be  of  iron,  we 
would  have  been  compelled  to  call  upon  a  pattern  maker 
for  an  alteration,  or  an  entire  new  pattern,  and  awaited  for 
days  or  weeks  for  the  inlet,  the  street  meanwhile  being 
obstructed  by  an  open  trench,  and  made  impassable  and 
dangerous. 

This  may  occur  in  many  localities,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades,  along  the  river  fronts,  on  both  sides  of  the  City. 
Many  of  the  inlets  have  no  traps,  and  many  are  constructed 
to  suit  the  particular  surroundings;  some  are  "  drop  inlets," 
costing  very  little  to  construct,  but  are  all  that  is  required 
for  the  place. 

If  the  "proviso"  is  not  repealed,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
have  expensive  patterns  made,  and  as  there  is  great  varia- 
tion in  them  these  will  require  frequent  alteration  or  entire 
renewal. 

Another  serious  objection  to  the  general  use  of  iron  inlets 
is  the  difficulty  of  conforming  the  top  to  the  level  of  the 
foot  pavement,  the  inlet  top  is  firmly  attached  to  the  lower 
part,  and  when  the  curb  stakes  are  altered,  or  the  footway 
relaid,  it  leaves  the  inlet  top  projecting  far  above  the  level, 
or  correspondingly  below  it,  requiring  a  complete  resetting 
of  the  work  at  a  cost  sometimes  greater  than  the  original. 

When  this  occurs,  where  there  are  brick  inlets,  it  is  neces- 
sary only  to  add  or  take  away,  (as  the  case  may  require,)  a 
course  of  bricks,  at  a  trifling  cost,  and  the  work  is  made  co 
conform  to  the  foot  pavement.  This  frequently  occurs,  and 
there  are  at  this  time  many  iron  inlets,  projecting  far  above 
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or  sunken  below  the  sidewalk,  these  are  permitted  to  re- 
main so  because  of  the  heavy  expense  attending  the  neces- 
sary alteration.  1  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
to  those  on  the  line  of  Cohocksink  creek,  west  of  Front 
street,  and  especially  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Fourth  and 
Canal  streets,  on  the  line  of  said  creek,  these  are  fair  samples 
of  the  whole  number  put  in  since  they  were  first  introduced. 

I  trust  that  Councils  will,  in  their  wisdom,  repeal  the 
"proviso,"  and  permit  the  Department  to  exercise  their 
judgment  in  the  matter,  as  they  have  always  done.  If  they 
do  not,  it  will  be  necessary  before  midsummer  to  ask  them 
to  pass  special  Ordinances  for  authority  to  construct,  at 
various  points,  inlets  other  than  iron. 

Already  in  some  places  inlets  are  asked  for,  that  if  they 
are  to  be  of  iron  will  require  a  new  pattern  to  be  made,  and. 
perhaps  may  never  be  used  again.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  directions  of  your 
Committee,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the  relative  durability 
of  inlets  constructed  of  cast-iron,  with  those  built  of  bricks 
and  stone,  I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  cast-iron  inlets  were  intro- 
duced some  twelve  years  ago,  in  the  construction  of  the  arte- 
rial sewers  built  in  1859,  i860  and  1861,  and  as  then  set,  upon 
the  line  of  the  Cohocksink,  between  Front  and  Ninth  streets, 
on  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Twenty- fourth  street,  from 
Wood  to  the  Spring  Garden  Water  Works,  on  Montgomery 
avenue  from  Ninth  to  Broad  street,  and  on  many  branch 
sewers,  I  believe  they  still  stand.  The  construction  of  cast- 
iron  inlets  was  continued  from  this  time  until  the  price  of 
iron  consequent  upon  the  war,  increased  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  preclude  its  use  for  such  purposes,  but  within  the 
past  two  years  I  have  in  all  cases  adopted  them  wherever 
the  selection  of  material  has  been  within  my  authority,  and 
in  this  connection,  beg  leave  to  say  that  no  patent  covers  the 
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inlet,  and  its  manufacture  is  therefore  open  to  all ;  an  im- 
portant appendage  as  a  ventilator,  is  patented,  and  belongs 
to  S.J.  Cresswell,  Esq.,  but  it  is  not  an  absolutely  necessary 
appendage,  and  is  held  by  him  only  on  condition  that  no 
charge  of  right  to  use  shall  be  made  against  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  This  pipe  is  not  only  a  ventilator  to  relieve 
the  sewer  and  obviate  the  injurious  effects  of  compressed 
air,  but  prevents  an  overflow  of  the  street,  when  from  inat- 
tention to  its  proper  cleansing  the  sumph  becomes  so  filled 
with  street-washings  as  to  rise  above  the  trap.  In  general 
plan  and  proportions  the  cast-iron  is  identical  with  the  brick 
inlet,  the  only  difference  in  fact  being  in  the  material  of 
which  they  are  constructed,  and  the  comparative  value  of 
brick  laid  in  lime  mortar,  with  cast-iron  as  regards  dura- 
bility, is  a  point  I  think  needless  to  enlarge  upon.  This 
item  of  durability  in  material  I  deem  of  great  value,  but 
there  are  other  advantages  worthy  of  notice.  The  fact  that 
it  is  of  cast-iron  enables  us  to  have  it  constructed  as  a 
"machine,"  entire  and  complete,  subject  to  close  inspection, 
before  it  is  buried  up  and  hidden  from  view,  and  here,  as  in 
all  municipal  work,  there  should  be  careful  supervision,  for 
I  have  reason  to  believe  that  in  some  cases  the  proportions 
given  in  the  original  drawing  furnished  at  this  Department 
have  not  been  adhered  to,  but  this  at  a  glance  almost,  can 
be  detected.  The  "  machine"  being  delivered  on  the  ground 
complete  in  all  its  parts;  the  work  of  digging  a  pit,  setting 
it  in  place,  and  filling  in  closely  and  compactly  arouud 
it,  requires  but  little  skilled  labor.  The  extension  sleeve 
now  used  at  its  connection  with  the  brick  neck  to  sewer, 
prevents  a  possible  opening  of  the  brick  joints  at  that  point, 
as  occurred  to  one  or  two  of  the  iirst  used.  I  have  known 
of  a  few  covers  to  cast-iron  inlets  being  broken,  but  it  was 
not  owing  to  the  inlets  being  made  of  cast-iron,  any  other 
inlet,  subject  to  the  same  forces  would  have  in  all  proba- 
bility suffered  to  a  greater  extent ;  such  has  occurred  mostly 
at  corners  of  small  streets  where  heavy  wagons  have  been 
carelessly  driven  against  and  upon  them. 

These  covers  are  less  liable  to  disturbance  than  those  of 
the  brick  inlets,  for  on  the  cast-iron  they  are  secured  by 
bolts  and  lugs,  while  on  the  brick  they  depend  solely  upon 
their  own  weight,  and  their  relative  weights  should  differ 
but  little  if  any.    A  fracture  of  these  bolts  does  not  seriously 
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injure  the  top,  as  it  can  be  replaced  without  either  much 
time,  trouble  or  cost,  and  I  would  here  add  as  the  particular 
point  in  question  is  as  to  the  material,  cast-iron  ;  that  if  in 
design  or  plan  they  do  not  as  now  constructed  meet  all  the 
requirements  in  resisting  the  blows  from  heavy  wagons 
driven  by  careless  teamsters,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  modi- 
fying or  changing  such  plan  without  increased  cost.  Another 
point  is  that  they  resist  the  effect  of  frost,  which  is  so  de- 
structive to  the  ordinary  inlets  at  the  street  openings,  while 
the  depth  of  seven  feet  below  the  pavement  is  a  safe-guard 
to  the  iron  body.  Again,  as  the  inside  surface  presents  no 
inequalities  as  impediments  to  the  free  use  of  the  cleansing 
tools,  they  are  emptied  of  street  detritus  with  greater  facility, 
and  therefore  more  rapidly  and  more  frequently  emptied. 

In  the  construction  of  brick  inlets  I  believe  there  is  very  often 
but  little,  if  any,  regard  given  to  the  details  of  the  specification 
or  quality  of  material,  and  if  constructed  under  any  super- 
vision or  inspection,  that  inspection  should  be  continuous 
during  construction.  A  deviation  from  the  specification  re- 
sults either  in  expensive  repairs  or  a  renewal  in  repair,  from 
the  want  of  a  proper  thickness  to  the  back  or  side  walls,  or 
the  use  of  common  instead  of  hydraulic  lime  in  preparing  the 
mortar  used,  and  in  renewal,  from  the  careless  adjustment 
of  the  trap-stone  which  from  a  want  of  an  appreciation  of  the 
necessity  of  observing  the  specifications  is  often  so  placed 
as  to  permit  the  effluvia  from  sewer  to  escape  and  poison 
the  surrounding  atmosphere  to  the  great  anno}rance  of  the 
adjacent  residents.  Another  point  often  disregarded  is  the 
position  of  the  foot  of  slope,  from  bridge  to  bottom  of  inlet, 
by  which  a  proper  cleansing  cannot  be  effected.  None  of 
these  can  occur  with  the  cast-iron  inlet  as  they  are  a  "ma- 
chine," made  to  hand,  cast  from  a  pattern,  and  can  be  seen 
and  examined  as  so  perfected  above  ground,  prior  to  use. 

As  to  the  relative  cost  of  brick  and  iron  inlets  I  would 
state  that  from  the  record  of  bills  signed  by  me,  there  were 
during  the  year  past,  exclusive  of  those  embraced  in  sewer 
contracts,  two  hundred  and  three  inlets  built  of  brick,  of 
which  one  hundred  and  eighteen  cost  $125  each,  and  eighty- 
five,  $150  each  ;  and  that  there  is  now  before  me  a  proposal 
from  a  responsible  and  acceptable  firm,  to  build  cast-iron 
inlets  with  ventilator  pipe  and  neck  complete  for  $145  each. 
I  regret  that  my  Department  has  no  accounts  to  show  the 
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expenses  of  repairs  to  either  the  iron  or  brick  inlets,  but  I 
am  firmly  convinced  that  a  careful  statement  of  cost  with 
old  material  credited  will  give  but  a  small  item  of  expendi- 
ture for  repairs  to  those  constructed  of  iron  ;  and  in  estimating 
this  cost  the  number  of  inlets  of  each  character  repaired, 
should  alone  be  considered  as  an  average  cost  where  the 
very  large  number  of  inlets  throughout  the  City  is  takeu  to 
compute  that  average  will  not  give  a  fair  statement  of  the 
information  sought.  It  would  be  indeed  a  serious  affair  to 
suppose  that  every  inlet  throughout  the  City  needed  repair 
during  each  year.  As  to  the  general  adoption  of  cast- 
iron  inlets,  I  may  be  permitted  to  say,  that  there  are  occa- 
sionally instances  where  they  could  not  be  used  without 
materially  changing  their  form,  which  the  expense  would 
not  justify;  and  that  therefore  there  should  be  discretion 
exercised  by  some  officer  of  the  City,  as  to  what  character 
of  inlet  should  be  adopted.  There  have  been  cases  where  the 
water  pipes  were  so  located  as  to  require  an  adjustment  of 
the  height  of  the  bridge  wall,  and  in  a  very  few  locations  the 
sewers  are  so  shallow  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  the  iron  inlet, 
but  such  points  are  very  few  ;  as  in  all  matters  connected 
with  our  municipal  affairs  the  best  arrangements  and  plans 
may  be  defeated  in  efficiency  by  bad  workmen,  and  this  has 
been  particularly  evident  in  the  matter  of  inlets  both  as  to 
those  of  brick  and  iron,  the  one  as  to  bad  material  and  work- 
manship, the  other  in  setting,  but  there  is  unquestionably 
less  liability  for  imperfect  work  in  the  iron  than  in  the 
brick,  for  reasons  before  noted  ;  and  I  therefore  believe 
that  in  the  use  of  cast-iron  for  inlets,  constructed  of  proper 
design  and  weight,  we  will  secure  the  greatest  durability 
and  reduce  the  item  of  repairs  to  the  minimum.

Dear  Sir  : — As  you  have  inquired  of  me  whether  an 
arrangement  could  not  be  made  by  which  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital,  would  voluntary  surrender  a  strip  of  their  ground 
on  the  south  side  of  Haverford  street,  across  the  valley  of 
Mill  creek,  to  enable  the  City  to  effect  the  widening  of  said 
street  on  the  plan  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Surveys, 
I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  while  the  hospital  property  has 
been  decided  by  the  Court  to  be  exempted  from  liability  to 
be  cut  by  any  street,  on  the  ground  that  they  have  thrown 
out  and  dedicated  streets  on  the  eastern  and  western  sides 
of  their  property,  and  thus  obtained  a  contract  by  the 
Legislature  for  their  protection,  which  cannot  be  violated 
under  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  in  relation  to  such  dedication; 
still,  I  think  I  may  venture  to  say,  that  there  would  be  a 
disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  the  Hospital,  to 
make  some  concession  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public 
if  the  case  is  urgent.  If,  therefore,  you  shall  find  that  the 
proposed  widening  cannot  be  accomplished  by  taking  the 
increased  breadth  off  the  land  on  the  north  side  of  the 
street,  I  think  a  contract  might  be  effected  between  the 
City  and  the  hospital,  whereby  the  latter  would  surrender, 
without  charge,  the  required  strip  across  Mill  creek  valley, 
to  the  City,  for  the  purpose  of  widening  Haverford  street, 
upon  condition  that  the  City  would  cause  the  footway  in  front 
of  the  hospital  property  to  be  filled  up  and  brought  to  the 
legal  grade,  at  the  City's  expense. 

If  you  think  this  proposal  worth  submitting  to  Councils 
for  their  action,  I  give  you  authority  to  submit  the  same 
accordingly.

No  bill  or  estimate  for  the  construction  of  any 
branch  sewer  or  inlet,  or  repair  of  either,  shall  be  paid, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Sewers,  as  having  been  completed  in  accordance  with 
the  specifications,  or  in  case  of  repairs  where  no  specifica- 
tion is  drawn,  that  it  has  been  done  in  a  workmanlike 
manner ;  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  the  Principal  As- 
sistant Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Surveys.

Seventh  and  Irving  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of

Dear  Sir: — I  am  advised  that  your  honorable  Commit- 
tee have  awarded  to  me  a  portion  of  the  work  of  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Fairmount  bridge.  I  regret  that  I  am  obliged 
to  decline  accepting  a  part  of  this  work,  without  the  whole, 
for  the  following  reasons : 

The  contractor  for  the  superstructure  by  the  conditions 
of  the  specifications,  must  keep  and  maintain  the  travel 
across  the  present  suspension  bridge,  while  the  new  struc- 
ture is  being  erected  in  place. 

The  new  structure  is  located  precisely  in  the  same  place 
as  the  present  bridge.  The  present  towers  must  be  re- 
moved, and  false  ones  substituted  in  their  stead  by  the  con- 
tractor for  the  superstructure.  Additional  anchorings  must 
be  made  by  him  to  insure  safety,  not  only  to  the  tide  of 
travel,  but  to  his  new  structure  also,  which  is  to  be  erected 
in  the  place  of  the  old  one.  These  anchorages,  with  the 
back-stays,  reach  a  distance  of  nearly  one  hundred  feet 
behind  the  old  towers  at  each  end  of  the  bridge. 

The  masonry  of  the  new  work  is  most  intimately  con- 
nected with  these  back-stays  and  anchorages,  and  any  negli- 
gence, or  an  attempt  to  put  masonry  in  place  at  inopportune 
times  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  might  precipitate  the 
entire  superstructure  into  the  river.  The  responsibility  and 
loss  would  fall  upon  the  contractor  for  the  superstructure, 
and  not  upon  the  contractor  for  the  masonry. 

For  these  reasons,  I  must  decline  to  accept  your  award 
for  the  superstructure  and  iron  work  of  the  bridge,  at  the 
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same  time  begging  leave  to  say  that  I  will  gladly  accept  the 
entire  work  at  your  hands  at  the  prices,  item  by  item,  as 
will  be  found  in  my  bid.

have  known. 

After  the  passage  of  the  resolution  of  November,  1869, 
Mr.  Peters  claimed  the  contract  on  a  selection  by  a  majority 
of  the  owners,  and  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Faunce  by  a  like 
selection.  On  examination  it  was  ascertained  that  thirty- 
one  owners  had  chosen  each,  so  that  if  the  case  was  con- 
sidered without  them,  neither  had  a  majority,  and  if  the  case 
was  considered  with  them,  both  had  a  majority.  On  this 
state  of  uncertainty,  and  before  we  made  any  decision,  Mr. 
Peters  filed  a  bill  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  applied  for  a 
writ  of  mandamus  in  the  Common  Pleas.  The  case  was 
decided  in  each  case  in  his  favor,  but  on  an  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  action  of  the  judge  at  Nisi  Privs  was 
reversed,  and  we  have  appealed  from  the  decision  in  the 
mandamus  case,  and  are  advised  the  same  result  will  follow. 
Pending  this  case  in  Court  your  resolution  comes  to  us. 

Our  object  is  to  secure  some  final  opinion  on  our  duty 
when  such  conflicts  arise  by  virtue  of  several  selections  by 
a  majority  of  owners.  In  this  case  the  owners  have  no 
cause  for  complaint,  inasmuch  as  their  own  conduct  has 
produced  the  confusion. 

As  the  last  resolution  directs  us  to  enter  into  a  contract 
in  accordance  with  the  first  resolution,  we  beg  leave  to  say 
that  such  has  always  been  our  intention,  and  shall  of  course 
do  so,  so  soon  as  we  can  get  the  matter  out  of  the  courts.

Dear  Sir  : — In  my  last  two  annual  reports  submitted, 
and  also  in  a  special  communication  to  Councils,  I  have  al- 
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luded  to  the  condition  of  Girard  avenue  bridge,  as  being 
entirely  unfit  for  the  duty  required  of  it ;  and  now  from  still 
further  evidences  of  the  accuracy  of  my  statements,  I  feel 
imperatively  called  upon  to  say  that  immediate  measures 
should  be  taken  to  place  it  in  a  condition  of  absolute  security. 
I  feel  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  enlarge  upon  the  probable 
results  of  a  further  yielding  of  the  structure,  as  your  Com- 
mittee are  well  aware  of  its  requirements  as  connecting 
East  and  West  Fairmount  Park,  irrespective  of  the  ordi- 
nary travel  and  droves  of  cattle  that  seek  it  as  an  entrance 
into  the  northern  part  of  the  City.  A  survey  made  of  it,  at 
the  instance  of  the  Park  Commissioners  about  a  year  since, 
revealed,  unquestionably  its  want  of  integrity  as  an  import- 
ant thoroughfare,  and  they  so  reported  to  Councils;  but  the 
work  done  upon  it,  as  the  result  of  that  examination,  was 
not,  in  my  opinion,  such  as  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the 
case.  I  would  now  earnestly  recommend  that  immediate 
arrangements  be  made  by  which  each  of  the  three  spans 
may  be  supported  by  intermediate  trestles,  or  otnerwise, 
so  that  the  roadway  may  not  be  dependent  upon  the  trusses 
of  the  Bridge  alone.  A  proper  amount  of  repair  and  sup- 
porting works  will,  I  believe,  (without  making  an  estimate 
therefor,)  cost  at  least  $10,000.

To  authorize  the  employment  of  James  H.  Windrim  as  architect,  to  super- 
intend the  erection  of  the  House  of  Correction. 

SECTION  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  requested  to  enter  into  and  execute  a  contract  on 
the  part  of  the  City,  with  James  H.  Windrim,  for  his  em- 
ployment as  an  architect,  to  superintend  the  construction 
of  the  House  of  Correction,  which  contract  shall  be  pre- 
pared in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance,  and 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  James  H.  Windrim  shall  covenant  and 
agree  in  said  contract,  that  he  will  make,  or  cause  to  be 
made,  at  his  own  expense,  all  the  working  drawings  and 
plans  that  may  be  required  for  the  completion  of  all  the 
House  of  Correction  buildings  ;  that  he  will  superintend 
the  construction  of  said  buildings  until  they  are  entirely 
completed,  and  see  that  the  same  are  being  erected  in  con- 
formity with  the  contract,  plans  and  specifications  between 
Richard  J.Dobbins  and  the  said  City;  and  further,  to  more 
perfectly  carry  out  this  purpose,  that  he  will  employ,  at  his 
own  expense,  a  Superintendent,  who  shall  be  a  competent 
and  reliable  mechanic,  whose  business  it  has  been  to  super- 
intend the  erection  of  buildings,  and  who  shall  first  be 
accepted  by  the  Committee  on  the  House  of  Correction.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Superintendent  to  be  constantly 
upon  the  grounds  of  the  House  of  Correction  ;  to  person- 
ally superintend  the  erection  of  the  buildings;  to  see  that 
all  materials  used  shall  be  equal  in  quality  to  that  required 
by  the  contract  and  specifications,  and  that  all  work  shall 
be  done  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  and  to  report  any 
neglect  or  deviation  to  the  said  architect. 

And  the  said  James  H.  Windrim  shall  further  covenant 
that  he  will  be  responsible  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the 
above  duties  on  the  part  of  his  Superintendent,  and  that  upon 
being  notified  by  him  of  any  neglect  or  deviation  from  the

And  the  covenants  on  the  part  of  the  City  in 
said  contract  shall  be,  that  the  said  James  H.  Windrim,  in 
consideration  of  the  above  services,  shall  receive  three  per 
cent,  on  the  total  cost  of  the  House  of  Correction  buildings, 
which  shall  be  paid  to  him  from  time  to  time  as  the  work 
progresses,  in  City  Warrants,  drawn  by  the  Mayor  upon  the 
City  Treasurer,  in  conformity  with  existing  Ordinances, 
and  upon  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Ordinance  en- 
titled "  An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the 
building  of  a  House  of  Correction,"  approved  July  5th, 
1870,  which  warrants  shall  be  received  as  so  much  cash.

Gentlemen: — The  joint  resolution  of  Councils,  asking 
why  the  construction  of  the  sewer  on  Federal  street  has 
been  delayed,  has  been  duly  handed  me,  and  I  would  now 
respectfully  report,  that  owing  to  the  great  depth  of  cutting, 
required  in  passing  through  the  high  ground  bordering  the 
Schuylkill,  great  caution  has  been  required  to  prevent  in- 
jury to  the  adjoining  property,  which  has  rendered  progress 
necessarily  slow  ;  but  since  the  contractor  was  advised  by 
the  department  as  to  the  necessity  of  more  rapid  progress, 
he  has  been  more  expeditious. 

For  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  liability  of  danger  to 
property  fronting  upon  the  line  of  sewer,  the  open  cut  with 
a  depth  of  some  thirty  feet  was  abandoned,  and  a  tunnel 
has  been  driven,  by  which  means  we  have  been  able  to 
work  during  the  winter,  and  being  under  ground,  it  has 
progressed  probably  further  than  many  suppose.  It  is  now 
complete  to  Twenty-fifth  street,  where  an  open  cut  is  again 
commenced.  The  depth  of  cutting  now  reduces  as  we  pro- 
ceed eastward,  and  can  be  pushed  with  greater  vigor.  The 
force  employed  could  be  increased,  but  finding  our  sewer 
loan  was  being  reduced  rapidly,  I  so  informed  Councils  in 
February  last,  and  fearful  that  if  we  should  be  called  upon 
to  stop  the  work  for  want  of  funds,  that  trouble  and  delay 
would  ensue  ;  the  contractor  was  advised  that  small  monthly 
estimates  would  be  desirable,  until  further  provision  was 
made  by  Councils.  The  value  of  this  work  to  the  City  is 
dependent  upon  its  reaching  the  basins  on  Federal  street,  at 
Twenty -first,  Nineteenth,  :md  Eighteenth  streets. 

In  point  of  cost  it  is  half  done,  with  the  heavy  and  slow 
work  almost  finished.  The  anxiety  of  those  interested 
suggests  expedients,  which  in  practice  cannot  be  carried, 
out  So  soon  as  the  appropriation  asked  for  is  provided, 
the  largest  possible  force  will  be  at  once  employed,  or 
Councils  will  be  advised  for  other  action.

One  hundred  years  will  soon  complete  their  rounds, 
since  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  first  read  to 
the  people,  and  its  meaning  from  Scripture,  Leviticus, 
25th,  10th,  cast  on  its  bell  twenty-three  years  previously, 
as  if  prophetic  was  sounded,  "  Proclaim  liberty  throughout 
all  the  land,  unto  all  the  inhabitants  thereof."  The  civil 
eloquence,  the  masterly  writings,  the  patriotic  voice  and 
the  military  thunders  of  that  period,  carried  out  that 
declaration,  breaking  down  the  gates,  bars  and  doors, 
which  opened  the  broad  fields  of  freedom  to  man  and 
humanity,  revealing  to  our  country  and  the  world,  a 
Washington,  who,  with  his  compatriots,  led  on  and  fought, 
under  toils,  trials  and  hardships,  on  that  long  line,  till  the 
last  battle  finished  the  victory.  But  a  crowning  victory 
followed,  when  that  great  and  good  man,  beloved  by  the 
army,  its  officers,  and  the  people,  standing  high  in  author- 
ity, and  invited  to  supremacy,  promptly  repelled  the  latter, 
and  without  delay  resigned  the  former,  that  the  country 
might  rest,  and  rise  in  the  united  ability  of  a  new 
nation. 

For  liberty  and  law,  for  freedom,  industry  and  peace, 
for  education  and  Bible  religion,  and  for  moral  greatness 
and  grandeur,  no  event  has  taken  place  on  earth,  the 
advent  of  Christ  excepted,  equal  to  the  American  Revolu- 
tion in  itself,  and  in  its  results.  By  it,  the  ensign  of  civil 
and  religious  liberty,  through  the  ages  hidden  or  obscurely 
seen,  was,  for  the  first  time,  triumphantly  unfurled,  ele- 
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vated  and  displayed  among  men.  Under  it,  the  best 
constituted  government  man  has  ever  known,  was  estab- 
lished, carried  on,  and  is  now  in  full  success,  and  with  it, 
thus  far  is  and  has  been  the  blessing  of  heaven,  while  on 
earth  it  is  celebrated  by  the  most  prosperous  country  and 
people  the  world  has  ever  seen.  And  if  our  goodness 
increased  equally  with  our  greatness,  the  future  would 
realize  more  than  human  expectations  ever  looked  for, 
in  everything  that  can  elevate  and  adorn  the  children  of 
men,  and  render  life  on  earth  desirable  and  happy.  If 
there  is  a  place  in  the  march  of  humanity  which  claims  a 
lasting  monument  ;  if  there  is  a  tield  where  patriotism  de- 
serves an  immortal  shrine  ;  if  there  is  a  ground  where  civil 
and  religious  liberty  should  have  an  altar  of  light,  "  burn- 
ing and  shining;"  it  is  where  the  American  Revolution  can 
be  most  vividly  portrayed,  and  its  grand  results  most 
clearly  impressed  on  human  memory. 

Behold  the  monuments  in  our  own  and  other  lands  ; 
those  lofty  and  expensive  structures  to  commemorate 
great  events,  noble  deeds  and  distinguished  men ;  and 
with  all  their  elaborate  workmanship  and  immense  cost, 
and  stately  appearance,  what  instruction  do  they  give,  ex- 
cepting that  each  one  tells  the  single  purpose  for  which  it 
was  erected,  and  perhaps  a  grand  view  may  be  had  from 
its  summit,  but  nothing  more,  only  the  display  of  its  well 
wrought  dimensions.  The  Bunker  Hill  monument  cost 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  or  more.  In  the 
prospect  room  near  its  top,  are  two  brass  cannon,  three 
pounders,  named  Hancock  and  Adams,  fastened  to  the 
wall.  These  were  used  through  the  revolutionary  contest, 
and  are  looked  on  as  our  country's  friends.  They  draw 
more  attention,  examination,  sympathy,  tenderness  and 
interest,  than  the  monument  itself  with  all  its  surround- 
ings. For  all  the  hill  is  covered  with  dwellings  and  streets, 
excepting  a  small  oblong  square  on  the  summit,  faced  with 
stone,  from  the  centre  of  which  rises  the  monument, 
silently  saying,  "This  is  Bunker  Hill."  But  the  two  can- 
non tell  of  patriots,  contests,  revolution,  victory  and  free- 
dom. The  former  is  a  sjmibol  of  loftiness,  the  latter  of 
liberty. 

The  monument  here  proposed  would  probably  cost  less 
than  some  single  monument  now  standing,  but  in  moral 
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value  and  influence  on  our  people  and  all  people  who  may- 
visit  it,  or  hear  it,  it  would  surpass  all  the  great  monu- 
ments known  in  the  world.  Relics,  portraits,  mementos, 
coins,  engravings,  photographs,  monuments,  &c,  have  ever 
been  dear  to  the  human  heart,  and  sometimes  to  a  nation's 
heart,  and  many  such  become  so  valuable,  that  if  only  one 
should  be  lost,  almost  any  price  would  be  paid  for  its  res- 
toration. Merely  to  illustrate  this  value,  suppose  the  In- 
dependence bell  and  the  two  cannon  spoken  of,  could  be 
sold  in  memento-pieces,  more  than  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars  would  soon  be  the  result,  which  clearly  proves  that 
the  memorials  intended  for  this  monument  would  be  in- 
valuable. Could  such  an  apparent  impossibility  as  a  sale 
of  them  take  place  twenty-five  years  hence,  with  proper 
previous  notice  over  our  country,  they  would  bring  millions 
of  dollars.  But  nothing  of  the  kind  will  ever  be  done,  for 
they  would  belong  to  immortality. 

The  work  here  proposed  would  be  a  living  monument, 
for  it  would  live  in  the  respect  and  affection  of  the  people 
of  all  sects  and  all  parties,  parents  and  children,  old  and 
young,  in  our  land,  and  all  lands  for  all  time.  And  what- 
ever trouble,  calamity  or  extremity  might  ever  come,  it 
would  be  watched  by  every  eye,  would  be  sacred  to  every 
heart,  and  would  be  guarded  by  every  hand.  It  would 
be  replete  with  interest,  instruction  and  information, 
showing  as  far  as  practicable,  who  declared  our  Indepen- 
dence, who  made  it  victorious,  and  who  framed  our  Consti- 
tution, organized  our  Government,  and  put  it  in  suecess- 
ful  operation.  And  it  would  comprise  a  house  and  a 
household,  in  silent  eloquence,  declaring  these  words  from 
Scripture,  "  The  glory  of  children  are  their  fathers." 

No  children  of  any  country  ever  had  such  a  glory  left 
to  them,  as  the  American  people.  For  industry,  temper- 
ance, honesty,  enterprise,  intelligence  and  uprightness, 
courage  and  patriotism,  and  morals  guarded  by  the  sanc- 
tions of  religion,  our  ancestors  in  their  times,  stood  pre- 
eminent, and  with  such  character,  they  were  strong  in 
right  to  suppress  wrong,  firm  in  the  spirit  of  independence, 
and  decided  to  spend  "millions  in  defence,  but  not  a  cent 
for  tribute."  Their  wisdom  is  seen  in  their  writings  and 
State  papers,  in  the  constitution  and  forming  of  our  govern- 
ment, in  their  forbearance  under  oppression,  united  with 
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respect  for  all  lawful  authority,  and  in  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  that  immortal  document,  which  has  become 
a  light  for  the  nations,  a  lamp  on  the  pathway  of  liberty. 

Already  the  notes  of  preparation  are  being  sounded  to 
have  the  100th  Anniversary  of  our  ISTational  Independence, 
viz. :  July  4th,  1876,  celebrated  in  the  best  and  happiest 
manner,  and  to  make  it  so  full  of  interest  to  thousands, 
perhaps  hundreds  of  thousands  who  may  then  be  in  Phila- 
delphia besides  her  own  people,  so  grand  in  music,  meet- 
ings, eloquence,  processions,  festivals  and  other  appropriate 
observances,  and  so  glorious  for  the  best  good  of  mankind, 
that  its  moral  light  will  irradiate  our  land  and  all  lands, 
and  its  voice  be  heard  as  a  welcome  herald  to  all  peo- 
ple, responsive  to  Heaven's  peerless  anthem  of  "  Glory  to 
God  in  the  highest,  on  earth  peace,  good  will  toward 
men." 

The  patriotism  of  our  city  is  enough  and  superabun- 
dant to  adopt  and  carry  out  every  patriotic  measure  to 
make  that  day  a  golden  page  in  our  history.  To  have  all 
places  for  rational  enjoyment  open,  to  have  eloquence  and 
song  in  our  halls,  grateful  services  in  our  places  of  worship, 
sociability  and  hospitality  in  all  our  dwellings,  and  if  the 
monument  of  memorials  here  proposed,  should  be  added, 
and  the  ringing  of  the  bell  of  Independence  to  greet  the 
morn,  noon,  and  sun-set  of  the  day,  truly  all  the  people 
will  anticipate  its  coming  with  delight,  and  every  voice 
would  be  ready  to  speak  of  it  in  the  words  of  the  ancient 
Seer  in  "  Israel,"  "  Joy  and  gladness  shall  be  found  therein, 
thanksgiving  and  the  voice  of  melody." 

The  people  of  Philadelphia,  doubtless,  will  vote  to  have 
all  public  offices  moved  from  Independence  Square. 
Also  let  the  new  Court  House  be  taken  away,  and  the 
two  wings  on  the  sides  of  the  central  building,  called  the 
State  House  row,  leaving  Independence  Hall  and  all  the 
central  edifice  to  stand  in  its  primitive  style,  excepting  to 
make  it  fire-proof  as  far  as  practicable,  and  its  internal 
arrangements  so  as  to  be  convenient  for  the  purpose  here 
named.  But  externally  to  appear  as  it  is,  to  this  and  ad- 
vancing generations,  that  all  may  see  the  architectural 
style  of  our  Fathers.  The  historical  interest  attached  to 
the  building  on  the  corner  of  Sixth  street,  requires  its  con- 
tinuance, and  convenience  and  room,  that  on  the  corner 
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of  Fifth  street,  besides  which,  both  should  be  made  alike 
in  appearance.  There  is  no  doubt  that  all  the  buildings 
will  be  well  occupied  in  carrying  out  this  design. 

"Where  Liberty  and  Union  had  their  birth, 
Let  full  memorials  rise  and  ever  stand  ; 

A  light  to  all  the  nations  of  the  earth, 
A  glory  to  our  City,  State  and  Land. 

Let  an  approved  wall,  surmounted  with  an  iron  fence  or 
railing,  surround  the  square  below  the  buildiugs,  with 
suitable  gateways,  and  only  as  many  paths  as  may  be 
indispensable  for  public  convenience.  All  else  of  the  sur- 
face a  grass  green,  excepting  that  occupied  by  trees.  Let 
the  wide  front  on  Chestnut  street  be  faced  with  handsome 
slabs  of  stone,  and  near  the  curb  stone  a  border  of  thirteen 
trees,  named  for  the  original  thirteen  States,  the  Keystone 
State  in  the  centre,  and  each  State  to  furnish  its  most  en- 
during and  beautiful  tree,  which  no  doubt,  each  State  would 
promptly  do.  On  east  side  of  the  Square  below  the  front 
buildings,  have  fifty-six  trees,  named  for  the  fifty-six 
signers  to  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  each  tree, 
perhaps,  to  be  somewhat  characteristic  of  the  man  it 
represents.  As  many  trees  on  the  west  side  as  will  repre- 
sent in  like  manner,  the  first  Congress  under  the  Consti- 
tution, including  President  Washington,  his  Cabinet,  and 
the  Chief  Justice.  Let  the  present  statue  of  Washington 
in  front  with  its  fountain  stand,  and  over  the  Square  and 
front  let  such  memorials  be  added  as  will  comprise  a 
beautiful  simplicity  and  grandeur,  becoming  our  City, 
State  and  Nation.  And  have  the  entire  Square  and 
buildings,  forever  sacred  to  Independence,  Liberty  and 
Union,  with  a  law  sanctioned  by  the  people  of  all  parties, 
and  made  irrevocable,  that  no  political  meeting  or  electiou 
of  any  kind  whatever,  shall  ever  be  allowed  or  held  on  the 
Square,  the  buildings,  the  front,  or  in,  or  on,  any  part  or 
parts  thereof  forever. 

Let  Independence  Hall  have  full  length  life  size  portraits 
of  each  signer  of  the  Declaration  in  handsome  frames. 
John  Hancock  at  the  head,  the  others  around  the  walls. 
Under  each,  his  own  table,  his  Bible,  his  cane,  if  he  used 
one,  his  musical  instruments,  if  he  used  such,  his  favorite 
books,  his  diary,  and  any  other  appropriate  mementos  of 
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the  man  and  the  time.  The  original  draft  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  in  a  suitable  frame,  the  table  now 
there  on  which  it  was  signed,  the  Hancock  chair,  other 
chairs,  if  they  can  be  found,  which  other  signers  occupied, 
the  pen  or  pens  they  used,  also  letters,  manuscripts,  and 
all  other  memorials  connected  with  that  great  work  and 
those  great  men.  Let  the  room  opposite  Independence 
Hall  be  fitted  up  in  corresponding  style  with  the  hall,  and 
take  such  memorials  as  the  Hall  cannot  well  receive,  for 
doubtless,  both  will  be  needed  to  display  the  portraits  and 
all  else  to  proper  advantage.  But  always  in  all  time  have 
it  clearly  understood,  that  the  west  room  is  only  an  aid  to 
Independence  Hall. 

Let  the  front  entrance  through,  with  its  ancient  stairs, 
be  as  they  are,  excepting  to  paint  them,  and  make  them 
neat  throughout.  Have  the  Independence  bell  repaired 
by  fusing  a  few  pounds  of  like  metal  into  the  crack  or 
breach,  to  blend  perfectly  with  the  metal  of  the  bell, 
which  will  render  it  as  it  was  originally,  so  as  to  give  its 
original  sound.  It  is  said  that  this  can  be  done.  If  so, 
audit  is  done,  let  it  be  hung  on  a  proper  frame,  resting 
on  rollers  and  placed  in  the  entrance,  protected  by  a  wire 
screen,  with  its  tongue  replaced,  so  that  on  suitable  occa- 
sions it  could  be  rolled  out  on  the  Square  and  rung. 
Every  Fourth  of  July  and  every  Birthday  of  "Washington 
let  it  welcome  the  morn,  noon  and  sunset  of  the  day. 
Thus  from  generation  to  generation  will  the  same  tones 
be  heard  by  millions  of  listening  ears  and  earnest  hearts, 
more  dear  to  all  as  years  roll  on,  linking  a  past,  a  present 
and  a  future  in  a  continuous  chain  of  song,  associated 
with  its  original,  proclamation,  and  the  last  words  of  a 
distinguished  patriot,  "  Independence  forever." 

So  will  children  be  taught  to  know  it,  so  will  all  under- 
stand it,  and  its  tone  will  ever  be  recognized  as  the  music 
of  freedom,  and  a  response  to  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence. 

Also  in  this  entry  the  carriage  in  which  President 
Washington  rode  when  residing  in  our  city.  It  is  now 
owned  by  a  citizen  of  Philadelphia.  Many  travellers  and 
others  have  visited  it,  on  several  public  occasions  it  has 
attracted  marked  and  profound  attention  and  respect, 
large  sums  have  been  ottered  for  it,  and  are  still  offered, 
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but  refused.  The  owner  says,  he  will  give  it  and  present 
it  freely -for  the  purpose  here  named,  to  be  placed  and 
preserved  accordingly.  And  there  is  no  doubt,  that 
numerous  and  very  valuable  memorials,  held  sacred  and 
dear  in  many  families,  besides  autographs,  important 
letters,  diaries,  &c,  would  be  given  for  this  purpose,  if 
applied  for  by  a  person  properly  authorized  to  receive 
them. 

Let  the  second  story  of  the  central  building  be  a  mili- 
tary hall  of  the  revolution,  showing  as  far  as  practicable, 
the  men  and  means  which  carried  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  to  victory.  Have  a  full  length,  life  size 
portrait  of  General  Washington,  in  military  dress,  at  the 
head,  his  camp  equipage  and  dress  now  in  patent  office, 
his  table,  sword,  saddle,  bridle,  diaries,  and  other  things 
of  interest  used  or  worn  by  him  during  the  Revolution. 
Also,  the  commission  he  received  to  be  commander-in-chief, 
his  reply  of  acceptance,  his  letter  repelling  aiMnducement 
to  supremacy,  his  letter  of  resignation  of  all  authority 
after  victory  had  been  obtained,  and  after  giving  to  his 
country  eight  years  of  devoted  service,  freely  refusing 
pay.  Also,  the  manuscript  of  his  farewell  address,  said  to 
be  in  his  own  handwriting,  with  such  other  mementos  as 
may  be  of  interest  in  relation  to  that  pre-eminent  patriot 
and  man.  Around  the  walls,  full  length  portraits  of  his 
chief  officers,  including  the  distinguished  naval  officers  of 
that  period,  with  similar  memorials  to  each.  Also,  pictures 
of  all  the  important  battles  on  land  or  sea,  and  the  flags, 
arms,  cannon,  drums,  fifes,  trumpets,  pouches,  powder- 
horns,  letters,  diaries,  &c,  of  importance  and  interest  in 
the  Revolution,  all  classified  and  historically  labelled,  so 
as  to  be  understood  by  every  beholder. 

Let  thirteen  lamps,  six  each  side  the  centre  path  in  the 
scpiare,  and  one  on  the  keystone  of  the  arch  hereinafter 
named,  and  twenty-three  more  around  the  square  outside, 
near  curbstone,  represent  the  thirty-six  States,  and  be  so 
arranged,  that  another  can  be  added  for  every  new  State. 
Each  lamp  to  have  the  name  of  the  State.  Also,  seven 
historical  lamps,  in  front  of  the  centre  building,  with 
names  as  follows,  viz. : 

Independence,  Victory,  Peace,  Liberty,  Union,  Govern- 
ment, Prosperity. 
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These  became  important  consecutive  events  in  our 
history. 

The  Convention  that  framed  the  Constitution  met  in 
this  State  House,  and  probably  in  Independence  Hall,  in 
•May,  1787.  General  Washington  was  chosen  unanimously 
its  President.  After  four  months'  labor  and  deliberation, 
of  five  to  seven  hours  each  day,  (Sunda}\s  excepted,  and 
ten  days  adjournment  for  committee  to  arrange  business,) 
the  Constitution  was  signed  September  17th,  1787,  by  all 
the  forty-two  members  present  but  three,  sent  with  a  letter 
to  Congress,  and  by  that  body  to  the  States,  and  by  the 
States  it  was  ratified.  Under  it,  General  Washington  was 
unanimously  chosen  the  first  President  of  our  country,  in 
his  58th  year  of  age,  and  was  inaugurated  in  New  York, 
April  80th,  1789. 

In  the  building  on  the  corner  of  Sixth  street,  Congress 
met  for  about  ten  years  after  the  adoption  of  the  Consti- 
tution, the  House  in  the  first  story,  the  Senate  in  second. 
The  desk  and  chair  of  the  Speaker  stood  midway  against 
the  wall  on  Sixth  street.  General  Washington  was  unani- 
mously chosen  President  for  a  second  term,  and  was 
inaugurated  in  the  Senate  chamber,  March  4th,  1793.  His 
successor,  John  Adams,  was  inaugurated  in  this  repre- 
sentative hall,  March  4th,  1797. 

Let  this  first  story  be  made  as  it  was  originally,  a  large 
hall,  for  the  best  and  most  competent  men,  from  any  and 
all  the  States,  to  be  invited  at  appointed  times,  to  give 
public  lectures  on  the  nature  and  tendencies  of  our  govern- 
ment, on  the  duties  of  all  persons  in  office,  from  lowest  to 
highest,  on  the  great  importance  of  truth,  integrity  and 
right,  on  the  dangers  of  corruption  and  wrong,  on  the 
principles  and  acts  of  our  Fathers,  on  the  exalted  character 
of  Washington,  to  keep  his  example  and  counsels  before 
the  people,  and  adding  such  instruction  and  advice  as  will 
strengthen  correct  principles  and  promote  union,  welfare 
and  happiness  among  all. 

And  to  make  this  hall  the  more  interesting,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  each  of  the  thirty-six  States,  and  each  new 
State  that  may  be  added,  would  present  its  coat  of  arms, 
mottos,  &c,  in  handsome  frame,  to  be  placed  around  the 
walls,  and  under  each  a  picture  of  its  capitol  building,  and 
location,  date  of  its  admission  to  the  Union,  and  any  facts 
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or  events  of  general  importance  and  interest  to  our 
country.  Then  let  a  beautiful  chain,  having  a  link  for 
each  State,  pass  directly  over  them,  and  between  each  all 
around,  hand  joining  hand.  The  one  an  emblem  of  union, 
the  other  of  brotherhood.  And  at  the  desk  or  over  it,  a 
picture  of  the  capitol  buildings  of  our  nation,  dates  of 
erection,  with  some  account  of  their  rooms  and  their 
appropriate  uses.  In  second  story,  made  one  room  as  it 
was  originally,  have  full  length,  life  size  portraits  of  the 
men  who  framed  the  Constitution,  those  of  the  Congress 
who  first  acted  under  it,  including  President  Washington 
and  members  of  his  Cabinet,  and  the  Chief  Justice,  with 
memorials  and  mementos  a3  named  for  Independenee 
Hall. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  Continental  Congress  met  in 
Carpenter's  Hall.  But  in  order  to  have  all  the  memorials 
of  those  times  embodied  in  this  design,  let  the  second 
story  of  the  building  corner  of  Fifth  street,  made  into  one 
Hall,  have  life  size,  full  length  portraits  of  the  members 
of  that  Congress,  in  handsome  frames,  with  memorials  to 
each  as  heretofore  mentioned  for  the  others,  and  all  other 
memorials  of  interest  and  importance  pertaining  to  the 
same.  And  have  the  first  story  and  basement  arranged 
with  rooms  for  business  offices,  records,  &c.  Also  as  a 
residence  for  a  gentleman  of  intelligence  and  ability,  who 
may  be  chosen  as  chief  officer  for  the  whole,  with  a  com- 
petent salary,  and  who,  with  a  chosen  committee,  will  see 
that  neatness,  order,  propriety  and  every  other  requisite 
shall  prevail  throughout  the  whole  and  every  part  thereof, 
as  nearly  to  perfection  as  may  be  possible. 

In  1851  and  2,  preliminary  measures  were  taken  in 
our  City,  originated  by  A.  G.  Waterman,  Esq.,  to  have  a 
monument  erected  in  Independence  Square  by  the  original 
thirteen  States.  The  pedestal  to  have  thirteen  sides,  with 
devices,  &c,  such  as  each  State  might  direct,  an  entab- 
lature on  which  the  whole  Declaration  of  Independence 
should  be  cut  in  solid  stone,  and  a  tower  surmounting  all. 
This  was  brought  to  public  notice,  and  a  circular  letter 
was  sent  to  each  of  those  States,  all  in  the  language  of 
patriotism,  to  have  the  work  done,  and  measures  were 
taken  to  have  it  done.  Subsequently,  Mr.  Waterman  died, 
and  years  have  passed  without  further  action.     Let  this 
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noble  design  be  embraced  in  the  work  here  proposed,  for 
nobody  can  doubt  that  if  a  full  description  and  engraving 
of  it,  with  a  fair  estimate  of  its  entire  cost,  be  properly 
presented  to  each  of  the  old  thirteen  States,  that  each 
would  promptly  pay  its  proportion  of  same.  And  after 
such  payment,  should  a  surplus  remain,  have  it  returned 
in  a  letter,  to  each  State  its  proportion,  for  each  State  to 
keep  as  a  memorial  of  the  work  and  the  act.  Moreover, 
should  this  work  be  done,  all  would  desire  to  have  some- 
thing in  it,  to  honor  the  memory  of  A.  G.  Waterman,  a 
citizen  of  Philadelphia,  and  a  patriotic  and  public  spirited 
man. 

Pennsylvania  is  most  appropriately  the  Keystone  State. 
When  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  being  con- 
sidered, each  State  was  by  its  delegation,  in  front  of  the 
Speaker's  chair,  on  the  right,  six,  on  the  left,  six,  with 
Pennsylvania  in  the  centre  like  a  Keystone.  The  vote 
was  taken  by  States,  and  a  majority  of  delegates  from  a 
State  carried  that  State.  And  to  adopt  the  Declaration, 
the  States  had  to  be  unanimous. 

On  the  first  day  of  July,  1776,  all  the  States,  excepting 
Delaware  and  Pennsylvania,  voted  in  the  affirmative,  the 
latter  in  the  negative  by  a  vote  of  4  to  3. 

On  the  fourth  all  the  States  but  Pennsylvania  voted  in 
the  affirmative,  and  so  stood.  Pennsylvania  had  but  four 
delegates  present.  Two  voted  for  and  two  against  the 
declaration.  One  was  expected  to  come  in,  who  had  been 
called  out  by  friends  and  others,  to  urge  him  to  vote  in 
the  negative. 

Here  was  a  momentous  pause,  in  a  time  when  men's 
souls  were  tried  to  their  very  centre.  The  arch  of  Union 
standing  hazardous,  with  the  Keystone  suspended  over 
it  by  a  tie  vote,  and  all  in  deep  anxiety  looking  for  the 
one  Pennsylvania  member  to  come  in,  by  whose  vote  the 
great  decision  would  be  made.  That  man  was  John 
Morton.  It  is  said  that  John  Plancock,  anxious  for  his 
arrival,  instead  of  declaring  the  vote  as  it  stood,  occupied 
the  time  by  speaking  until  he  saw  him  enter  the  door. 
Here  was  a  man,  having  adverse  influences  outside  and 
otherwise,  urging  and  pressing  on  him  with  almost  crush- 
ing weight  to  vote  against  the  Declaration,  by  scores  of 
friends  and  others,  who  viewed  it  as  direct  rebellion  to 
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British  rule,  and  apprehended  a  failure  that  would  end  in 
dreadful  punishment.  Yet,  that  noble  patriot  and  man, 
with  love  of  country  in  his  heart,  rising  above  all,  came 
in  and  took  the  responsibility  of  deciding  the  great 
question,  not  only  for  Pennsylvania,  but  as  umpire  for  the 
whole  country.  John  Morton  voted.  Simultaneously, 
the  Key  Stone  was  in  its  place,  the  arch  was  complete, 
the  States  were  unanimous,  the  grand  Declaration  sprang 
into  life,  the  fountain  of  freedom  flowed,  Independence, 
Liberty,  and  Union  stood  baptized,  and  a  Nation  was 
born. 

"Well  might  the  spirit  of  the  Huguenots,  the  Pilgrims, 
Puritans  and  Penn,  have  lingered  here,  to  approve,  rejoice 
and  say,  "  Let  all  this  have  a  choice  place  in  every 
American  heart,  to  be  seen  in  the  brightest  mirror  of 
memory  forever." 

Let  the  Keystone  be  conspicuous,  by  having  a  wide 
entrance  to  the  centre  of  Independence  square  on  Walnut 
street,  with  a  noble  granite  pillar  each  side,  both  support- 
ing a  beautiful  arch  of  thirteen  choice  stones,  each  stone 
deeply  cut  both  sides,  with  the  name  of  one  of  the  original 
thirteen  States,  all  properly  arranged,  with  the  Keystone 
for  Pennsylvania.  Doubtless,  each  of  those  States  would 
furnish  a  stone,  according  to  dimensions  given,  and  send 
it,  wrought  in  the  most  perfect  manner. 

John  Morton  placed  tbe  Keystone  in  the  arch  of 
patriotism.  He  lived  eight  months  afterwards.  Before 
leaving  the  world  he  said,  "  Tell  my  friends  and  others 
who  censured  me  for  my  vote,  that  they  will  live  to  see 
the  hour  when  they  shall  acknowledge  it  to  have  been 
the  most  glorious  service  I  ever  rendered  to  my  country." 
His  vote  proved  a  victory,  his  last  words  a  reality.  If  the 
work  here  proposed  should  be  done,  let  some  part  of  it 
honor  the  memory  of  John  Morton. 

In  each  department  have  a  book  to  record  list  of  the 
memorials,  the  names  of  donors  of  such  as  are  given, 
date  when  given,  place  where  given,  when  received,  and 
such  further  account  of  each  as  may  be  essential  and 
interesting.  Also  a  book  for  each  visitor  to  write  therein 
his  or  her  name,  residence,  &c.  And  have  all  records 
carefully  preserved  for  all  time. 

Thus,  in  this  one  design,  there  would  be  represented : 
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First.  In  the  building  at  Fifth  street,  all  rooms  for  a  chief 
officer,  business  and  records,  also  the  Continental  Congress. 
Secondly.  In  the  State  House,  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, the  bell  of  Liberty,  the  Revolution  and  Wash- 
ington's carriage.  Thirdly.  In  the  building,  corner  of 
Sixth  street,  the  Congress  and  Executive,  under  the  Con- 
stitution, the  Constitution,  the  thirty-six  States,  and  room 
for  patriotic  lectures.  And  on  the  grounds,  the  trees,  arch 
and  monument  for  the  old  thirteen  States,  and  lamps  for 
all  the  States,  and  trees  for  signers  to  Declaration  and  Con- 
stitution, and  for  Government  under  the  Constitution,  and 
seven  historical  lamps  ;  also,  numerous  memorials. 

As  in  the  East  appears  the  breaking  morn,  Begins  the  emblem,  on  our  square  east  side, 

Aud  gilding  light  the  scenes  of  earth  adorn ;  In  grandeur  see,  each  6tep  a  moral  stride  ; 

So  Freedom's  sun  on  eastern  line  arose,  Till  on  its  west,  the  States  presented,  stand, 

To  spread  its  glories  wide  to  western  close.  Our  country's  chain,  our  Union,  hand  in  hand. 

And  thus  in  one  great  exhibition,  our  beloved  country 
would  be  seen,  especially  in  that  all  important  period  from 
1774  to  1799,  when  Washington,  standing  at  the  close  of 
the  eighteenth  century  and  at  the  head  of  the  nineteenth, 
the  model  man  of  the  world,  departed  this  life,  leaving  a 
character  spread  out  before  his  country  and  all  countries, 
as  pure  and  as  beautiful  as  the  golden  skies  in  a  clear 
autumnal  sunset.  Great  in  goodness,  good  in  greatness, 
with  rising  fame,  still  rising  and  still  to  rise,  as  if  lettered 
on  the  firmament  with  ascending  stars. 

Probably  no  work  has  ever  been  done  on  earth  by  man, 
that  can  more  appropriately  meet  the  scriptural  words, 
"  God  requireth  that  which  is  past,"  than  the  one  here 
proposed  to  be  done. 

Its  entire  cost  may  reach  three  to  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  and  as  much  more  for  an  income  for  yearly  ex- 
penses. A  small  sum  compared  with  the  wealth  of  our 
City,  more  so  with  that  of  our  State,  far  more  with  that 
of  our  Nation.  To  illustrate  its  own  financial  or  pecuniary 
value,  just  suppose  for  a  moment  an  impossibility,  viz. : 
That  a  company  could  own  it,  and  without  any  entrance 
fee,  could  receive  all  the  additional  value  it  would  give  to 
real  estate  around  it,  the  benefits  of  all  the  increase  of 
business  it  would  bring  to  our  City,  the  additional  gains 
to  our  hotels,  stores,  &c,  augmenting  from  year  to  year, 
and  then  its  pecuniary  worth  at  the  end   of  twenty-five 
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years,  the  company  could  pay  one  hundred  per  cent, 
yearly  dividends,  and  at  the  termination  of  said  time, 
would  have  millions  still  to  divide.  All  this  would  flow 
into  the  business  and  wealth  of  our  citizens  and  City. 
But  no  pecuniary  or  speculative  gains  can  be  high  enough 
to  reach  the  exalted  platform  of  this  patriotic  purpose, 
nor  can  its  worth  be  told  in  dollars  and  cents.  It  would 
be  a  diadem  to  our  country,  adorned  with  richest  jewels, 
a  firmament  of  patriotism,  illumined  by  the  spreading 
radiance  of  the  Sun  of  Liberty. 

If  the  beauty,  loveliness,  grandeur,  magnificence  of  the 
scenes  of  nature  portrayed  on  canvass,  tend  to  elevate  and 
purify  human  thoughts ;  if  the  pictures  and  statues  of  the 
departed  great  and  good  are  beheld  with  reverence;  if 
mementos,  emblems  and  memorials  have  in  all  ages  been 
dear,  telling  of  excellence  that  lived,  and  prompting  to 
higher  excellence ;  if  the  single  and  sometimes  simplest 
gift  of  affection  is  held  as  priceless ;  and  if  all  such  (some 
of  which  are  handmaids  to  religion)  lead  the  minds  of  the 
children  of  men  upward  and  onward  in  the  atmosphere 
of  truth,  purity,  freedom,  philanthropy,  patriotism,  peace 
and  charity,  then  what  will  be  the  influence  of  this  monu- 
ment of  memorials,  in  winning  the  admiration,  the  love, 
and  the  reverential  regard  of  every  beholder,  and  of  all 
who  may  hear  of  it,  in  all  civilized  nations  ? 

Its  moral  worth  in  words  cannot  be  given, 

Each  heart  can  feel,  and  'mid  its  scenes  may  say, 

Sublime  and  solemn,  like  the  stars  of  Heaven, 
This,  ushered  in  the  morn  of  Freedom's  day. 

Historical,  geneological,  antiquarian  and  other  societies, 
also  libraries,  records,  travels,  searches,  &c,  involving 
years  of  time  and  millions  in  cost,  are  all  cheerfully  sup- 
ported for  the  one  great  purpose  of  knowing  the  past.  Can 
any  one  of  them,  or  even  all,  display  an  event  so  impor- 
tant, or  any  in  so  vivid  a  manner,  as  the  work  here  pro- 
posed ?  For  this,  if  carried  out,  will  show  the  introduction 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty  to  man.  The  reformation 
was  like  a  few  voices  crying  for  it  in  a  wilderness ;  the 
Huguenots,  Pilgrims  and  Puritans  were  its  pioneers ;  bold 
and  dauntless  patriots  like  James  Otis,  Patrick  Henry  and 
others,  opened  its  pathway  ;  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
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dence  unlocked  its  gates;  the  Revolution  entered  its  field 
victoriously,  our  country  is  planting  that  field  world 
wide,  and  the  harvest  is  freedom,  order,  peace  with  hu- 
man rights  and  duties  for  all  mankind. 

It  would  be  a  lasting  honor  to  Philadelphia ;  it  would 
more  than  substitute  and  supply  all  monuments  that  have 
been  proposed ;  it  would  be  a  standing  testimony  that  re- 
publics are  not  always  ungrateful ;  it  would  give  to  chil- 
dren and  youth  a  clear  view  of  their  country,  their  count ry's 
fathers,  and  the  priceless  value  of  liberty,  government, 
order,  safety  and  happiness ;  it  would  tend  to  unite  all 
parties  in  selecting  and  choosing  wise  and  good  men  for 
every  official  station ;  it  would  make  our  City  more  than 
ever  respected  and  beloved  by  our  country,  and  the  in- 
creasing fame  of  our  beloved  Washington  would  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  fame  of  Philadelphia,  as  having  the  most 
noble,  interesting  and  instructive  monument  of  patriotism 
mankind  has  ever  known.  It  would  tend  to  increase 
moral  purity  and  goodness,  to  strengthen  the  union  of  our 
States,  to  augment  the  true  greatness  of  our  nation,  and 
everybody  would  see  it  as  the  ark  of  human  rights  and 
duties,  riding  high  above  the  reckless  and  miry  under- 
currents of  deception,  falsehood,  corruption,  injustice,  op- 
pression, and  the  whole  catalogue  of  wrongs. 

Well  might  a  citizen  of  Philadelphia  feel  some  degree 
of  pride  in  taking  his  family,  his  friends,  his  guests  to  this 
place,  where  all  could  be  entertained,  be  interested,  be  in- 
structed, and  in  a  day  learn  more  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution, of  our  Fathers,  of  the  origin  and  formation  of  our 
Government,  than   usually  would   be   learned   in  years. 

Note.— Children  and  youth  have  inquiring  minds,  and  early  impres- 
sions are  said  to  be  most  deep  and  lasting.  If  this  design  should  be 
carried  out,  the  children  and  youth  of  Philadelphia  would,  in  their 
earliest  years,  be  visiting  it  with  their  parents  and  teachers,  and  in  it, 
and  from  it,  would  learn  rapidly  respecting  our  Independence,  our 
Revolution,  our  Constitution,  our  Government,  our  patriotic  leaders, 
our  States,  our  Union,  our  civil  and  religious  liberty,  our  beloved 
Washington,  our  great  country,  and  our  means  of  prosperity  and 
happiness,  and  to  value  such  as  blessings  from  Heaven,  beyond  all 
price. 

No  children  in  any  other  city  in  the  world  would  or  could  have  a 
school  so  interesting  and  so  full  of  useful  instruction. 

The  advantages  to  children,  if  there  were  nothing  more,  would  war- 
rant all  the  expense  that  can  attend  it. 
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Besides  which,  the  impressions  on  every  mind  would  be 
lasting,  especially  with  the  young.  ~Ro  museum  would 
be  more  interesting,  no  other  nation  could  have  such  a 
monument,  and  no  city  on  earth,  but  Philadelphia,  could 
possibly  obtain  such  a  treasure. 

This  will  accord  with  Christianity,  gratitude,  and  every 
trait  of  character  that  can  purify,  adorn  and  bless  our 
people,  our  country,  and  mankind.  And  it  will  be  what  no 
other  country,  age,  place,  or  people,  has  ever  seen  or  known. 
Here  on  the  most  appropriate  ground,  in  the  most  vivid 
practical  manner,  will  be  seen  the  authors  of  our  Inde- 
pendence, and  the  Fathers  of  our  country,  who  brought 
the  rights  and  duties  of  man  into  life  and  action.  And 
here,  too,  will  be  shown  all  the  interesting  memorials  ob- 
tainable, used  by  them  and  for  them  in  their  labors,  trials, 
conflicts,  triumphs  and  victory.  Every  sentiment  of  good- 
ness a  people  can  cherish  invites  us  all  to  this  work,  that 
our  children,  and  all  in  advancing  generations,  may  see, 
and  know,  and  learn  something  of  the  cost  of  liberty, 
government,  country,  security  and  home,  and  to  value 
such  as  a  treasure  beyond  price. 

All  here  proposed  needs  only  a  beginning.  Some  one 
or  more  persons,  loving  the  work,  competent  for  it,  prop- 
erly authorized  to  enter  into  it,  to  proceed  quietly  under 
instructions  of  an  able  committee,  and  find  out  and  make 
sure  of  the  real  memorials  desired  that  can  be  had,  gather 
information,  present  to  the  original  thirteen  States,  the 
trees,  arch  and  monument  proposed  to  represent  those 
States,  keep  a  daily  record  of  all  that  may  be  done,  and 
report  at  appointed  times  to  a  committee  of  head-quarters 
having  an  office  in  our  City.  Progress  once  made  would 
rapidly  invite  progress,  and  once  known,  would  kindle  a 
popular  enthusiasm  in  its  favor.  "Wives,  mothers  and 
daughters  would  not  be  wanting  to  urge  it  onward,  and 
such  aid  insures  success.  Its  tendency  would  be  to  repress 
all  party  feeling,  and  unite  all  to  sustain  and  perfect  it. 
]STor  would  funds  be  wanted  to  do  and  complete  it.  And 
many  memorials,  now  held  too  dear  to  part  with,  would, 
on  its  completion,  be  given  to  be  recorded,  placed  and 
displayed  in  this  sacred  depository.  Aged  persons  are 
now  living  who  are  happy  to  relate  many  things  of  great 
interest,  seen  or  known  by  them  in  their  youth,  never 
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published,  but  which  pertain  to  this  matter,  and  if  secured 
now  while  such  are  living,  may  prove  important  and 
valuable 

Perhaps  no  time  can  be  more  favorable  than  now  for 
this  work.  Every  recent  movement  in  relation  to  Inde- 
pendence Square  favors  it,  no  better  thing  can  be  done  for 
our  City,  our  Country  and  mankind,  and  if  comnitenced 
and  directed  by  patriotic,  judicious  minds,  it  would 
in  three  years  be  ready  for  an  appropriate  dedication, 
unless  that  service  should  be  postponed  to  the  one  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  the  day  of  Independence. 

Washington  gave  freely,  without  pay,  eight  years  of  his 
life  in  rendering  his  invaluable  services  to  our  country, 
and  with  his  compatriots  underwent  labors,  hazards,  sac- 
rifices, anxieties,  toils,  sufferings,  severe  trials,  contests, 
privations,  war,  battles  and  blood-struggles,  to  carry  out 
and  establish  those  great  principles  of  order,  freedom  and 
right,  which  have  made  us  the  most  prosperous  and  favored 
nation  on  earth,  under  a  government  formed  by  them, 
which  protects  equally  the  nation,  the  State,  the  county, 
the  town,  the  borough,  the  neighborhood,  the  family  and 
the  cradle.  Let  us  now  in  our  peace  and  prosperity, 
evince  our  gratitude,  and  honor  their  character,  principles 
and  names,  by  this  monument  of  memorials,  that  will  com- 
mand the  respect,  love  and  reverence  of  all  men,  and  give 
to  the  world  a  lasting  demonstration  that  we  do  and  will 
honor  the  fathers  who  left  such  glory  to  their  children. 
And  in  so  doing,  that  we  do  not  forget  the  mothers  and 
daughters  who  did  their  part  in  the  great  work. 

For  mothers,  wives  and  sisters,  steadfast,  true, 

In  spirit,  for  their  country,  were  the  van  ; 
They  cheered  each  patriot,  for  resolves  anew, 

And  hardships,  toils  and  triumphs,  shared  with  man. 

"With  such  a  monument  of  memorials,  Philadelphia 
would  have  a  Mount  Zion  of  patriotism,  a  temple  beauti- 
fied with  the  portraits  of  departed  excellence,  an  altar 
adorned  with  priceless  mementos  and  emblems,  consti- 
tuting a  glory,  surpassing  in  many  respects  that  of  Solo- 
mon's, with  no  offering  required  but  affection  and  reverence, 
no  homage  but  gratitude  to  the  Divine  Giver  of  all  good, 
to  whom  our  fathers  looked  for  wisdom,  and  no  sacrifice, 
but  love  to  God  and  man. 
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To  contemplate  all,  is  inspiring,  to  behold  its  reality 
would  bring  the  tribes  from  onr  thirty-six  States,  and 
others  when  added,  and  tribes  from  all  nations  with  the 
words  of  the  ancient  prophet  verified,  "Joy  and  gladness 
is  found  therein,  thanksgiving  and  the  voice  of  melody," 
and  all  hearts  vibrating  with  love  for  onr  country,  Union, 
Government,  order,  peace,  prosperity,  charity  and  hap- 
piness. 

Throughout  our  land  and  all  lands  .the  tidings  would 
run,  to  tell  that  the  City  of  William  Penn,  and  of  brotherly 
love,  has  a  shrine  of  patriotism  by  no  other  equalled,  a 
monument  of  respect,  veneration  and  reverence  for  their 
country's  fathers,  and  their  character  and  principles,  that 
in  moral  grandeur  links  the  past  to  the  present,  earth 
with  heaven,  and  mortal  with  immortality.  And  over 
which  the  cherubim  and  seraphim  of  freedom  might 
spread  their  wings  and  give  it  their  approving  voice. 

Our  people,  our  children,  our  descendants  for  all  time, 
and  from  the  south,  north,  east  and  west  of  our  country, 
besides  hundreds  and  thousands  from  all  nations,  would 
visit  this  fountain  of  freedom  to  be  refreshed,  this  house 
of  patriotism  to  be  introduced  to  our  patriot  fathers  in 
portrait,  this  shrine  of  memorials  to  behold  in  it  the  heart 
of  a  mighty  nation,  this  monument  to  ancestral  excellence, 
to  see  in  it  the  gratitude  of  their  descendants,  this  palla- 
dium of  independence,  government,  peace  and  order,  to 
behold  it  as  a  grand  moral  fortress  to  guard  the  rights  of 
man,  this  ark  of  liberty,  to  see  in  it  the  choicest  jewels 
of  our  land,  and  this  moral  lighthouse  of  our  beloved 
country,  to  behold  it,  as  a  guide  for  all  nations  to  the  field 
of  true  democratic-republican-federal  government.  And 
finally,  to  view  the  whole,  in  all  its  intrinsic  and  com- 
manding importance,  as  well  as  in  all  its  touching  and  ten- 
der influence,  in  its  silent  but  unceasing  eloquence,  declar- 
ing this  great  and  fundamental  truth  to  all  people,  and 
which  should  be  most  deeply  fixed  in  every  heart,  namely, 
that  the  Bible,  the  Sabbath,  the  school,  and  well  conducted 
press,  are,  have  been,  and  must  be,  the  light  of  our  beloved 
land  forever,  the  light  approved  by  Heaven  and  blest  for 
man. 

This  treasure  is  brought  from  the  mines  of  the  past, 

O,  coin  it  immortal,  forever  to  last ; 

'Tis  our  Father's  great  record,  exalt  it  in  light, 

And  the  children  will  keep  it,  untarnished  and  bright. 
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When  the  corner-stone  of  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument 
was  laid,  on  the  17th  day  of  June,  1825,  La  Fayette,  then 
our  nation's  guest,  was  present,  with  thousands  from  va- 
rious parts  of  our  country,  including  many  veterans  who 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  some  of  whom  were 
survivors  of  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  and  among  whom 
was  a  Rev.  Mr.  Thaxter,  who  was  a  chaplain  in  the  army  of 
the  Revolution,  and  who,  fifty  years  previously  officiated  on 
the  same  hill.  He  led  the  multitude  in  prayer,  and  was 
followed  by  Daniel  Webster,  who  gave  his  celebrated  ad- 
dress, in  which,  when  speaking  of  the  monument,  he  used 
these  poetic  and  prophetic  words,  descriptive  of  a  scene  to 
come,  of  beauty  and  magnificence,  viz. : 

"  Let  it  rise,  'till  it  meets  the  sun  in  his  coming, 
Let  the  earlist  light  of  the  morning  gild  it, 
And  parting  day,  linger  and  play  on  its  summit." 

If  Independence  Square  should  have  the  monument 
of  memorials,  here  proposed,  then,  we  will  borrow  Mr. 
Webster's  idea,  and  say :  Let  the  children  and  youth  of 
our  land,  in  the  bright  morn  of  early  life,  greet  it  with 
the  rising  beams  of  joy  and  gladness;  let  the  ascending 
sun  of  manhood,  its  noon-tide  and  onward  line  of  bright- 
ness, to  life's  declining  day,  encircle  it,  and  crown  it,  with 
the  radiance  of  moral  beauty,  tenderness,  care,  protection 
and  love,  and  let  the  heart  and  intellect  of  age,  made  wise 
by  experience,  gild  it,  with  the  pure  and  beautiful  rays  of 
lingering  affection,  and  the  calm,  golden  halo,  of  a  fare- 
well blessing. 

A  plan  for  carrying  out  the  accompanying  design  for  making 
Independence  Square  and  Buildings,  as  named  therein,  a 
monument  of  memorial  forever.  Submitted  to  the  Philadel- 
phia City  Councils,  June  1st,  1871,  by  Joseph  Leeds, 
residing  at  No,  1614-  Summer  street: 

First.  To  form  an  association  specially  for  the  purpose, 
to  be  composed  of  gentlemen  whose  names  and  character 
will  inspire  perfect  confidence  with  the  people,  and  under 
whose  auspices  everything  will  be  done  in  such  a  manner 
that  in  every  household  the  voice  of  approval  will  be 
heard,  to  which  every  heart  will  respond. 

Second.  To  organize  by  having  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  his  successors  in  said  office,  ex-officio, 
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the  president  of  this  association  ;  the  Governors  of  each 
State,  and  their  successors  in  office,  ex-officio,  vice-presi- 
dents ;  Senators  in  Congress  from  each  State,  honorary 
members  ;  thirteen  directors  for  all  business,  secretary, 
corresponding  secretary,  treasurer  and  such  other  officers 
as  may  be  required. 

Third.  To  have  a  commission  of  trust,  and  proper  au- 
thorities petitioned  to  grant  to  said  commission  and  suc- 
cessors, "  Independence  Square  and  Buildings,"  for  the 
purpose  set  forth  in  said  design. 

Fourth.  To  have  suitable  rooms  for  business,  and  for 
dopositing  all  memorials,  until  the  present  buildings  on 
Independence  Square  are  vacated,  the  said  grant  obtained 
and  all  things  made  ready  for  their  reception. 

Fifth.  To  engage  honest,  able,  intelligent  persons,  to 
visit  the  families  having  the  mementos  and  memorials 
desired,  state  to  them  the  object,  procure  such  as  far  as 
practicable,  and  report  all  doings  to  the  board  of  directors 
weekly. 

Sixth.  To  make  known  to  all  the  people  throughout  our 
land  the  design  and  purpose,  that  all  may  understand 
it,  that  it  is  to  be  for  our  entire  country,  and  to  benefit 
mankind. 

Seventh.  To  appoint  a  suitable  committee  for  such  por- 
traits, pictures,  engravings,  &c,  as  may  be  required ;  also, 
the  diploma  of  membership,  of  such  elegance  as  will 
adorn  any  parlor  or  room  in  our  nation  or  the  world. 

Eighth.  To  consider  and  act  on  all  other  matters  requi- 
site to  carry  out  the  design. 

If  carried  out,  it  will  forever  commemorate  the  prac- 
tical introduction  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  on  earth, 
the  grandest  declaration  man  ever  made,  the  most  im- 
portant revolution  for  the  world's  welfare,  the  fathers  of 
our  beloved  country,  the  birth  of  our  nation,  and  the  best 
constituted  government  in  the  world. 

Besides  which,  it  will  be  on  a  ground  hallowed  by 
patriotic  associations  ;  a  monument  such  as  no  nation  has 
known;  such  as  will  win  all  hearts;  such  as  advancing 
generations  will  love,  reverence  and  keep  sacred ;  such  as 
will  draw,  for  all  coming  time,  increasing  multitudes 
from  our  country  and  the  world,  to  visit  it,  and  such  as 
no  city  or  place  can  have  in  such  perfection  as  Philadel- 
phia, because  Independence  Square  and  Hall  are  here.

for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  police  force  and  pris- 
oners. The  matter  was  referred  to  a  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Committee  on  Police,  whose  report  is  hereto  annexed. 
Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  a  loan  should  be  created  of 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  the  bill,  and  they  therefore  report  the  annexed  resolu- 
tion and  ask  its  passage.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Police  Committee  of  Councils  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Sub-Committee,  appointed  to  ex- 
amine the  condition  of  the  several  Police  Stations  and 
the  Station  House  of  the  Schuylkill  Harbor  Police,  and 
to  take  in  consideration  the  construction  of  a  strain  tug  for 
police  and   fire  purposes,  respectfully  report,  that  on  the 
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17th  instant,  your  Committee,  accompanied  by  the  Mayor, 
Chief  of  Police,  and  others,  visited  first  the  Third  Dis- 
trict Station  House.  Here  the  cells  were  found  to  be 
without  ventilation,  and  not  large  enough  for  the  proper 
accommodation  of  one  prisoner,  and  not  sufficient  in  num- 
ber for  the  confinement  of  the  number  of  persons  usually 
arrested.  Beneath  these  is  a  cellar  devoted  to  night  lodgers 
and  vagrants.  This  cellar  is  small,  cheerless,  and  almost 
uninhabitable  from  the  effluvia  of  the  drains.  The  whole 
station  house  is  totally  inadequate  in  size,  comfort,  and  ac- 
commodation for  the  demands  made  upon  it. 

The  Fourth  District  Station  House  was  next  visited.  The 
cells  here  were  found  to  be  in  the  same  condition  and  size 
of  those  at  the  Third  District.  The  house  is  a  small  one, 
with  a  dilapidated  roof  beyond  hope  of  repair,  and,  indeed, 
the  whole  building  is  in  a  damp  and  unhealthy  condition, 
not  only  the  apartments  for  prisoners,  but  those  for  the 
police. 

The  Sixth  District  Station  House  was  next  visited,  which 
we  found  to  be  somewhat  larger  than  those  already  de- 
scribed, but  in  addition  to  most  of  their  prominent  features, 
overcrowded  apartments,  illy  ventilated  cells,  unfit  places 
for  lodging,  and  leaky  roof's,  it  has  next  door,  and  parallel 
with  the  back  buildings,  a  stable,  the  effluvia  of  which  is 
almost  intolerable. 

The  Eighth  District  Station  House  was  next  visited,  which 
we  found  to  be  simply  half  of  the  basement  of  Commis- 
sioners' Hall,  at  the  N.  W.  corner  of  Thirteenth  and  Spring 
Garden  streets.  Here  officers,  prisoners,  and  lodgers,  suffer 
greatly  from  incapacity  and  crowded  condition  of  things, 
and  imperfect  ventilation.  In  the  same  building  is  the  Gas 
Office,  which  of  necessity  has  to  be  visited  by  ladies  and 
children  ;  the  cells  here  are  furnished  with  iron  grating, 
consequently,  all  the  shocking  sights  and  sounds  common 
to  such  places,  are  constantly  offending  the  eye  and  ear. 

The  Twelfth  District  Station  House  was  next  visited.  This 
house  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  a  very  dilapidated 
dwelling,  altered  some  years  back  for  police  purposes.  The 
cells  here  are  dark,  and  foul  with  smell  of  their  respective 
drains.  The  lodging  room  is  about  ten  feet  square  ;  into 
this  department  thirty  or  forty  persons  are  crowded  night 
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after  night.     The  room  in  which  the  officers  sleep  is  totally 
inadequate  to  their  wants,  in  point  of  size  and  comfort. 

The  Schuylkill  Harbor  and  the  Sixteenth  District  Station 
Houses  were  next  visited.  The  latter  station,  like  the 
Eighth  District  Station^is  simply  a  portion  of  the  Commis- 
sioners' Hall,  at  S.  E.  corner  of  Thirty-seventh  and  Market 
streets.  But  enough,  however,  has  already  been  said  to 
convince  the  most  skeptical  the  necessity  that  exists  for  the 
improvements  contemplated,  and  also  for  the  construction 
of  a  steam  tug  for  police  and  fire  purposes,  to  be  used  by 
the  Delaware  Harbor  Police. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  view  the  immediate  erection 
of  new  station  houses  in  the  foregoing  districts,  as  an  im- 
perative necessity.  Common  humanity  toward  the  prisoners 
and  the  unfortunate  lodgers,  and  a  decent  regard  for  the 
comfort  of  the  police  force  in  these  districts,  demand  their 
erection,  and  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a 
steam  tug  for  the  use  of  the  Delaware  Harbor  Police.

To  authorize  a  loan  for  the  construction  of  culverts,  and  for  police  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  at  not  less  than 
par  on  the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  as  fol- 
lows, viz.:  First.  For  the  construction  of  culverts,  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  Second.  For  the 
purchase  of  ground,  and  the  erection  and  extension  of  build- 
ings for  police  station  houses,  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. For  which  interest  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  paid  half-yearly  on  the  first  days 
of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Tieasurer. 
The  principal  of  said  loan,  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same,  and 
not  before  without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  and 
the  certificates  thereof,  in  the  usual  form  of  the  certificates  of 
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City  loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts,  as  the  lenders 
may  require,  but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  if  required  in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one 
thousand  dollars;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certifi- 
cates, that  the  loan  therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest 
thereof,  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
thereof,  there  shall,  by  force  of  this  Ordinance,  be  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates,  and 
from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  certificates;  and  the  further  sum  of  three- 
tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certifi- 
cates so  issued,  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out  of  said 
income,  and  taxes  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and  its  ac- 
cumulations, are  hereby  especially  pledged  for  the  redemp- 
tion and  payment  of  said  certificates.

J.  Dobbins,  the  contractor,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  an-

nexed  ;  and  if  they  ascertain  that  said  stone  is  not  of  the 
quality  required  by  the  specifications,  then  not  to  approve 
the  bills  ot  said  contractor  until  he  complies  in  every  re- 
spect with  said  specifications;  and  the  said  Committee  is 
further  instructed  to  report  to  Councils  the  result  of  their 
examinations  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  passage 
of  the  resolution  :  respectfully  report  that,  in  pursuance  of 
the  instructions  of  the  above-mentioned  resolution,  they  held 
some  four  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the 
matter  contained  therein;  that  they  notified  the  Citizens' 
Association  to  be  present,  and  extended  every  facility  for 
the  purpose  of  the  investigation.  They  were  attended  by 
Samuel  B.  Thomas,  President  of  the  Citizens'  Association; 
also,  John  McLaughlin,  Mr.  Samuel  Kilpatrick,  one  of  the 
managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Mr.  John  Keech, 
Fairman  Rogers,  and  Thomas  A.  Barlow,  on  the  part  of  the 
Citizens'  Association.  The  President  of  the  Citizens'  Asso- 
ciation stated  that  complaint  had  been  made  to  their  Asso- 
ciation, on  the  15th  of  April,  1871,  and  on  the  22d  day  of 
the  same  month  they  sent  their  inspector,  Mr.  John  Mc- 
Laughlin to  visit  the  ground  and  bring  samples  of  the  stone ; 
and  these  samples  were  brought  from  the  building,  and  sub- 
mitted to  three  disinterested  parties,  who  stated  the  com- 
plaint was  well  founded,  &c.  In  accordance  with  the  charge 
made,  your  Committee  proceeded  to  investigate  the  matter 
and  heard  all  the  testimony  produced  on  the  part  of  said 
Association,  which  seemed  to  be  that  the  stone  was  rather 
soft,  and,  in  their  estimation,  was  not  fit  to  use  in  the  kind 
of  building  that  the  House  of  Correction  should  be;  and 
the  whole  tenor  of  the  evidence  heard  before  your  Commit- 
tee was  to  that  effect ;  and  the  opinion  expressed  seemed  to 
be  that  it  required  very  hard  stone.  The  principal  witness 
against  the  quality  of  the  stone  was  Mr.  Keech,  who  stated 
the  stone  was  soft,  and  bad  shape,  and  slaty,  and  in  his  opin- 
ion would  not  make  a  foundation  for  a  wall  upon  which  to 
place  the  extensive  superstructure  for  such  a  building  in- 
tended to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  a  house  of  correction. 
They  also  produced  Fairman  Rogers,  who  stated  he  was  a 
civil  engineer  and  visited  the  House  of  Correction,  also  the 
quarry  from  which  the  stone  was  taken,  he  stated  the  best 
stone  in  the  quarry  was  admirable  building  stone,  and  the 
poor  stone  was  bad ;  that  there  was  some  stone  he  would 
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not  use  in  a  building  of  that  kind  ;  that  the  stone  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  quarry  was  flat  and  large,  and  the  good 
stone  are  good,  but  the  bad  stone  are  bad.  There  is  no 
slate  in  the  stone;  it  is  principally  composed  of  mica.  He 
saw  stone  that  was  not  fit  to  go  into  the  wall ;  it  might  have 
been  refuse  stone,  &c.  This  seemed  to  be  the  sum  and  sub- 
stance of  the  charges  made  on  the  part  of  the  Citizens' 
Association. 

On  the  part  of  Mr.  Dobbins,  the  contractor,  there  was 
examined,  viz.:  Samuel  C.  Willits,  member  of  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Charles  A.  Bubicam, 
Joseph  B.  Hancock,  Jonathan  Lodge,  John  Killgore,  John 
H.  Miller,  Charles  E.  Deal,  William  Devitt,  and  James  H. 
Windrim,  the  architect  of  the  building;  also,  affidavits  of 
John  Aguew,  C.  E.  McNeall,  Charles  Deal,  who  all  stated 
the  stone  was  as  good  as  any  building  stone  for  the  purpose, 
and  some  of  the  witnesses  that  it  was  even  better  than  the  Con- 
shohouken  or  Fairmount  building  stone,  and  that  the  stone 
was  far  better  than  some  harder  stone,  as  this  stone  would 
adhere  with  greater  facility  to  the  mortar  and  make  a  better 
and  stronger  foundation.  That  hard  stone  could  be  broken 
a  great  deal  easier  with  a  hammer  than  this  stone,  and  fur- 
ther Mr.  Willets  testified  that  he  knew  the  quarry  out  of 
which  the  stone  was  taken  for  the  House  of  Correction,  for 
about  twenty-five  years;  that  the  quarry  he  supposed  had 
been  worked  forty  years  to  his  knowledge,  and  that  it  was 
considered  as  good  as  any  building  stone  in  use.  He  also 
referred  to  an  old  mill  in  the  neighborhood  that  was  still 
standing  and  built  of  this  kind  of  stone  which  had  been 
standing  nearly  two  hundred  years,  and  had  become  so  solid 
that  an  impression  could  scarcely  be  made  upon  it.  Jona- 
than Lodge  also  stated  he  owned  the  buildings  opposite  this 
quarry,  and  that  it  was  built  of  the  same  stone;  that  it  was 
formerly  seven  stories  high,  and  in  1861  it  was  burned  down, 
and  at  that  time  was  filled  with  heavy  machinery.  The  fac- 
tory was  sixty  feet  by  forty  feet  wide.  After  the  fire  was  over, 
there  was  nothing  but  the  walls  standing  ;  even  the  joists  in 
the  holes  were  burnt  out.  He  has  lengthened  the  factory 
since,  and  used  the  same  kind  of  stone;  and  further,  in  the 
burned  walls  he  used  the  same  joist  holes,  and  the  wall  is 
still  standing ;  and  stated  further,  he  had  visited  the  House 
of  Correction,  and  saw  the  walls,  and  considers  the  wall  a 
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good  one.  All  of  the  stone  masons  examined  seemed  to 
fully  coincide  that  these  stone  were  a  good  deal  better  than 
hard,  flinty  stone,  and  made  a  better  foundation  on  account 
of  it  adhering  better  to  the  mortar  and  making  a  firmer, 
dryer,  and  a  better  wall.  After  having  the  matter  under 
careful  examination,  and  also  having  visited  the  grounds  of 
the  House  of  Correction  and  seeing  for  themselves,  your 
Committee  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  a  misapprehension 
on  the  part  of  the  Citizens'  Association  in  confounding 
stone  that  is  not  as  hard  as  some  stone,  as  unfit  for  use  on 
this  account;  and  further  your  Committee  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  stone  is  of  the  quality  required  by  the  speci- 
fications, and  Mr.  Dobbins  in  trying  to  make  a  good  and 
substantial  building,  and  one  in  which  the  contract  will  be 
faithfully  carried  out,  as  he  stated  to  the  Committee  that  he 
had  given  strict  orders  to  his  employees  not  to  use  any 
stone  that  had  the  appearance  of  being  soft  or  rotten;  and 
he  further  thought  that  the  fact  of  the  parties  picking  up 
stones  around  that  had  been  condemned  bad  given  rise  to 
the  report  of  the  bad  stone  being  used  in  the  walls. 

Also,  they  have  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  whole 
three  Building  Inspectors  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which 
is  hereto  annexed,  in  which  they  state  they  have  visited  the 
ground  of  the  House  of  Correction,  and  examined  the  stone 
walls  and  also  the  quarry,  and  are  of  the  unanimous  opin- 
ion that  the  stones  are  suitable  for  the  purpose  for  which 
they  are  used,  both  as  to  size  and  quality,  and  together  with 
the  kind  of  mortar  used  will  make  a  safe,  strong  and  per- 
manent building.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  report  the 
annexed  resolution,  and  ask  its  passage.

Dear  Sir  : — Item  29  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  is  "  For  building  bridges  over  Berks 
and  Norris  street  the  sum  of  $15,000."  This  is  intended  to 
provide  for  the  passage  of  the  above  streets  under  the  Ger- 
mantown  railroad.  A  plan  and  estimate  has  been  made  for 
Berks  street;  and  as  it  was  evident  from  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  both  bridges,  that  the  railroad  company  was 
expected  to  provide  for  at  least  half  of  the  expenditure 
required.  I  waited  upon  Mr.  Gowen,  President  of  the 
Beading  Bailroad,  with  my  plans  and  estimates,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  what  proposition  he  had  to  make  in  the 
matter. 

I  found  that  he  would  require  a  bridge  of  width  to  carry 
six  tracks,  instead  of  three,  as  now  laid,  thus  occupying  their 
legal  width  of  roadway. 

The  bridge  of  width  as  required  for  the  present  tracks 
can  be  built  for  the  sum  of  $15,000,  but  if  extended  to  66 
feet  wide,  will  cost  some  $23,000. 

Mr.  Gowen  then  informed  me,  that  the  Beading  Bailroad 
Company  were  willing  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  City 
to  build  both  bridges,  i.  e.,  one  over  Berks,  and  one  over 
Norris  street,  and  make  them  of  such  width  as  will  give 
the  railroad  company  the  use  of  all  the  ground  they  are  en- 
titled to  :  Provided,  The  City  would  pay  them  $15,000  for 
each  bridge.  By  which  proposition  they  will  pay  over 
thirty-three  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  work. 

I  would  also  add,  that  as  the  City  plans  embracing  these 
streets  were  not  confirmed  until  long  after  the  construction 
of  the  Germantown  railroad,  of  which  the  company  is  well 
aware,  the  City  can  have  no  legal  claim  upon  the  railroad 
for  the  construction  of  these  bridges.

H.  M.  Dechert,  counsel  for  Mr.  I.  R.  Trimble,  asking  for  the 
payment  of  patent  charges  upon  certain  bridges  built  by  the 
City  upon  the  "  Howe  plan,"  have  given  the  subject  their 
attention,  and  report  as  follows.  The  bill  submitted  by 
Mr.  Dechert,  as  is  revised  and  shown  by  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  a  sub-ccmmittee,  amounts 
to  §8,272.32  ;  but  the  Chief  Engineer  finds  that  a  number  of 
the  bridges  charged  for  do  not  come  within  the  claim,  and 
therefore  deducts  from  bill,  upon  that  ground,  §5,208,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $3,064.32.  From  this,  again,  there  is  de- 
ducted §512,  being  an  amount  paid  for  patent  upon  the 
Wissahickon  bridges  and  that  over  the  North  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  at  Fifth  street,  leaving  as  amount  due  Mr.  Trimble, 
$2,552.32.  This  amount  Mr.  Trimble,  upon  explanations 
made  to  him,  has  accepted,  and  has  further  agreed  to  deduct 
ten  per  cent,  therefrom  if  paid  during  the  month  of  July ; 
thus  making  his  claim,  payable  next  month,  $2,297.09. 

This   patent   matter  for  the  Howe  bridge  has  been   in 
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litigation  for  many  years,  as  it  was  generally  supposed 
throughout  the  country  that  the  right  to  the  "improve- 
ment in  Howe  bridge  trusses"  was  owned  by  Stone,  Quigley 
&  Burton  (a  firm  long-since  dissolved  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
Stone),  and  for  that  reason  these  bridges  have  been  con- 
structed throughout  the  United  States  by  that  firm  without 
the  question  as  to  their  right  to  build  having  been  thought 
of.  The  original  patent  expired  in  185-1,  but  the  "improve- 
ments," for  which  an  extension  was  granted,  did  not  expire 
until  23d  August,  1867.  The  bridges  chargeable  must,  there- 
fore, have  been  constructed  with  the  "  improvements'1  (tubular 
brace-blocks)  prior  to  1867,  or  upon  the  original  patent  prior 
to  1854.  Of  this  latter  there  are  none  within  the  City  limits 
except  the  Girard  avenue  bridge,  for  which  $7,000  was  col- 
lected, upon  judgment  obtained  against  the  City  by  St.  G. 
Tucker  Campbell,  counsel  for  patentee,  in  1855.  All  those 
built  upon  original  patent,  were  erected  subsequent  to  1855, 
and  have  therefore  been  deducted  from  bill  submitted. 

The  undoubted  right  of  Mr.  Trimble  to  this  patent  has 
been  established  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  upon  an  appeal  from  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
of  Maryland,  where  judgment  was  obtained  by  him  against 
the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  the  sum  of  $12,500.  Your  Committee  believe 
that  the  best  and  cheapest  way  to  end  this  matter  is  to  pay 
the  bill  of  $2,297.09,  without  delay,  out  of  Item  7  of  appro- 
priation made  to  the  Highway  Department  for  the  year 
1871;  said  item  being  for  "repairing  and  rebuilding  bridges," 
upon  which  there  is  now  standing  a  large  balance. 

If  this  is  driven  to  a  suit,  the  bill,  we  feel  assured,  can  be 
legally  largely  increased  ;  and,  if  not  paid  during  next 
month,  the  City  will  lose  $255.23.  Appended  will  be 
found  the  opinion  of  Justice  Swayne,  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  loAver  Court, 
and  a  bill  providing  for  the  payment  of  bill  as  reported  by 
this  Committee,  the  adoption  of  which  we  recommend.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  payment  of  claim  of  Isaac  R.  Trimble. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
draw  a  warrant  for  the  sum  of  twenty-two  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  (2297)  dollars  and  nine  (9)  cents,  chargeable 
to  Item  7  of  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  High- 
ways, Bridges,  &c,  for  the  year  1871,  and  in  favor  of  Isaac 
E.  Trimble,  as  payment  in  full  for  all  claims  against  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  by  reason  of  the  use  of  the  "  Howe 
patent"  in  the  construction  of  certain  bridges. 

Sect.  2.  An  estimate  therefor,  specifying  locations, 
length,  and  charge  for  each,  to  be  prepared  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  certified  to  prior  to  payment.

Gents: — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  ex- 
amined the  claim  of  Mr.  I.  R.  Trimble,  as  submitted  by  his 
attorney,  H.  M.  Dechert,  for  patent-right  charges  on  bridges 
built  by  the  City  upon  the  "  Howe  system."  The  claim  as 
presented  to  Councils  in  detail  is  as  follows:

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I  find  that  the  original  patents  for  the  Howe  Truss  were 
granted  July  15th  and  August  3d,  1840.  A  further  patent 
i'<>r  an  improvement  on  the  truss  as  originally  patented  was 
issued  August  23d,  1846.  The  original  patent  run  out 
1854,  but  an  extension  for  the  improvement  being  obtained, 
that  patent  did  not  expire  until  23d  August,  1867. 

On  July  9th,  1844,  Mr.  Howe  transferred  all  his  interest 
in  these  patents,  and  all  alterations  or  improvements  on  the 
same,  &c.,  &c.,  to  the  full  end  of  the  term  for  which  said 
letters  patent  are  or  may  be  granted  to  Mr.  Isaac  R.  Trim- 
ble. After  Mr.  Howe's  death,  his  administrator  did  not 
consider  that  this  transfer  of  title  included  the  extension  of 
the  "  improvements,"  and  sold  it  to  Messrs.  Stone,  Quigley  & 
Burton  of  this  City,  who  have  for  a  number  of  years  past 
been  building  bridges  all  over  the  country  upon  that  pur- 
chase, and  charsrino;  and  collecting  from  others  who  built 
upon  their  plan,  and  it  was  generally  accepted  that  their 
right  was  unquestionable. 

As  a  test  question,  suit  was  entered  by  Mr.  Trimble 
against  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Rail- 
road Company,  in  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  of  Maryland, 
where  judgment  was  obtained  for  $12,500,  for  bridges  built 
by  them,  the  company  carried  it  to  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court,  where,  during  the  December  term,  1870,  the  judg- 
ment of  the  lower  court  was  affirmed,  in  an  opinion 
delivered  by  Justice  Swayne.  The  award  has  been  paid  by 
the  company.  Mr.  Trimble  is  now  presenting  his  claims  to 
all  the  municipalities  and  corporations  that  have  used  this 
truss,  under  the  administrator's  sale,  and  we  come  in  among 
the  infringers. 

From  the  claim  as  presented  I  would  propose  several 
deductions,  as  being  claims  for  bridges  built  upon  the 
" original  patent,"  and  which  were  not  erected  until  after 
that  patent  had  expired  in  1854. 

They  are  as  follows,  viz.:

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Among  the  others  I  find  that  the  patent  charge  was  paid 
for  the  three  bridges  over  the  Wissahickon,  amounting  as 
specified  in  estimate  on  file  to  $361.00,  as  was  also  the  case 
with  the  bridge  near  Olney  at  Whitaker's  mill,  amounting 
to  $151.00. 

These  charges  Mr.  Trimble  consents  to  remit  if  the 
balance  due  on  these  bridges  be  paid,  as  the  charge  there 
made,  does  not  amount  to  what  by  law  he  is  entitled  to  these 
charges  are  $1.00  per  foot  per  span,  i.  e.  $1.00  per  foot 
of  truss,  for  100  feet  length;  $1.50  for  150  feet  length,  90 
cents  for  90  ft.  length ;  &c,  &c,  with  double  charge  for  a 
draw  bridge,  this  extra  charge  upon  the  Penrose  Ferry 
Bridge  he  proposes  to  waive.

Mr.  Justice  Swayne  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  Court. 

This  is  a  writ  of  error  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  District  of  Maryland. 

The  controversy  between  the  parties  in  this  court  is  con- 
fined to  questions  relating  to  the  title  of  the  defendants  in 
error  under  the  extended  patent  of  August  23d,  1860, 
alleged  to  have  been  infringed  bj  the  plaintiffs  in  error. 
The  instruction  given,  and  those  refused  by  the  court  below 
— which  are  brought  under  review — must  be  examined  in 
the  light  of  the  facts  which  the  bill  of  exceptions  discloses. 
Before  proceeding  to  consider  the  main  questions  in  the  case, 
we  deem  it  proper  to  dispose  of  others  arising  upon  the 
record  in  regard  to  which  we  have  found  no  difficulty  and 
entertain  no  doubt. 

The  deed  of  Isaac  R.  Trimble  of  the  30th  of  May,  1861, 
conveyed  all  his  rights  under  the  patent,  whatever  they  may 
have  been,  to  the  grantees  in  that  instrument.  If  his  title 
was  sufficient,  theirs  is  so.  This  was  not  controverted  by 
the  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs  in  error,  and  needs  no  further 
remark. 

The  assignment  of  the  11th  of  June,  186-1,  to  Aaron  B. 
Burton,  made  by  John  E.  Shaw,  as  receiver  appointed  in 
the  case  in  equity  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania, 
wherein  Joseph  Stone,  administrator  of  Daniel  Stone,  com- 
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plainant,  and  Isaac  R.  Trimble,  defendant,  was  a  nullity, 
and  as  such  may  be  laid  out  of  view.  Looking  into  the 
record,  we  find  no  evidence  of  the  issuing  of  any  process 
against  Trimble,  or  that  he  was  notified  of  the  pendency  of 
the  suit,  by  publication  or  otherwise.  It  does  not  appear 
that  there  was  any  step  whatever  taken  to  bring  him  before 
the  court.  The  entire  proceeding,  as  disclosed,  was  coram 
non  judice  and  void.  It  may  be  added  that  Trimble's  deed 
to  his  co-plaintiffs  was  prior  in  date  to  the  filing  of  the  bill, 
and  that  the  title  of  the  grantees  in  that  deed  could  not  be 
affected  by  a  proceeding  to  which  they  were  not  parties. 

If  Trimble  at  the  date  of  that  deed  held  the  title  under 
the  extended  patent — which  the  defendants  in  error  insist 
he  had — the  deed  of  confirmation  to  him  from  Howe's  ad- 
ministrator, of  the  18th  of  September,  1854,  touching  the 
patent  of  1846,  extended  by  the  one  in  question,  was  inopera- 
tive and  useless.  It  was  referred  to  in  the  argument,  as 
showing  the  construction  put  by  the  parties  upon  the  deed 
of  Howe  to  Trimble  of  the  9ih  of  July,  1844.  Where  there 
is  doubt  as  to  the  proper  construction  of  an  instrument, 
this  feature  of  the  case  is  entitled  to  great  consideration, 
but  where  its  meaning  is  clear  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  the 
error  of  the  parties  cannot  control  its  effect.  In  this  view  of 
the  subject — conceding  that  Trimble  took  this  conveyance, 
not  out  of  abundant  caution  and  to  solve  in  his  favor  a 
doubt  which  might  otherwise  possibly  arise  against  him,  but 
because  he  deemed  it  necessary  to  give  him  a  title  which  he 
did  not  already  possess — his  legal  rights  in  this  controversy 
are  just  what  they  would  have  been  if  that  instrument  had 
not  been  executed. 

If  the  construction  given  to  the  deed  of  Howe  by  the 
counsel  for  defendants  in  error  be  correct,  and  no  part  of  the 
title  vested  in  Trimble  by  that  deed  passed  to  Daniel  Stone 
by  the  agreement  of  the  30th  September,  1846,  between 
him  and  Trimble,  as  the  counsel  for  the  defendants  in  error 
insist,  there  was  nothing  for  the  deed  of  Howe's  adminis- 
trator to  Stone  of  the  1st  of  April,  1861,  nor  for  the  deed  of 
Stone's  administrator  of  March  6th,  1865,  to  Burton  to 
operate  upon,  and  both  of  them  were  also  without  effect 
upon  the  rights  of  the  parties  in  this  litigation. 

This  brings  us  to  the  examination  of  the  deed  of  Howe 
to  Trimble,   and   of  the  agreement  between  Trimble  and 
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Stone.  The j  are  tlie  hinges  upon  which  the  controversy 
turns.  The  stress  of  the  argument  on  both  sides  was  prop- 
erly confined  to  these  subjects  in  their  several  aspects  of  fact 
and  of  law. 

The  deed  from  Howe  recites  that  he  had  obtained  from 
the  United  States  two  patents  for  new  and  useful  improve- 
ments in  the  construction  of  truss  bridges  and  other  struc- 
tures— one  dated  on  the  10th  of  July,  the  other  on  the  3d. 
of  August — in  the  year  1840.  The  instrument  is  a  deed 
poll.  After  setting  out  the  consideration,  it  proceeds  as 
follows  :  "I  have  assigned  sold,  and  set  over,  and  do  hereby 
assign,  sell  and  set  over,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  which 
I  have  in  said  invention,  as  secured  to  me  by  said  letters 
patent,  and  also  all  right,  title  and  interest  which  may  be 
secured  to  me  for  alterations  and.  improvements  on  the  same 
from  time  to  time,  for,  to,  and  in  the  following  States,  viz.:'' 
&c,  *  *  <:  the  same  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  the 
said  I.  E.  Trimble,  for  his  own  use' and  behoof,  and  for  the 
use  and  behoof  of  his  legal  representatives  to  the  full  end 
of  the  term  for  which  said  letters  patent  are  or  may  be 
granted,  as  fully  and  entirely  as  the  same  would  have  been 
held  and  enjoyed  by  me  had  this  assignment  and  sale  not 
have  been  made."  A  careful  analysis  of  these  provisions 
eliminates  the  following  results:  Howe  assigns  to  Trimble 
all  his  title  and  interest  in  the  inventions  secured  to  him  by 
the  two  patents  mentioned,  in  respect  to  the  territory  speci- 
fied, and  also  all  the  right  and  title  which  should  be  secured, 
to  him  for  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  inventions 
from  time  to  time  thereafter,  for  the  same  territory,  to  be  held, 
and  enjoyed  by  Trimble  to  the  full  end  of  the  terms  for 
which  patents  had  been  theretofore,  or  might  be  thereafter 
granted,  in  all  respects  as  they  would  have  been  held  and 
enjoyed  by  the  assignor  if  the  assignment  had  not  been 
made. 

The  language  employed  is  very  broad.  It  includes  alike 
the  patents  which  had  been  issued  and  all  which  might  be 
issued  thereafter.  No  discrimination  is  made  between  those 
for  the  original  inventions  and  those  for  alterations  and 
improvements,  nor  between  those  which  were  first  issues 
and  those  which  were  reissues  or  renewals  and  extensions. 
The  entire  inventions  and  all  alterations  and  improvements, 
and  all  patents  relating  thereto,  whensoever  issued,  to  the 
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extent  of  the  territory  specified,  are  within  the  scope  of  the 
terms  employed.  No  other  construction  will  satisfy  them. 
Upon  the  fullest  consideration  we  have  no  doubt  such  was 
the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  parties. 

The  effect  of  such  a  contract,  we  think,  has  been  settled 
by  this  Court  in  Gaylor  v.  Wilder  and  others,  10  How.  477. 
Fitzgerald,  the  inventor,  before  the  patent  was  issued, 
assigned  his  entire  right  to  Enos  Wilder.  The  assignment 
contained  a  request  that  the  patent  should  be  issued  to  the 
assignee,  and  was  duly  recorded  in  the  Patent  Office.  This 
brought  the  case  within  the  terms  of  the  6th  section  of  the 
act  of  1837.  Fitzgerald  made  no  assignment  after  the  patent 
was  issued  to  him.  Enos  Wilder,  his  assignee,  assigned  to 
Benjamin  Wilder,  who  was  the  plaintiff  in  the  action.  The 
defendants  insisted  that  Enos  Wilder  had  not  the  legal,  but 
only  an  equitable  title. 

Upon  the  question  whether  an  assignment  subsequent  to 
the  issuing  of  the  patent  was  necessary  to  pass  the  former 
to  the  assignee,  this  court  said  :  "  We  do  not  think  the  act  of 
Congress  requires  it,  but  that  when  the  patent  issued  to 
Fitzgerald,  the  legal  right  to  the  monopoly  and  the  property 
it  created  was,  by  the  operation  of  the  assignment  then  on 
record,  vested  in  Wilder." 

The  argument  which  controlled  the  judgment  of  the  court 
maybe  thus  stated:  Fitzgerald  had  an  inchoate  right  at 
the  time  of  the  assignment,  the  invention  being  then  com- 
plete and  the  specification  prepared.  It  appeared  by  the 
language  of  the  assignment  that  it  was  intended  to  operate 
upon  the  perfect  legal  title,  which  he  then  had  a  lawful 
right  to  obtain,  as  well  as  upon  the  inchoate  right  which  he 
then  possessed.  There  was  no  sound  reason  for  defeating 
the  intention  of  the  parties  by  restricting  the  assignment  to 
the  latter  interest,  and  compelling  the  parties  to  execute 
another  transfer,  unless  the  act  of  Congress  required  it,  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  it  did  not.  The  act  of  1836 
declares  that  every  patent  shall  be  assignable  in  law.  The 
thing  to  be  assigned  is  not  the  mere  parchment  on  which  the 
grant  is  written,  but  the  monopoly  which  the  grant  confers 
— the  right  of  property  which  it  creates.  "  And  when  the 
party  has  acquired  an  inchoate  right  to  it,  and  the  power 
to  make  that  right  perfect  and  absolute  at  his  pleasure 
the   assignment   of  his    whole  interest,  whether   executed 
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before  or  after  the  patent  issued,  is  equally  within  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  Congress."  We  concur  in  these  views. 
The  rule  laid  down  is  the  law  of  this  tribunal  upon  the 
subject.  There  the  patent  was  an  original  one — here  it  is  an 
extension.  The  question  before  us  arises  upon  the  11th  and 
18th  sections  of  the  act  of  1836.  But  the  arguments  which 
controlled  the  decision  in  that  case,  apply  in  this  with  equal 
force.  The  same  considerations  are  involved  in  both.  There 
is  no  substantial  ground  of  distinction.  The  application  of 
the  same  principle  to  the  assignment  of  an  extended  patent, 
made  before  the  extension,  is  an  inevitable  corollary  from 
the  reasoning  and  ruling  of  the  court.  Without,  in  effect, 
overruling  that  adjudication,  we  cannot  hold  that  Trimble 
had  not  a  legal  title  under  the  extended  as  well  as  under 
the  original  patent.     In  our  judgment  he  had  such  a  title. 

In  this  connection  our  attention  has  been  called  by  the 
counsel  for  the  plaintiffs  in  error  to  Wilson  v.  Rosseau,  4 
Uow.  682,  and  several  other  cases.  None  of  them  turned 
upon  the  question  we  have  been  considering,  and  neither 
of  them  contains  anything  in  conflict  with  the  proposition 
established  by  Gaylor  v.  Wilder. 

It  remains  to  consider  the  contract  between  Trimble  and 
Daniel  Stone. 

It  recites  the  agreement  between  Trimble  and  Howe  and 
the  payments  thereby  stipulated  to  be  made  by  Trimble. 
Stone  covenants  to  pay  one-half  the  instalments  still  un- 
paid as  they  should  mature. 

This  clause  follows : 

"  And  the  said  Isaac  R.  Trimble,  in  consideration  of  the 
said  payments,  promises,  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the 
said  Daniel  Stone  as  aforesaid,  for  and  on  the  part  of  him- 
self, the  said  Isaac  R.  Trimble,  and  his  heirs,  executors, 
and  administrators,  covenants  and  agrees,  and  by  these 
presents  doth  covenant  and  agree,  to  sell  and  transfer,  and 
doth  hereby  sell  and  transfer  unto  the  said  Daniel  Stone,  his 
heirs,  executors,  and  administrators,  the  one  equal  moiety  or 
half-part  of  all  the  right,  title,  claim,  and  interest  of  him, 
the  said  Isaac  R.  Trimble,  of,  in,  and  to  the  patent  right  afore- 
said, which  he  purchased  as  aforesaid  of  the  said  William 
Howe,  the  sale  heretofore  made  to  Reading  excepted." 

A  copartnership  between  the  parties  in  the  business  of 
building  bridges  under  Howe's  patents  was  then  entered 
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into,  and  it  was  agreed  that  if  either  party  should  at  any 
time  desire  a  dissolution,  Trimble  should  name  a  sum 
which  he  would  be  willing  to  give  or  take  for  a  moiety  of 
the  rights  which  he  acquired  from  Howe,  including  the 
payments  to  Howe,  and  that  Stone  should  thereupon  decide 
whether  he  would  buy  or  sell.  It  was  further  provided 
that  the  copartnership  might  be  dissolved  at  the  expira- 
tion of  six  months  after  notice  by  either  party. 

Trimble  was  examined  as  a  witness,  and  testified  as  fol- 
lows :  Stone  never  made  any  of  the  payments  which  he  was 
required  to  make  by  the  contract.  By  common  consent  of 
the  parties,  the  contract  never  went  into  operation  in  any 
way,  because  Stone  was  unable  to  comply  with  any  of  his 
engagements.  Trimble  was  compelled  to  pay,  and  did  pay, 
the  full  amount  of  the  instalments  still  due  on  his  contract 
with  Flowe.  Stone  during  his  lifetime  never  claimed  any 
right  under  the  contract ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  always 
recognized  Trimble's  exclusive  right  to  the  interest  referred 
to  in  the  agreement,  and  acted  as  Trimble's  agent  in  build- 
ing bridges,  under  a  power  of  attorney,  paying  Trimble  a 
part  of  the  profits  for  the  privilege.  There  was  no  other 
evidence  on  the  subject.  Trimble's  testimony  was  uncon- 
tradicted. 

The  agreement  was  recorded  in  the  Patent  Office  on  the 
27th  of  July,  1864,  after  Stone's  death,  and  more  than  eigh- 
teen years  after  the  date  of  its  execution. 

The  words,  "  and  do  hereby  sell  and  transfer,"  found  in 
the  copy  from  the  Patent  Office,  which  was  used  in  evidence 
in  the  Court  below,  are  not  in  the  copy  annexed  to  the  bill 
filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania.  But  con- 
ceding that  they  were  in  the  contract  as  executed,  and  that 
the  contract  had  the  same  effect  in  transferring  to  Stone  a 
moiety  of  Trimble's  rights  and  interests,  which  Trimble's 
contract  with  Howe  had  in  transferring  the  whole  to 
Trimble,  then  a  question  arose  for  the  jury  as  to  the  effect 
of  the  facts  disclosed  in  Trimble's  testimony.  Upon  the 
trial,  the  Court,  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiffs,  charged  the 
jury  in  effect,  that,  if  they  found  the  facts  to  be  as  testified 
by  Trimble,  the  contract  between  Trimble  and  Stone  "  was 
not  to  be  regarded  as  passing  any  title  to  Stone,  which  the 
defendant  was  entitled  to  set  up  in  connection  with  any 
other    evidence  in  the  cause  as  a  bar  to  the  right  of  the 
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plaintiffs  to  recover,"  provided  they  found  also  the  execu- 
tion and  delivery  of  Trimble's  deed  to  his  co-plaintiffs.  To 
this  instruction  the  plaintiffs  in  error  excepted. 

If  the  facts  were  as  alleged  by  Trimble,  his  contract 
with  Stone  was  still-born.  It  never  had  any  vitality. — 
Neither  the  legal  representative  of  Stone  nor  any  one  in 
privity  with  him  asserts  its  validity  in  this  litigation.  It  is 
vicariously  put  forward  by  the  plaintiffs  in  error.  They 
seek  to  give  it  life  and  vigor,  and  invoke  its  aid  for  their 
protection. 

If  a  deed  of  real  estate  be  executed  and  recorded,  prima 
facie  it  conveys  the  legal  title,  but  if  it  be  shown  it  was  not 
delivered,  that  destroys  its  effect.  (Maynard  v.  Maynard 
et  ah,  10  Mass.  456.)  A  judgment  may  be  assigned  with- 
out written  evidence  of  the  transfer.  (Ford  v.  Stuart,  10 
John.  E.  342.)  A  party  may  waive  a  Constitutional  pro- 
vision which  applies  in  his  favor.  (Baker  v.  Braman,  6 
Hill,  48.)  Fraud  or  mistake  in  the  execution  of  a  deed 
may  be  shown  at  law.  (Ilartshorne,  Ex'r,  v.  Day,  19  How. 
223.)  The  most  solemn  contracts  under  seal,  where  the 
statute  of  frauds  is  not  involved,  may  be  changed  or  ab- 
rogated by  a  new  parol  agreement,  express  or  implied  ;  and 
a  contract  within  the  statute  may  be  taken  out  of  it  by  the 
conduct  of  the  parties.  (Emmerson  v.  Slater,  22  How.  41 ) 
If  Stone's  administrator  were  to  sue  Trimble,  and  the  facts 
should  be  established  as  Trimble  alleges  them  to  be,  the 
action  would  be  barred  by  estoppel  in  pais.  We  think  the 
instruction  was  correct,  and  that  it  properly  submitted  this 
part  of  the  case  to  the  jury. 

The  plaintiffs  in  error  submitted  eight  prayers  for  instruc- 
tions. The  2d,  3d,  4th,  5th,  6th,  and  8th  were  refused.  The 
refusal  was  excepted  to.  Some  of  the  points  which  they 
present  were  not  insisted  upon  in  the  argument  at  the  bar. 
The  others  are  sufficiently  answered  by  what  has  already 
been  said. 

We  find  no  error  in  the  record  and  the  judgment  below 
is  affirmed.

Gentlemen  : — As  representatives  of  the  City.  I  desire, 
respectfully,  to  give  you  notice  that  I  can  no  longer  allow 
my  relations  to  the  City,  as  architect  of  the  new  House  of 
Correction,  to  remain  in  their  present  condition.  My  terms 
were  fairly  stated  more  than  a  year  ago  to  your  Joint  Com- 
mittee who  had  charge  of  the  matter,  and  under  their  direc- 
tion and  with  their  sanction,  I  have  been  engaged  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  architect  for  the  building, 
without  any  objections  to  my  terms  as  then  stated.  With 
a  view  to  effect  an  amicable  arrangement,  but  without  any 
waiver  or  relinquishment  of  my  right  to  claim  and  receive 
more,  I  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  modify  my  terms. 
Even  this,  however,  does  not  seem  satisfactory,  and  I  can- 
not make  any  further  modification.  I  have  acted  in  good 
faith  from  the  commencement  of  my  employment,  and  ex- 
pect a  proper  compensation ;  and  after  so  long  a  delay  in 
making  provision  for  payment  of  my  services,  and  the  full 
discussion  and  examination  which  the  subject  has  had,  I 
feel  compelled  to  say,  that  unless  my  terms  are  acceded  to, 
I  shall,  after  this  day,  consider  myself  released  from  all 
further  obligation  to  the  City,  cease  performing  any  further 
duties  as  architect  of  the  House  of  Correction,  and  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  recover  from  the  City  the  compensation 
due  for  my  services  in  its  employ  as  such  architect,  and  to 
recover  possession  of  my  plans  and  drawings. 

And  while  I  am  still  willing  to  accept  the  modification 
referred  to  of  my  original  terms,  if  the  matter  is  promptly 
settled,  yet  this  is,  as  it  was  when  first  assented  to,  only  by 
way  of  compromise,  and  without  any  relinquishment  or 
waiver  of  my  right  to  claim  and  recover  a  full  compensa- 
tion.

Our 
Supreme  Court  has  said,  "  a  bridge  looks  fair  until  it  breaks 
down  ;  it  is  not  like  a  pit  which  you  can  see  and  avoid  ;  but 
an  'excavation  in  a  street  or  road  for  a  lawful  purpose  must 
be  fenced  and  lighted,  and  a  dangerous  bridge  must  be 
closed  up." 

The  approach  of  the  Fourth  of  July  makes  it  imperatively 
necessary  to  close  it  at  once.
